REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  1898 

To  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York 

I  report  as  follows  for  tlie  state  library  for  the  year  ending 
Sep.  30,  1898.a 

For  convenience  in  comparing  reports  for  various  years,  a  reg¬ 
ular  outline  is  followed  and  comments  are  grouped  under  the 
heads  shown  in  the  table  of  contents. 

STAFF  AND  EMPLOYEES 

Organization.  This  year  the  staff  is  printed  on  p.  90  in  a  double 
arrangement:  one  by  departments  and  divisions  showrs  who  is 
in  charge  of  each  distinct  part  of  our  work,  with  his  assistants; 
the  other  gives  in  a  single  list  the  entire  roster  in  the  order  of 
entering  service,  thus  showing  the  chronolo'gic  development  of 
our  large  force.  Under  our  standing  rule  each  person  works 
in  different  departments,  or  any  piece  of  work  is  done  by  another 
department  than  that  to  which  it  logically  belongs  if  the  result 
can  be  accomplished  in  this  way  either  better,  or  more  promptly 
or  cheaply.  No  consideration  of  theory  is  allowed  to  stand  in 
the  way  of  economy  or  efficiency.  As  a  result  the  names  of  20 
persons  appear  in  two  or  more  divisions  in  the  first  table. 

Salaries.  The  steady  growth,  uninterrupted  for  10  years,  has 
compelled  additions  to  the  staff,  and  yet  many  pieces  of  greatly 
needed  work  are  deferred  because  of  insufficient  help.  It  will 
be  impossible  to  carry  on  the  library  longer  on  its  present  scale 
without  some  increase  in  appropriation  so  that  needed  assist¬ 
ants  may  be  added. 


a  Statistics  and  tables  are  closed  Sep.  30,  1898,  but  general  information  is  given  when  practi¬ 
cable  up  to  January  1899,  when  the  report  is  presented  to  the  h  gislature. 
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While  the  lower  scale  of  salaries  paid  in  the  library  as  com¬ 
pared  with  other  state  departments  is  often  commented  on,  it 
remains  my  judgment  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  increase  the 
present  schedule.  The  just  standard  of  comparison  is  not  other 
state  departments,  but  other  well  administered  libraries,  and  sal¬ 
ary  lists  of  liberally  managed  corporations  or  private  enterprises. 
Compared  by  this  standard,  our  present  salary  list  shows  a  cred¬ 
itable  average,  and  when  we  add  the  well  recognized  fact  that 
a  position  on  our  staff  gives  a  practical  training  of  commercial 
value  in  obtaining  other  positions,  we  are  able  to  secure  first 
choice  in  our  appointments. 

Development  of  efficiency.  We  are  each  year  adding  some¬ 
thing  to  our  old  plan  of  making  systematic  and  persistent  ef¬ 
forts  to  bring  the  general  efficiency  of  our  staff  to  the  highest 
practicable  point.  A  summary  of  our  methods  is  given  as  the 
best  explanation. 

1  We  seek  first  natural  ability  and  fitness  for  the  work,  con¬ 
sidering  carefully  in  each  candidate  health,  habits,  interest  and 
other  factors  contributing  to  the  highest  usefulness. 

2  We  have  extended  to  apprentices  in  the  bindery  and  to 
elevator  men  our  original  rule  for  pages  and  junior  clerks  of 
requiring  a  preliminary  general  education  for  our  positions  at 
least  the  equivalent  of  a  full  four  year  high  school  course. 
For  the  higher  positions  a  college  course  is  required.  Our  ex¬ 
perience,  which  has  been  large  and  carefully  studied,  shows  a 
clear  gain  resulting  from  this  policy,  because  the  boys  and  girls 
with  high  school  training  do  their  work  with  a  greater  average 
precision,  strength  and  speed,  more  readily  learn  new  duties, 
and  have  the  practical  advantage  which  educators  claim  in  the¬ 
ory,  that  comes  from  systematic  training  of  the  natural  powers. 
We  recognize  clearly  that  a  first  rate  boy  without  an  advanced 
education  is  often  more  valuable  than  a  third  rate  boy  with 
the  best  training,  but  we  find  it  unnecessary  to  choose  between 
these,  as  the  character  of  our  work  and  the  salaries  paid  enable 
us  to  get  both  natural  ability  and  the  great  gain  that  comes  from 
more  than  an  elementary  education. 
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I  submitted  some  years  ago  to  the  civil  service  commission  the 
proposition  that  if,  as  we  all  believed,  it  was  the  wisest  possible 
expenditure  of  public  money  to  encourage  and  foster  high  schools 
and  other  agencies  for  advanced  education,  the  state  was  stulti¬ 
fying  itself  unless  it  secured  for  its  own  positions  the  superior 
service  afforded  by  this  training.  Profiting  by  the  lesson  of 
other  countries,  a  first  step  was  taken  in  refusing  to  admit  to 
junior  clerkship  examinations  any  candidate  who  had  not  a 
high  school  education  or  its  equivalent.  This  is  merely  apply¬ 
ing  to  the  public  service  of  the  state  the  same  rule  found  so 
salutary  in  law,  medicine,  dentistry,  veterinary  surgery  and  pub¬ 
lic  accounting,  in  each  of  which  fields  this  same  standard  has 
now  been  established  with  the  most  favorable  result  to  the 
profession  concerned,  as  well  as  to  the  general  public.  Experi¬ 
ence  confirms  strongly  our  theory  that  this  rule  should  be  made 
of  broader  application,  so  that  the  state  may  itself  profit  directly 
in  its  own  officers  and  servants  from  the  education  which  it  has 
recognized  from  its  first  organization  as  so  important  to  the 
development  of  the  commonwealth. 

Even  if  the  extension  of  this  principle  should  be  deferred  in 
other  departments,  in  the  University  it  would  be  simple  extrav¬ 
agance  not  to  observe  it.  Our  work  is  so  largely  concerned 
with  subjects  and  questions  in  connection  with  advanced 
education  and  its  institutions,  that  clerks  without  this  educa¬ 
tional  qualification  are  much  limited  in  their  usefulness.  We 
are  often  compelled  to  utilize  every  available  employee  in  some 
pressing  piece  of  work,  and  if  the  minor  places  are  filled  by  those 
without  a  high  school  education,  we  are  distinctly  crippled  in 
the  economy  and  promptness  with  which  some  parts  of  our 
work  can  at  times  be  completed. 

3  The  civil  service  examination  helps  materially  in  weeding 
out  undesirable  candidates  and  giving  us  an  eligible  list  with  a 
much  higher  average  of  merit. 

4  While  theoretically  all  civil  service  appointments  are  pro¬ 
bationary  for  the  first  three  months,  ours  are  so  practically. 
With  our  great  force  of  examiners  in  the  college  and  high  school 
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departments  of  the  University,  we  uniformly  skip  the  fitness 
examination  provided  for  in  the  new  law,  taking  the  merit  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  civil  service  commission  to  represent  both  merit 
and  fitness,  because  we  consider  the  actual  employment  for  sev¬ 
eral  weeks  so  much  more  satisfactory  as  a  test  of  fitness.  After 
the  heavy  examinations  we  of  necessity  employ  numerous  extra 
workers,  and  from  those  who  show  capacity  in  this  temporary 
work  we  recruit  the  permanent  force  of  junior  assistants  in 
the  library  and  other  departments. 

5  It  is  a  regular  part  of  our  system  to  give  instruction  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff.  Many  things  have  been  printed  or  stenciled 
so  that  rules  and  suggestions  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  each. 
We  also  as  occasion  arises  get  together  little  groups  of  those 
doing  similar  work  for  oral  criticisms,  suggestions,  and  answer¬ 
ing  questions,  thus  forming  what  is  in  fact  a  little  class  to  re- 

-  ceive  definite  instruction. 

Besides  this  work  and  the  system  of  records  and  criticisms 
which  supplements  it,  members  of  the  staff  are  encouraged  to 
attend,  of  course  without  fee,  the  lectures  given  before  the  library 
school  bearing  on  the  work  of  the  University  as  a  whole  and 
also  on  the  special  department  in  which  they  may  be  engaged. 
In  this  way  we  keep  the  younger  members  of  the  staff  in  touch 
with  the  general  spirit  of  the  work,  create  an  esprit  de  corps  of 
great  practical  value,  and  give  in  certain  of  the  lectures  instruc¬ 
tion  directly  applicable  to  daily  work. 

6  From  time  to  time  general  meetings  of  the  whole  library 
staff  are  called,  where  the  director  or  heads  of  departments 
can  put  before  the  staff  orally,  with  opportunity  for  questions 
and  suggestions,  matters  of  general  interest.  These  meetings 
are  supplemented  by  what  is  called  the  “  020  club,”  composed 
of  students  from  the  library  school  and  the  junior  members  of 
the  library  staff  who  wish  opportunity  to  interchange  ideas  on 
various  problems  of  library  administration.  This  club  is  lim¬ 
ited  to  the  junior  members  of  the  staff  so  that  there  shall  be 
greater  freedom  of  discussion. 

7  All  publications  of  the  University  in  all  six  departments 
are  bulletined  as  fast  as  issued  and  everv  member  of  the  staff 
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is  expected  to  glance  them  over  enough  to  select  those  which  may 
he  useful  in  his  own  work.  Copies  for  preservation  and  annota¬ 
tion  are  given  freely,  and  interest  is  stimulated  by  this  birdseye 
view  of  the  whole  activity  of  the  University,  of  which  even  the 
junior  clerks  are  made  to  feel  that  they  are  a  definite  factor. 

8  Besides  our  own  publications  we  are  frequently  able  to 
secure  gifts  of  bulletins,  reports  and  other  publications  contain¬ 
ing  matter  of  special  interest,  so  that  each  member  of  the  staff 
concerned  may  have  a  personal  copy  for  his  own  professional 
library;  for  each  one  is  encouraged  to  collect,  if  nothing  more 
than  a  few  pamphlets,  whatever  is  available  in  print  that  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  useful  in  making  him  familiar  with  the  va¬ 
rious  phases  of  his  chosen  work,  and  giving  him  either  informa¬ 
tion  or  inspiration  for  its  more  successful  performajice.  Where 
it  is  impracticable  to  give  copies  to  each  member,  two  or  more 
copies,  as  needed,  of  any  book,  pamphlet  or  serial  having  special 
bearing  on  library  work  are  provided  for  free  lending  to  members 
of  the  staff. 

9  Outside  of  library  publications,  the  staff  is  encouraged  to 
look  for  matter  of  direct  interest  or  value  in  our  great  list  of 
current  periodicals,  which  are  kept  on  special  inspection  shelves 
for  24  hours  after  their  arrival  to  give  opportunity  for  all  to 
glance  over  each  issue  before  it  goes  to  its  place  on  the  shelves. 

10  As  a  help  to  those  who  have  shown  unusual  aptitude  for 

library  work  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  a  num- 

* 

ber  are  selected  who  are  given  free  instruction  and  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  attend  the  lectures  and  classes  of  either  the  regular 
or  summer  course  of  the  library  school.  They  are  required  how¬ 
ever  to  do  all  the  studying  for  the  course  on  their  private  time. 

Each  of  the  above  methods  contributes  something  to  increas¬ 
ing  the  efficiency  of  the  staff;  combined,  the  result  has  been  most 
gratifying  and  is  often  commented  on  by  those  enough  in  contact 
with  our  work  to  recognize  the  spirit  of  the  workers  throughout 
the  whole  department  from  librarians  to  pages  and  porters. 

Without  additional  expense  we  have  been  able  to  utilize  the 
training  which  good  fortune  has  thrown  in  our  way  on  the  part 
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of  some  of  our  employees.  One  of  our  clerks  with  natural  skill 
supplemented  by  special  study  lias  been  very  valuable  in  looking 
after  our  electric  and  other  mechanical  appliances.  One  of  our 
porters  served  for  years  in  a  furniture  factory,  and  has  charge 
of  recaning  our  chairs  and  repairing  and  rehnishing  furniture. 
Another  porter  is  a  blacksmith  and  iron  worker,  and  is  found 
specially  useful  in  necessary  changes  in  our  iron  shelving.  Ex¬ 
periment  showed  so  large  a  saving  that  we  have  now  equipped 
a  small  shop  where,  with  half  the  delay  and  cost,  hundreds  of 
minor  repairs  are  made  which  previously  were  sent  out  of  the 
building.  It  has  often  cost  us  75  cents  to  get  a  man  to  do  5  cents 
worth  of  comparatively  simple  work  which  could  be  done  only 
with  peculiar  tools.  The  saving  in  cost  is  less  important  than 
the  convenience.  If  a  desk  drawer  or  slide  refused  to  run

smoothly  it  used  to  be  left  perhaps  for  months  till  a  mechanic 
was  next  at  work  in  the  librarv.  By  the  present  system  it  is 
repaired  in  five  minutes  at  practically  no  expense,  as  one  of  our 
own  men  has  the  proper  tools  and  knows  how  to  use  them. 

Recognition  of  efficiency.  We  believe  it  essential  to  the 
best  results  that  the  efficiency  of  the  staff  should  not  only  be 
developed,  but  should  be  fairly  recognized.  This  is  done  in 
various  wavs. 

1  The  superior  officer  knows  and  appreciates  specially  good 
work  done  under  his  supervision,  and  such  knowledge  and  appre¬ 
ciation  is  a  great  encouragement  alike  to  anxious  beginners  and 

to  those  who  have  been  years  in  the  service.

2  Promotion  on  our  force,  based  on  a  sliding  scale  of  salaries 
is  known  to  be  absolutely  free  from  all  personal  or  political  con¬ 
siderations,  so  that  any  member  may  aspire  to  the  highest  posi¬ 
tion  which  he  can  prove  himself  capable  of  filling  satisfactorily. 
It  is  well  known  that  we  take  a  pride  in  seeing  the  progress  of 
all  those  sharing  in  any  phase  of  our  work,  either  to  a  better 
position  with  us,  or  as  constantly  happens  when,  to  our  own 
inconvenience,  they  are  called  to  other  departments  or  positions. 

3  Many  of  the  other  state  departments  have  learned  that  they 
can  secure  better  work  at  less  cost  by  applying  for  temporary 
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service  from  our  staff  when  they  have  occasion  to  make  indexes, 
catalogues,  and  to  perform  various  kinds  of  work  requiring  ac¬ 
curacy,  speed  and  the  knowledge  of  various  labor  saving  methods 
and  devices,  which  by  common  repute  are  usually  acquired  by 
service  on  our  staff. 

4  The  number  of  positions  outside  the  capitol  which  we  are 
called  on  to  fill  increases  each  year.  The  libraries  of  New  York 
are  naturally  the  chief  field,  but  many  are  called  outside  the  state; 
e.  g.  during  the  past  year  Dr  E.  Dana  Durand,  our  sub-librarian 
in  comparative  legislation,  was  called  to  the  faculty  of  Leland 
Stanford  jr  university;  James  I.  Wyer  jr,  our  accession  assist¬ 
ant,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  University  of  Nebraska  library, 
and  Mary  E.  Hawley,  reviser  of  cataloguing,  was  appointed  to  a 
responsible  position  in  the  John  Crerar  library  of  Chicago. 
Harry  E.  Griswold,  sub-librarian  in  law  and  for  18  years  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  law  library  staff,  was  made  librarian  of  the  supreme 
court,  first  judicial  district  in  New  York  city; -George  E.  Bower- 
man,  reference  assistant,  now  holds  the  position  of  librarian  of 
the  New  York  tribune ,  with  important  duties  for  which  his  train¬ 
ing  here  had  helped  to  fit  him.  During  the  year  40  positions  have 
been  filled  in  New  York  and  41  in  other  states  or  countries  by 
members  of  the  staff,  or  by  present  or  recent  students  of  the 
library  school.  When  it  is  remembered  that  these  trained  libra¬ 
rians  and  assistants  going  to  all  parts  of  the  county  are  as  a  rule 
each  a  center  of  new  interest  and  instruction,  it  will  be  under¬ 
stood  why  some  competent  authorities  have  publicly  stated  that 
the  influences  of  the  New  York  state  library  were  the  strongest 
yet  set  in  motion  in  raising  the  standard  of  librarianship  and 
advancing  the  best  educational  work  now  carried  on  by  the 
modern  library. 

Obviously  these  frequent  changes  impose  an  extra  burden  on 
the  permanent  staff,  but  we  are  conscious  that  in  no  other  way 
can  we  accomplish  more  good,  and  we  believe  that  the  method 
will  have  the  warm  approval  of  all  intelligent  citizens,  who  can 
but  feel  a  just  pride  that  the  official  library  of  the  state  is  able 
to  do  so  much,  not  only  for  New  York  but  for  all  sections  of  the 
country. 
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The  library  has  borne  its  share  of  inconvenience  because  of 
the  Spanish  war,  in  which  we  were  fully  represented.  Though 
the  rigorous  physical  examination  turned  back  three  of  our 
young  men  who  volunteered,  four  others  went  forward  with  their 
regiments.  On  their  return  the  members  of  the  staff  and  im¬ 
mediate  friends  to  the  number  of  nearly  100,  gave  a  reception 
in  the  south  rooms  of  the  library  as  a  welcome  to  our  returning 
representatives,  of  whose  willingness  to  risk  their  lives  in  their 
country’s  service  we  had  all  been  justly  proud. 

On  June  8  there  was  another  of  those  informal  gatherings 
evidencing  the  cordial  good  will  which  exists  in  a  marked  degree 
in  our  force.  Stephen  B.  Griswold,  the  law  librarian,  on  that 
day  rounded  out  a  term  of  30  years  of  continuous  service.  As 
an  evidence  of  the  esteem  and  friendship  of  the  staff  Mr  Gris¬ 
wold’s  office  was  handsomely  decorated  with  flags  and 
flowers,  and  his  desk  was  covered  with  various  tokens  of  per¬ 
sonal  good  will.  When  Mr  Griswold  came  to  the  law  library 
it  had  less  than  20,000  volumes.  During  his  librarianship  it  has 
increased  more  than  threefold.  Even  the  senior  regent  of  the 
board  entered  it  after  Mr  Griswold’s  first  appointment,  the  last 
member  of  the  board  of  that  day  having  died  some  years  ago. 
It  was  Mr  Griswold’s  fortune  30  years  ago  to  mail  to  more  than 
100  architects  a  letter  requesting  plans  and  specifications  for  a 
new  capitol.  For  30  years  he  has  seen  this  building  in-process  of 
erection,  and  comments  on  the  curious  fact,  that  there  is  com¬ 
paratively  less  room  now  for  our  library  than  in  the  little  old 
building,  the  growth  of  the  books  having  greatly  exceeded  the

new  provision  of  space. 

I  find  it  again  my  duty  and  privilege  to  report  an  unusual  sense 
of  loyalty  to  the  duties  laid  on  the  members  of  the  library 
staff,  coupled  with  an  amount  of  good  will  and  friendship  of 
which  any  director  may  very  well  be  proud.  We  have  been 
credited  with  a  great  deal  of  good  work  well  done,  and  have 
never  had  before  us  so  many  new  fields  ripe  for  the  harvest  as 
today,  but  the  success  of  the  past  and  the  greater  success  for 
which  we  confidently  look  in  the  future  was  and  will  be  possible 
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only  because  of  the  unusual  efficiency  and  admirable  spirit  of 
the  state  library  staff. 

EXPENDITURES 

As  usual  we  give  in  table  K  the  classified  expenditures  for 
each  of  the  last  five  years  to  show  more  conveniently  the  com¬ 
parative  cost  of  maintaining  our  great  library.  In  the  year 
just  closed  we  find  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
and  serials  bought,  the  total  being  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  library.  Notwithstanding  this  the  demands  made  on  us 
make  our  needs  greater  than  ever  before.  In  general  expenses 
w’e  have  been  able  to  keep  considerably  below  the  average  of  re¬ 
cent  years.  In  the  chief  item  in  the  cost  of  carrying  on  all  libra¬ 
ries,  i.  e.  salaries,  we  reached  last  year  our  highest  point,  and  it 
will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  legislature  to  make  the 
regular  appropriations  hereafter  not  less  than  $30,000  to  cover 
salaries  and  miscellaneous  expenses.  If  w’e  go  back  for  10  years 
the  expenditures  of  the  library  seem  to  have  increased  very 
largely,  but  if  the  statistics  of  work  actually  done  with  this 
money  are  compared,  it  will  be  seen  that  for  each  $1000  the 
state  is  getting  a  much  larger  return  than  ever  before. 

BUILDING 

Needs.  Few’  realize  the  great  amount  of  space  required  for 
the  administrative  work  of  the  six  departments  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  for  housing,  even  inadequately,  the  great  collections 
of  the  state  library  and  the  state  museum.  Most  people  think 
of  the  University  as  merely  one  of  the  state  departments  requir¬ 
ing  only  a  few’  rooms.  Our  critics  often  complain  that  wre  oc¬ 
cupy  something  like  a  third  of  the  immense  capitol.  As  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports,  the  great  space  now  used  is  w’holly  in¬ 
adequate  for  our  needs  and  the  congestion  is  each  year  becoming 
more  serious.  We  have  now’  over  150,000  volumes  boxed  for 
lack  of  shelving,  and  while  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep 
this  accumulation  out  of  sight  by  storing  it  in  the  basement  and 
attic  spaces  instead  of  leaving  it  w’here  it  would  be  thrust  on 
the  attention  of  the  public,  the  dilemma  is  growing  daily  more 
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serious.  It  is  impossible  to  hope  for  any  increase  of  room  in 
the  present  building  as  the  other  departments  are  clamoring 
for  more  space  and  have  long  been  jealous  of  the  large  propor¬ 
tion  given  to  the  library.  They  justly  say  that  the  only  solu¬ 
tion  is  an  adequate  fireproof  building  to  which  our  more  than 
400,000  volumes  and  our  very  large  scientific  collections  can  be 
removed.  Before  that  building  can  be  completed,  even  if  it 
were  started  this  year,  we  shall  be  seriously  crippled  in  our 
work,  and  our  usefulness  to  the  public  will  be  greatly  dimin¬ 
ished. 

Care.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  University  is  on  a 
different  plane  from  any  other  department,  being  a  corporation 
created  in  1784  and  included  in  the  state  constitution  of  1894  as 
a  permanent  feature  of  the  state  organization.  This  fact,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  responsibility  of  the  regents  as  trustees  for  the 
extensive  property  of  the  library  and  museum  made  necessary 
the  usual  rule  in  similar  cases,  that  the  ordinary  custodians  of 
the  building,  the  cleaners,  repairers  and  other  employees  are 
not  admitted  to  the  rooms  wrhere  the  valuable  books  and  speci¬ 
mens  are  kept.  It  was  at  the  request  of  a  former  superintendent 
of  public  buildings  that  he  was  relieved  of  all  responsibility. 
As  he  justly  said,  it  was  entirely  impracticable  to  hold  the 
regents  responsible  as  trustees  for  loss  or  injury  to  this  peculiar 
and  exceedingly  valuable  property  if  another  department  car¬ 
ried  the  keys  and  various  employees  over  whom  the  regents  had 
no  control  were  sent  in  and  out.  We  therefore  have  not  only 
the  supervision  of  the  rooms  but  we  have  our  own  force  of  jan¬ 
itors,  watchmen,  elevator  men  and  repairers  and  have  the  sole 
responsibility  and  expense  of  caring  for  our  section  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  except  that  the  steam  for  heat  and  the  electricity  for  lights 
come  in  from  the  mains  without  being  charged  to  our  appropria¬ 
tion.  All  our  rooms  are  equipped  with  the  best  time-detectors 
and  a  responsible  night  watchman  visits  every  room  every  hour 
from  the  closing  at  night  till  the  opening  in  the  morning.  We 
have  equipped  the  rooms  with  the  best  chemical  fire  extinguish¬ 
ers  and  secured  for  our  watchman  the  powers  of  a  policeman, 
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and  are  able  to  report  a  greater  degree  of  safety  than  ever  be¬ 
fore. 

Elevators.  We  are  promised  for  the  coming  year  that  the 
western  staircase  elevator  will  be  regularly  run  so  that  the  pri¬ 
vate  library  elevator  shall  be  available  for  getting  and  returning 
books  on  the  various  floors,  and  that  we  may  be  freed  from  the 
unavoidable  noise  occasioned  when  all  readers  must  come  up 
through  the  main  reading  room.  The  need  is  urgent  for  chang¬ 
ing  both  the  staircase  and  library  elevators  to  electric  power  a3 
recommended,  in  order  that  the}'  may  be  used  on  Saturday  after¬ 
noons  and  other  holidays  and  in  the  evening  after  the  general 
elevator  service  of  the  building  is  closed. 

Ventilation  and  ceilings.  There  is  the  most  serious  need 
of  proper  ventilation,  specially  on  the  upper  floor,  which  is  now 
fully  occupied  from  State  street  to  Washington  avenue.  As  it 
is  directly  under  the  roof,  the  need  is  intensified.  A  proper 
system  has  been  laid  out  and  the  legislature  will  be  asked  for 
the  modest  appropriation  necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect  the 
coming  year.  Besides  ventilation  we  must  also  have  the  omitted 
ceilings  placed  over  the  rooms  to  protect  from  the  extreme  heat 
of  the  summer  and  from  the  waste  of  our  steam  heat  in  winter. 
The  roof  over  the  western  section  of  the  building  is  leaking  in 
many  places  to  the  great  danger  of  some  of  our  most  costly  books, 
which  we  have  been  compelled  to  move  about  to  escape  the  falling 
water.  Our  exceedingly  valuable  set  of  the  London  Times  (274 
volumes),  one  of  the  most  complete  sets  in  this  country,  is  for 
lack  of  shelving  piled  on  the  upper  floor,  where  it  is  peculiarly 
exposed  to  danger  from  the  leaking  roof.  More  floor  shelving 
suitable  for  sets  like  this  is  urgently  needed. 

Improvements  made.  Lest  readers  of  this  report  unfamiliar 
with  the  facts  should  infer  from  the  continued  statement  of  our 
needs  that  little  is  being  done  to  improve  and  enlarge  our  quar¬ 
ters,  I  submit  the  brief  mention  of  what  has  been  done  during 
the  past  year  in  the  building  department,  besides  the  regular 
cleaning,  repairs  and  police  duty  of  the  janitor  and  watchman. 
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It  will  be  clear  from  this  that  we  are  very  rapidly  approximating 
a  reasonable  ideal,  and  that  while  certain  needs  are  still  urgent 
w7e  have  abundant  cause  to  be  grateful  to  the  legislature  for  its 
appreciation  of  our  wTork  and  its  liberality  in  its  maintenance. 

Most  important  of  course  is  the  occupancy  of  the  fifth  floor, 
formerly  the  attic,  giving  us  a  suite  of  rooms  extending  300  feet 
from  State  street  to  Washington  avenue  and  the  width  of  the 
entire  western  section  of  the  building.  This  includes  rooms 
from  51  to  59.  The  system  of  numbering  adopted  gives  the  floor 
for  the  first  figure  and  the  number  of  the  room,  beginning  on  the 
south  end,  for  the  second.  Where  there  are  twTo  or  more  rooms 
on  the  same  east  and  west  line,  the  room  on  the  wTest  front  bears 
the  number,  and  the  rooms  at  the  east  have  A,  B  and  C  added. 
Closets  are  indicated  by  adding  lowTer  case  a,  b,  c,  etc.  to 
the  designation  for  the  room.  Capital  N,  S,  E,  W  are  used 
for  north,  south,  east  and  west  galleries.  In  the  numer¬ 
ous  cases  where  the  mezzanine  floors  have  been  introduced,  . 
they  are  indicated  by  a  superior  2,  3  or  4.  In  this  way  the 
number  specifies  exactly  the  location  of  a  room  to  one  who  has 
never  seen  the  plan  of  the  building  or  visited  the  room  before, 
thus  41  A2  is  the  second  or  mezzanine  floor  in  the  room  east  of 
the  first  or  corner  room  on  the  fourth  floor. 

I  give  a  mere  catalogue  of  the  more  important  additions  and 
changes  of  the  year.  Room  15,  wood  floors  for  the  storerooms 
to  protect  against  cold  and  dirt;  31,  new  catalogue  cases  hold¬ 
ing  5  x  7-J  cm  cards,  for  the  alphabetic  index  of  classified  anno¬ 
tations  to  books;  31  A,  shelving  replaced  wThere  removed  when 
finance  committee  took  rooms;  32,  new7  removable  stairs  on  iron 
hangers  to  reach  the  manuscript  room  and  biography  shelves 
without  going  up  two  flights  and  down  one  as  heretofore. 
These  stairs  are  temporarily  removed  during  the  session  of  the 
legislature  but  restore  the  convenient  use  of  these  rooms  for 
eight  months  of  each  year.  333  and  34A3,  a  second  story  of  iron 
stacks  added  for  British  patents;  33  and  34  new  cases  for  the 
records  of  the  accession  department  and  for  the  sets  of  Amer¬ 
ican  and  English  catalogues;  35,  atlas  case  with  roller  shelves, 
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and  reference  bookcase  for  most  constantly  used  dictionaries, 
gazeteers  etc.  adding  greatly  to  convenience  of  use  as  well  as  to 
the  durability  of  the  books;  35N3,  space  inclosed  on  north  gal¬ 
lery  for  janitor’s  supplies;  442  iron  shelving  for  folios  on 
north  wall  and  in  two  cases;  46,  coat  closet  for  binders; 
51,  aisle  to  elevator  widened  to  admit  large  furniture;  54  to  59, 

• 

steam  heat,  electric  light,  carpets  for  aisles,  Bir'ckhead  port¬ 
folio  cabinets  for  photographs  and  plans,  book-lift  shaft  in¬ 
closed  in  oak,  outside  ventilation  for  women’s  coat  room;  55, 
end  pieces  for  iron  shelves,  all  iron  work  painted,  two  new  fire¬ 
places  and  mantels,  floor  sloped  for  trucks  through  library  ele¬ 
vator,  storm  windows  and  shades  added  to  rooms  55  and  59; 
55A,  partition  and  door  shutting  staircase  elevator  from  read¬ 
ing  room  and  increasing  safety  of  library  property,  iron  and  glass 
ceiling  to  protect  heat  from  waste,  transom  lifts  to  east  win¬ 
dows  for  ventilation;  56,  shelving  completed  for  traveling  or 
home  education  libraries;  59,  walls  whitened,  floor  finished,  oak 
wrall  cases,  cupboards  and  cabinets,  fireplace  and  mantel,  oak 
doors  to  shut  off  assembly  attics  and  allow  library  territory 
to  be  securely  locked;  65,  perforated  iron  floor  covered  to  pre¬ 
vent  escape  of  heat  from  history  reading  room  and  dust  from 
sifting  through. 

We  have  added  on  the  east  wall  of  room  65  an  extensive  rack 
for  rolled  maps.  This  consists  of -uprights  240  cm  high  and  40 
cm  apart.  Each  upright  is  provided  with  22  iron  brackets  12 
cm  apart,  projecting  20  cm  from  the  upright,  the  front  of  the 
brackets  being  4  cm  higher  than  the  back.  This  rack  furnishes 
a  simple  and  inexpensive  method  of  storing  rolled  maps.  We 
have  also  built  large  skeleton  pigeonholes  for  storing  maps  in 
rolls  to  test  the  comparative  merits  of  the  two  systems.  For 
flat  maps  a  Birckhead  portfolio  cabinet  has  been  provided.  Our 
storage  baskets  for  waste  paper  have  all  been  replaced  with 
galvanized  iron  cans  with  metal  covers,  an  extra  precaution  en¬ 
forced  on  us  by  the  burning,  with  great  attendant  danger,  of  one 
of  the  storage  waste  baskets,  probably  through  the  carelessness 
of  some  smoker.  Bentwood  racks  have  been  placed  in  the 
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reading  rooms  as  the  most  convenient,  economical  and  durable 
accommodations  for  hats,  coats  and  umbrellas.  The  public  read¬ 
ing  rooms  have  been  beautified  by  the  addition  of  potted  palms 
and  other  plants.  Having  secured  the  needed  partition  so 
that,  for  the  first  time  since  occupancy  of  the  new  quarters,  we 
have  been  able  to  lock  the  library  rooms  against  approach  from 
the  attics  of  the  main  building,  we  have  had  permanent  and 
trustworthy  fastenings  applied  to  all  windows  on  the  courts  and 
staircases,  and  are  now  reasonably  secure  against  forced  en¬ 
trance  to  our  rooms. 

On  the  whole  the  library  was  never  in  so  satisfactory  a  con¬ 
dition,  though  much  remains  to  be  done.  Obviously  the  addi¬ 
tions  named  have  made  serious  inroads  on  the  appropriation 
which,  while  covering  such  expenditures  of  this  kind  as  were 
found  necessary,  did  not  contemplate  the  extent  to  which  we  have 
been  forced  to  make  additions  in  order  to  use  the  new  rooms. 
With  the  temperature  in  summer  above  120°  and  in  winter  only 
50°,  it  would  have  been  nothing  short  of  a  crime  not  to  have 
added  the  ceilings,  partitions,  storm  windows,  steam  coils  and 
ventilating  ducts  so  that  we  can  at  least  approximate  in  winter 
our  standard  of  20°  centigrade  (68°  Fahrenheit)  and  in  summer 
reduce  the  extreme  heat  due  to  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  on  the 
roof  immediately  over  the  new  rooms. 

PUBLICATIONS  AND  PRINTING 

Legislation  bulletin.  With  the  present  issue  we  complete 
the  second  volume  of  the  annual  bulletin  of  comparative  legis¬ 
lation.  As  soon  as  practicable  we  hope  to  consolidate  into  a 
single  book,  with  a  single  classification  and  index,  the  10  bul¬ 
letins  already  issued,  thus  greatly  reducing  the  labor  of  refer¬ 
ence,  and  meeting  the  growing  demand  for  copies,  which  we 
can  not  much  longer  fill  and  which  will  continue  to  grow  as  new 
scholars  and  others  interested  in  public  affairs  learn  of  the 
practical  character  of  the  work.  In  1890  and  1895  we  prepared 
a  special  financial  bulletin  showing  comparatively  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  each  state  in  the  union.  This  will  be  regu¬ 
larly  published  every  five  years,  so  that  each  volume  will  contain 
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one  financial  bulletin.  With  experience  we  have  broadened  our 
scope  and  are  including  not  only  the  actual  laws  passed,  but 
a  somewhat  clearer  indication  of  their  character,  and  are  adding 
all  constitutional  amendments  and  decisions  of  the  court  affect¬ 
ing  the  constitutionality  of  laws.  In  short,  we  are  putting  in 
the  compass  of  our  thin  annual  volume  the  information  which 
a  busy  member  of  the  legislature  will  hud  practically  most  use¬ 
ful  in  the  preparation  of  bills  or  in  the  discussion  either  pro  or 
con  of  proposed  laws. 

At  the  opening  of  the  session  we  shall  send  to  each  senator 
and  assemblyman  the  following  statement  signed  by  the  director: 

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE 

The  legislative  sub-librarian,  Robert  H.  Whitten,  Ph.  D.  has 
now  completed  the  Ninth  annual  summary  and  index  of  legislation 
by  states,  covering  the  laws  enacted  in  1898.  A  new  feature  of 
the  bulletin  this  year  is  a  concise  resume  of  the  most  important 
and  distinctive  legislation  of  the  year,  which  indicates  the  gen¬ 
eral  trend  of  legislation  by  reference  to  laws  of  previous  years. 
The  bulletin  digests  and  organizes  the  enormous  annual  output 
of  legislation  so  as  to  render  available  with  a  minimum  of  labor 
the  most  recent  experience  of  other  states,  thus  enabling  those 
interested  in  any  specific  law  to  find  readily  what  states  have 
recently  passed  similar  laws. 

An  outline  of  the  bulletin  is  given  on  the  back  of  this  sheet 
with  the  number  of  laws  recorded  under  each  head.  All  these 
laws  are  in  the  library  ready  for  immediate  reference.  The 
bulletin  is  sold  at  25  cents,  but  a  copy  is  furnished  free  to  each 
member  of  the  legislature  and  can  be  had  from  the  Legislative 
division,  State  library. 

A  condensation  of  the  resumd  will  also  be  sent  out  widely  to 
inform  the  public  of  the  trend  of  the  legislation  of  the  past  year. 
The  new  legislative  sub-librarian  in  charge  of  this  work,  Dr 
Robert  H.  Whitten  of  Columbia  university,  has  given  great  satis¬ 
faction  in  the  work  thus  far  done,  and  we  believe  we  have  found 
a  worthy  successor  to  Dr  E.  Dana  Durand,  who  was  called  from 
this  position  to  a  professorship  in  Stanford  university,  California. 

Bibliography  bulletin.  During  the  past  year  13  more  bul¬ 
letins  were  issued  in  this  set.  Four  of  them  were  bound  with  the 
report  for  1897  according  to  our  policy  to  include  in.  each  report 
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all  bulletins  printed  up  to  the  time  it  is  bound  unless  included 
in  previous  volumes.  Bulletins  no.  1  and  5  are  out  of  print; 
no.  9-17  are  appended  to  this  report.  Besides  the  bibliographies 
compiled  by  library  school  students,  the  series  includes,  as  no.  12, 
a  list  of  the  Best  books  of  1897,  with  notes  prepared  by  the  public 
libraries  division. 

As  no.  14,  Index  to  subject  bibliographies  in  library  bulletins 
proves  specially  helpful,  we  index  the  subject  bibliographies  in 
the  current  numbers  of  all  library  bulletins  as  soon  as  received 
and  insert  them  in  the  coov  of  the  Index  mounted  on  cards  and

kept  in  the  main  reading  room.  This  consolidated  index  will  be 
used  in  preparing  a  new  edition. 

This  series  of  bulletins  is  mostly  selected  from  original  biblio¬ 
graphies  presented  by  the  library  school  students  as  a  condition 
of  graduation.  Those  not  printed  are  available  in  manuscript  at 
the  library  or  may  be  borrowed  bv  permission.  The  school  is 
glad  to  receive  suggestions  from  librarians,  teachers,  leaders  of 
clubs,  or  specialists,  as  to  subjects  for  which  bibliographies  or 
reading  lists  are  specially  needed,  and  contributions  of  available 
material  are  invited. 

The  nature  of  our  work,  as  the  library  for  some  1200  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  state,  compels  us  more  and  more  to  depend  on  the 
printing  press  to  reach  our  constituency.  The  most  serious 
problem  in  the  smaller  libraries  is  to  be  able  to  tell  readers  what 
has  been  published  and  to  give  practical  assistance  in  hunting 
down  material  on  almost  every  subject  of  human  interest.  It 
is  fortunate  that  the  work  of  our  library  school  can  be  utilized  in 
preparing  these  bulletins,  which  are  of  so  great  practical  service, 
not  only  throughout  this  state,  but  largely  in  the  most  efficient 
libraries  of  the  country,  who  eagerly  add  them  to  their  working 
apparatus  as  fast  as  they  are  printed. 

History  buleltin.  The  library  has  issued  no.  1-3  of  its  his¬ 
tory  series;  i.  e.  Supplementary  list  of  marriage  licenses,  a  tran¬ 
script  of  General  entries,  vol .  1  and  Annotated  list  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  manuscripts  in  the  New  York  state  library. 

It  has  long  been  a  reproach  that  the  richest  state  in  the  Union, 
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haying  by  far  the  largest  and  most  valuable  state  library  and 
the  greatest  collection  of  manuscripts  bearing  on  American  his¬ 
tory,  should  not  have  published  more  largely  in  this  field.  The 
part  that  New  York  has  taken  in  making  the  history  of  the 
nation,  its  geographic  location,  which  made  it  the  natural  center 
for  settling  some  of  the  gravest  problems  of  our  new  country, 
seem  to  make  it  a  clear  duty  to  develop  largely  the  work  of  the 
archivist.  A  beginning  has  been  made  and  plans  are  laid  out 
for  adding  each  year  substantially  to  our  contributions  to  Amer¬ 
ican  history.  To  illustrate  the  feeling  among  students  of  history 
and  literary  men,  I  quote  from  an  article  in  the  Saturday  review 
of  books  and  art  in  the  New  York  Times  of  Jan.  15,  1898: 

No  one  has  ever  attempted  to  investigate  the  colonial  and 
revolutionary  history  of  apy  part  of  the  state  without  soon  find¬ 
ing  that  much  information  he  was  in  search  of  and  ought  to 
have  could  be  obtained  only  from  unpublished  papers  preserved 
in  the  capitol  at  Albany.  Beyond  the  stately  quartos  published 
under  Dr  O’Callaghan’s  editorship  and  the  few  volumes  Mr 
Berthold  Fernow  edited,  there  was  little  at  his  disposal  in 
printed  form.  Calendars  there  were  of  state  papers  laid  away 
there,  but  these  simply  told  him  what  he  might  find  by  going 
to  Albany;  they  served  to  emphasize  still  more  the  surprising 
indifference  of  state  officers  and  legislators  to  the  rich  collections 
that  are  stored  in  the  capitol. 

The  share  of  New  York  in  the  making  of  history  on  this  con¬ 
tinent  has  been  far  too  great  to  make  it  any  longer  pardonable 
that  any  useful  knowledge  on  the  subject  shall  be  concealed  from 
those  who  wish  to  see  it.  Not  only  was  New  York  one  of  the 
earliest  places  in  the  United  States  where  Europeans  founded 
settlements,  but  all  through  the  formative  history  that  embraced 
conflicts  with  the  Indians,  with  the  French,  and  with  England, 
it  was  the  vital  center  around  which  the  long  struggle,  first  be¬ 
tween  barbarism  and  civilization,  next  between  Latin  and  Anglo- 
Saxon  forms  of  government,  and  finally  between  English  liberty 
and  English  personal  government,  was  fought  out  and  won.  The 
valley  of  the  Mohawk,  the  headwaters  of  the  Susquehanna,  the 
shores  of  lakes  Champlain  and  George,  and  the  valley  of  the 
Hudson  supplied  battlefields  for  a  conflict  extending  over  a  full 
century  and  a  half.  Schenectady  and  German  Flats,  Lake 
George  and  Ticonderoga,  Minisink  and  Cherry  Valley,  Elmira 
and  Saratoga,  Oriskany  and  Stony  Point,  Harlem  Heights, 
Brooklyn,  and  White  Plains  recall  those  scenes  and  bring  to 
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mind  the  names  of  the  men  who  on  New  York  soil  gave  direction 
to  the  cause  of  humanity,  which  finally  had  its  splendid  triumph 
here — Sir  William  Johnson  and  Nicholas  Herkimer,  John  Sulli¬ 
van  and  Anthony  Wayne,  Israel  Putnam  and  Nathaniel  Greene, 
Philip  Schuyler  and  George  Washington. 

There  has  never  been  lack  of  men  competent  and  willing  to 
undertake  the  laborious  task  of  editing  and  printing  these 
colonial  and  revolutionary  papers.  The  thing  lacking  has  been  a 
legislature  which  would  provide  the  funds  for  doing  the  work. 
No  great  sum  would  be  needed  whatever  scale  of  typographic 
display  might  be  proposed.  Men  whom  the  project  has  interested 
grow  sick  at  heart  when  they  reflect  how  small  this  sum  would 
be,  compared  with  expenditures  that  are  constantly  and  easily 
made  for  less  urgent  purposes.  Some  years  ago  many  thousands 
of  dollars  were  expended  on  several  resplendent  quartos  devoted 
to  the  Public  service  of  the  State  of  New  York,  volumes  as  strik¬ 
ing  in  their  form  of  manufacture  as  in  their  curious  inutility. 
Those  thousands  of  dollars  expended  in  the  publication  of  the 
colonial  and  revolutionary  papers  would  have  made  a  splendid 
start  —  something  more  than  a  start,  in  fact  —  toward  their 
preservation  for  all  time  in  print,  and  not  only  their  preservation 
but  their  wide  distribution. 

In  the  stately  edifice  where  these  papers  now  find  a  resting 
place  are  staircases  and  corridors,  vaulted  ceilings,  and  wains¬ 
coted  chambers  to  which  the  legislator  points  with  pride,  and 
upon  which  his  untraveled  constituents  gaze  with  wondering 
eyes.  But  for  men  who  think  more  of  vital  things  in  the  life  of  a 
state,  it  is  melancholy  to  remember  how  one  of  these  show  places 
represents  outlays  that  might  have  saved  New  York  from  the 
disgrace  which  neglect  of  her  historical  manuscripts  has  fastened 
so  deeply  upon  her.  The  stains  of  that  neglect,  though  deep 
enough,  are  not  indelible. 

The  regents  have  made  the  New  York  state  library  easily  first 
in  availability  and  usefulness  to  the  public.  They  have  also 
recognized  their  responsibility  as  trustees  for  the  safety  of  its 
collections.  In  the  face  of  no  little  popular  criticism  they  have 
declined  to  allow  manuscripts  or  books  of  which  only  one  copy 
is  in  existence  to  leave  the  fireproof  building  and  the  constant 

watclicare  of  our  own  staff.  The  danger  of  fire,  theft  or 

• 

injury  in  transportation  is  so  great  that  the  state  might  better 
afford  to  make  the  necessary  investigations  at  its  own  expense 
rather  than  risk  the  total  loss  of  any  part  of  its  treasures  which 
from  their  nature  no  money  could  replace.  This  justifiable  con- 
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servatism  on  the  part  of  the  regents  in  regard  to  sending  our 
manuscripts  to  Washington  or  elsewhere  to  be  edited  and 
printed,  throws  on  us  a  double  responsibility  to  publish  such 
parts  as  the  public  would  most  value.  Only  in  this  way  can  we 
justly  meet  the  criticism  that  treasures  are  locked  up  that  we 
neither  publish  nor  allow  others  to  publish.  I  am  confident  that 
the  policy  on  which  we  have  entered  of  making  these  resources 
available  will  command  the  approval  and  confidence  of  most 
intelligent  citizens,  who  naturally  take  a  warm  pride  in  the 
position  of  leadership  which  New  York  has  always  occupied. 

Library  school  bulletin.  Owing  to  the  growth  and  increas¬ 
ing  importance  of  the  work  of  the  New  York  state  library  school 
the  report  will  hereafter  be  printed  separately  as  a  library  school 
bulletin.  Bulletin  3  appended  contains  the  report  for  1898. 

Sale  of  publications.  The  following  extract  from  the  re¬ 
gents  minutes,  June  27,  1898  explains  the  new  policy  on  which 
we  are  about  to  enter  of  distributing  our  publications  more 
widely : 

University  publications.  The  secretary  stated  that  calls  were 
constantly  increasing  for  the  various  University  publications, 
which  were  sold  at  nominal  prices  to  cover  cost  of  manufacture. 
Criticism  was  sometimes  made  that  these  valuable  publications 
were  not  made  known  to  the  public  and  kept  at  convenient  points 
for  sale.  This  could  be  done  only  by  offering  a  discount  to 
booksellers  or  agents,  or  perhaps  in  some  cases  by  supplying 
copies  on  sale. 

Toted ,  That  the  secretary  be  authorized  to  extend  the  sale  of 
University  publications  by  granting  suitable  discounts  to  deal¬ 
ers  or  agents,  by  placing  publications  on  sale  where  desirable, 
but  under  proper  restrictions  and  satisfactory  security  against 
loss;  to  furnish  announcements  to  the  press,  print  annotated 
price  lists  for  free  distribution,  and  to  have  the  titles  and  prices 
of  the  books  and  pamphlets  most  called  for  recorded  in  the  offi¬ 
cial  bibliographic  catalogues  and  journals  and  otherwise  adver¬ 
tised,  provided  that  no  expense  authorized  by  this  vote  shall 
be  paid  except  from  actual  receipts  from  sales  of  these  publi¬ 
cations. 

After  the  state  has  incurred  the  serious  expense  of  prepara¬ 
tion  and  publication,  the  printing  of  additional  copies  is  a  matter 
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of  trifling  extra  cost.  It  lias  been  proved  that  there  is  a  large 
demand  for  many  of  these  books  if  people  are  made  aware  of 
their  contents  and  the  low  price  at  which  they  can  be  obtained. 
We  hope  to  more  than  double  the  usefulness  of  our  state  publica¬ 
tions  by  the  new  system.

Indexes.  From  June  1897,  when  this  record  was  flrst  kept, 
through  September  1898,  38  indexes  of  University  publications 
were  made.  The  most  minute  index  printed  during  the  year 
was  that  to  Regents  bulletin  38,  Laws,  ordinances  and  by-laws. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  University  publications  several 
other  indexes  have  been  prepared  in  the  state  library.  We  have 
so  many  calls  from  other  state  departments  for  help  in  indexing 
that  it  is  very  desirable  for  the  library  to  have  one  or  more 
indexers  constantly  available  for  such  outside  work.  The  neces¬ 
sity  for  such  provision  on  the  part  of  the  state  library  is  twTo- 
fold.  Indexing  is  a  profession  in  itself.  Men  of  wide  literary 
and  clerical  experience  often  work  honestly  and  earnestly  over 
an  index  which  largely  fails  to  accomplish  its  purpose  because 
of  the  maker’s  lack  of  technical  study  of  the  peculiar  problems 
involved  in  making  the  index  a  real  key  for  unlocking  the  con¬ 
tents  of  the  volume  to  almost  any  inquirer.  The  value  of  a 
book  is  almost  ruined  if  it  has  no  index,  and  a  poor  index  is 
sometimes  almost  worse  than  none;  for  the  failure  to  find  an 
item  in  the  index  is  taken  as  proof  that  it  does  not  exist  in  the 
volume  when,  without  anv  index,  it  would  have  been  found  by 
farther  search.  It  has  more  than  once  been  proposed  by  those 
who  realize  the  importance  of  proper  indexes  that  copyright 
privileges  be  denied  to  any  book  without  so  necessary  a  supple¬ 
ment,  and  others  have  proposed  mandatory  laws  to  compel  au¬ 
thors  and  publishers  to  complete  every  work  by  a  proper  index. 

The  second  reason  why  the  state  library  should  afford  such 
facilities  is  the  economy.  It  has  often  happened  within  our 
knowledge  that  indexes  for  state  publications  have  been  made 
which  were  not  satisfactory  in  use  and  yet  which  cost  the  tax¬ 
payers  two  to  five  times  as  much  as  it  would  have  cost  to  have 
had  a  thoroughly  good  index  made  by  trained  indexers  in  the 
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state  library.  These  two  reasons  ought  to  be  conclusive  that 
when  those  in  charge  of  publications  come  to  the  library  and  ask 
for  proper  indexes  to  be  made  at  reasonable  cost,  their  wishes 
should  be  gratified  and  the  public  interests  served. 

Handbooks,  blanks,  etc.  The  increase  in  the  printing  item 
in  the  list  of  expenditures  p.  85,  indicates  the  large  number  of 
handbooks,  circulars,  blanks,  forms,  etc.  issued  during  the  year. 
Among  the  handbooks,  those  on  the  library  school  and  on  library 
handwriting  have  been  in  greatest  demand.  Calls  for  from  one 
to  50  copies  of  the  latter  have  come  from  libraries  in  many  states. 

EXCHANGE  DIVISION 

Established  Ap.  27,  1592 

Duplicates.  After  a  book  has  been  declared  a  duplicate  by 
the  accession  department,  it  is  sent  to  the  exchange  division  for 
appraisal,  listing,  shelving  and  exchange  or  sale.  In  rare  cases, 
when  the  condition  of  the  book  or  pamphlet  is  so  poor,  or  the 
supply  of  similar  copies  so  large  that  there  is  no  chance  that 
it  will  be  wanted  by  any  library  in  the  state,  it  is  thrown  into 
the  waste  paper  and  the  expense  of  farther  handling  and  stor-# 
age  saved.  Not  only  duplicates  of  miscellaneous  books,  but 
extra  copies  of  our  own  or  other  state  publications,  are  properly 
included  in  this  division,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  put  every 
book  which  we  own  and  do  not  need  in  the  place  where  it  will 
do  most  good.  Many  of  our  own  publications  are  given  to  other 
libraries,  which  agree  to  catalogue  and  preserve  them  free  for 
public  use.  To  individuals  or  those  having  no  special  claim  on 
us  these  publications  are  sold  at  a  nominal  price  to  cover  cost 
of  manufacture,  or  are  exchanged  for  other  books  or  pamphlets, 
each  being  appraised  at  its  fair  value. 

We  are  satisfied  that  our  system  is  the  best  possible  for  hand¬ 
ling  this  great  class  of  books  which  cumber  the  shelves  of  most 
libraries.  We  have  been  unable  to  put  it  fairly  in  operation 
for  lack  of  room,  as  it  demands  shelving  for  the  convenient  classi¬ 
fication  and  handling  of  our  large  stock  of  duplicates,  and  also 
room  to  lay  out  the  books  to  be  distributed.  Our  experiments 
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so  far  convince  us  that  as  soon  as  suitable  rooms  are  available 
for  the  purpose  we  can  render  a  great  service  to  the  libraries  of 
the  entire  state  through  this  exchange  division. 

The  following  table  gives  a  brief  summary  of  the  duplicates 
received,  exchanged  and  distributed  during  the  year  and  the 
total  number  now  in  stock.  For  detailed  statistics  see  table 
D,  p.  78.

LAW  DIVISION 

Established  Ap.  21,  1818 

The  law  library  of  which  we  are  justly  proud  grew  last  year 
from  58,014  to  60,245.  676  of  these  new  books  were  bought  and 
1555  were  gifts  or  exchanges.  1932  of  the  additions  continued 
sets  already  on  our  shelves.

Table  P  p.  101  records  the  volumes  in  the  law  library  from 
1818  to  Sep.  30,  1898,  when  the  library  contained  60,245  volumes. 
The  chart  facing  p.  46  shows  graphically  the  gradual  increase 
during  the  same  period. 

Distant  use.  Our  law  library  is  often  spoken  of  as  the  best  in 
the  country  for  the  study  of  American  law,  and  New  York  can 
not  afford  to  allow  it  to  take  second  place  after  having  won  this 
distinction.  With  the  new  room  now  so  urgently  needed  our 
facilities  can  be  greatly  improved.  The  largest  future  develop¬ 
ment  (and  it  is  near  at  hand)  is  the  increased  use  of  the  library 
by  those  at  a  distance,  who  by  mail  or  telegraph  ask  to  have  ques¬ 
tions  looked  up  to  which  they  can  not  get  answers  nearer  home. 
The  time  is  near  when  every  prominent  lawyer  of  the  state  will 
be  connected  with  the  library  by  long  distance  telephone,  and 
it  has  already  been  proved  that  a  trained  assistant  in  the  law 
library,  familiar  with  every  bibliography,  index  and  other  aid, 
can  often  find  needed  facts  in  half  the  time  required  by  a  lawyer, 
whose  time  may  be  many-fold  more  valuable.  By  our  paid  help 
system,  described  on  p.  55,  the  total  cost  to  the  state  for  the 
time  of  these  searchers  is  paid  for  by  the  person  asking  the  ser¬ 
vice,  so  that  it  is  no  burden  whatever  on  the  taxpayer,  and  the 
lawyers  of  the  state  and  other  citizens  are  able  to  utilize  the  full 
facilities  of  the  state  library  without  making  the  expensive  trip 
to  Albany.  The  number  of  lawyers  in  the  state,  the  importance 
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of  tlie  interests  intrusted  to  them,  the  demands  of  the  courts  and 
state  departments,  all  combine  with  the  reputation  already 
achieved  by  our  state  law  library  to  indicate  that  this  is  the 
field  which  is  to  be  first  and  most  thoroughly  developed  along 
the  new  lines. 

MANUSCRIPT  DIVISION 

Established  Ap.  19, 1881 

The  best  estimates  available  indicate  that  we  have  upwards 
of  250,000  manuscripts.  Obviously  the  fireproof  state  library  is 
the  best  repository  for  all  valuable  manuscripts  pertaining  to 
the  state.  When  historic  or  other  material  has  been  once  printed 
and  widely  scattered,  the  destruction  of  any  particular  collection 
by  fire  is  quite  a  different  matter  from  the  destruction  of  the 
only  existing  copy  of  a  manuscript  which  no  money  can  replace. 
As  our  country  grows  older  and  richer  and  its  citizens  have  more 
leisure,  interest  in  its  early  history  constantly  increases,  and  the 
value  of  manuscripts  illustrating  it  is  steadily  enhanced.  Noth¬ 
ing  satisfactory  will  be  accomplished  with  this  great  department

till  room  is  provided  for  work  among  its  treasures.  These  are 
now  crowded  in  an  unventilated  storeroom,  cut  off  from  the  top 
of  a  blind  corridor  30  feet  high.  It  serves  merely  to  hold  the 
manuscripts  with  reasonable  safety  till  something  adequate  can 
be  provided,  but  proper  arrangement  and  accessibility  to  the 
public  is  quite  impossible  till  more  space  is  available.  Then  we 
shall  have  this  room  as  the  center  of  historical  research  and  shall 
be  able  to  collect  and  care  properly  for  the  manuscripts  which 
in  accordance  with  the  statutes  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  library 
from  the  legislature  and  from  various  departments  and  institu¬ 
tions  controlled  by  the  state. 

For  scope  of  the  history  series  issued  in  connection  with  this 

•  « 

division,  see  p.  20  and  introductory  note  to  History  bulletin  1 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  archivist,  George  R.  Howell,  reports  as  follows  for  his  divi¬ 
sion: 

My  time  has  for  the  most  part  been  occupied  in  making 
searches,  preparing  certificates  of  service  of  soldiers  in  the 
revolutionary  war,  and  in  the  correspondence  involved  in  these 
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inquiries  or  with  other  questions  of  history,  geography  or  gene¬ 
alogy,  referred  to  me  for  answer.  During  this  period  I  have  sent 
out  about  150  official  certificates  of  service  in  the  revolutionary 
war  and  replied  to  hundreds  of  inquiries  on  this  subject.  So 
much  time  was  needed  to  keep  abreast  of  this  work  and  in  giving 
personal  assistance  to  those  consulting  the  library  that  I  have 
been  compelled  to  devote  from  one  to  three  hours  of  the  after¬ 
noon  as  well  as  the  forenoon  to  library  matters. 

History  bulletin  2  from  this  division,  appended  to  this 
report,  is  a  print  of  the  earliest  volume  of  manuscripts  that 
relates  to  the  colony  subsequent  to  its  surrender  by  the  Dutch  to 
the  English  in  1664,  and  contains  matter  relating  to  the  transfer 
of  jurisdiction  and  the  adjustment  to  the  new  conditions  in  all 
parts  of  the  colony.  It  is  the  first  of  a  new  series  of  publications 
of  the  original  manuscripts  in  the, archives  of  the  state  in  the 
library. 

Several  manuscript  volumes  in  more  or  less  frequent  use  have 
been  indexed  within  the  past  year  to  save  time  in  consultation. 
In  addition  to  the  two  catalogues  of  the  books  in  the  manuscript

room,  one  by  author  or  title,  and  the  other  by  subjects,  I  have 

made  a  shelf  list  to  be  able  to  determine  at  once  at  anv  time 

«/ 

whether  all  the  books  are  in  place.  Under  these  pressing  claims 
for  other  work,  I  have  done  but  little  in  indexing  the  Clinton 
manuscripts,  but  expect  to  continue  this  work  as  I  find  time. 

I  have  made  (entirely  outside  my  office  hours)  a  list  of  all  the 
oil  and  crayon  portraits  in  the  capitol  and,  so  far  as  possible, 
of  all  in  the  city  halls  of  Albany  and  New  York.  This  was  done 
to  facilitate  answers  to  inquiries  for  portraits  of  our  public  men, 
often  referred  to  me  for  answer. 

As  there  has  been  a  request  from  the  New  York  historical 
society  for  the  publication  of  the  colonial  manuscripts  such  as 
we  have  begun  to  publish,  I  would  recommend  the  continuance  of 
the  publication  of  these  for  some  time  to  come,  or  of  a  calendar 
to  them,  perhaps,  inserting  in  many  cases  of  important  papers, 
the  entire  record. 

SOCIOLOGY  DIVISION 

J  . 

Including  comparative  legislation.  Established  Mar.  1,  1891 

We  conceive  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  state  library  to  supplement 
the  university,  college,  public  and  other  libraries  of  the  state, 
rather  than  to  duplicate  facilities  satisfactorily  provided  else¬ 
where.  The  library  was  founded  “  for  the  government  and  peo- 
pie  of  the  state,”  and  properly  should  concern  itself  first  with 
the  books  needed  by  the  various  state  offices  and  departments 
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and  by  the  legislature  and  its  committees  in  the  proper  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duties.  The  public  libraries  provide  the  more 
popular  subjects  of  literature,  art,  biography  and  travel.  The 
best  of  the  university  and  college  libraries  are  well  equipped  in 
philosophy,  philology  and  science,  while  the  divinity  schools  rep¬ 
resent  theology  and  the  whole  field  of  religious  literature.  These 
subjects  are  less  needed  for  official  use  by  the  state,  and  the 
needs  of  individual  citizens  are  reasonably  supplied  by  other 
libraries.  In  law  we  have  probably  the  best  working  library  in 
the  country,  and  the  divisions  of  education  and  medicine  are 
being  rapidly  built  up.  If  we  consider,  however,  our  annual 
bulletin  of  comparative  legislation  we  shall  find  that  more  than 
four  fifths  of  the  laws  passed  by  the  various  states  are  in  the 
field  of  sociology.  It  may  be  fairly  said  that  considering  the 
trend  of  thought  and  interest  and  the  productions  of  the  press, 
the  last  century  was  theologic,  the  present  scientific,  and  the 
20th,  which  we  are  just  entering,  is  clearly  sociologic.  New 
chairs  in  the  universities  and  colleges,  constant  discussion  in 
pulpit,  press  and  clubs,  and  constant  thought  from  our  best 
thinkers  show  how  deeply  the  interests  of  man  as  related  to 
man  have  taken  hold  of  the  present  generation. 

In  recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  even 
more  of  the  necessity  of  providing  the  best  possible  working 
library  in  the  field  where  more  than  80$  of  our  laws  were  passed, 
we  have  for  10  years  been  building  up  the  division  of  sociology 
so  that  it  may  justly  rank  with  our  magnificent  law  library. 
The  sub-librarian  appointed  Mar.  1,  1891,  for  this  important 
field  was  given  charge  of  our  annual  bulletin  of  comparative 
legislation,  which  has  now  earned  its  place  as  the  standard  ref¬ 
erence  book  in  this  subject  wherever  comparative  legislation  is 
studied.  The  importance  of  this  publication  led  to  the  title  of 
legislative  librarian,  and  the  name  will  probably  clftig  to  his 
successor  because  so  important  a  part  of  his  work  is  in  render¬ 
ing  assistance  to  members  and  committees  of  the  legislature. 
His  proper  field,  however,  has  always  included  statistics,  politi-  ^ 
cal  science,  economics,  administration,  commerce  and  commu- 
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nication,  associations  and  institutions,  and  the  whole  ground 
covered  by  sociology  except  law  and  education,  in  both  of  which 
divisions  the  state  library  specializes  and  employs  a  distinct 
librarian. 

Fortunatelv  our  library  is  also  verv  rich  in  historv,  which 
must  be  constantly  used  in  the  study  of  sociology.  We  shall  of 
course  buy  the  more  important  works  in  every  field  of  human 
thought,  and  maintain  a  creditable  library  in  the  other  great 
subjects.  We  are  committed  to  education,  law  and  medicine 
as  special  topics,  but  the  great  subject  of  human  interest,  soci¬ 
ology,  is  justly  demanding  more  time  and  money,  and  will  be  of 
greater  use  to  the  legislature  and  state  officials  and  to  the  public 
at  large  than  any  other  part  of  our  rapidly  growing  library.  For 
scope  of  the  legislation  bulletin  see  p.  18. 

MEDICINE  DIVISION 

Established  May  21,  1891  sj 

The  number  of  medical  books,  serials  and  pamphlets  pub¬ 
lished  each  year  is  startling  in  amount,  and  is  rapidly  growing 
larger.  Only  men  of  large  means  can  afford  to  buy  all  these 

new  publications;  only  those  in  the  larger  cities,  and  then  in 

• 

most  cases  to  a  very  limited  extent,  have  access  to  this  impor¬ 
tant  new  literature.  Yet  the  development  of  medical  science 
makes  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  every  practising  phy¬ 
sician  should  be  able  to  know  of  the  latest  discoveries,  for  the 
life  of  any  taxpayer  of  the  state  or  of  some  member  of  his  family 
may  possibly  be  saved  in  a  critical  case  through  his  physician’s 
access  to  the  recent  information  of  the  results  of  the  experience 
of  the  rest  of  the  medical  world. 

In  view  of  the  direct  and  practical  importance  of  making  med¬ 
ical  literature  available  to  every  licensed  physician  in  the  state, 
it  was  proposed  by  the  state  library  in  1891  that  a  department 
be  maintained  at  Albanv  in  the  interests  of  the  state  as  a  whole. 
Even  those  who  from  time  to  time  secured  loans  from  the 
national  medical  library  in  Washington  felt  the  great  desira¬ 
bility  of  having  a  collection  near  at  hand,  which  they  could  visit 
in  person  or  from  which  they  could  get  books,  pamphlets  or 
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information  more  readily.  The  matter  was  presented  to  the 
legislature  and  when  the  Albany  medical  college  generously 
offered  to  give  outright  its  entire  medical  library,  consisting  of 
about  2500  volumes  and  an  equal  number  of  pamphlets,  includ¬ 
ing  many  large  and  valuable  sets,  a  law  was  passed  establishing 
the  state  medical  library  and  providing  that  it  should  be  open 
for  consultation  at  all  hours  when  the  law-  library  is  open, 
and  that  it  might  lend  books  to  every  accredited  physician  re¬ 
siding  in  the  state  who  should  conform  to  the  rules  made  by 
the  regents  for  insuring  proper  protection  and  the  largest  use¬ 
fulness  to  the  people.  The  cost  of  transfer  and  of  equipping 
rooms  was  estimated  at  $5000,  and  the  expense  of  economical 
administration  was  estimated  at  $1500  for  librarian  and  $3500 
for  subscriptions  to  serials,  buying  new  books  and  for  needed 
binding  and  repairs. 

Appropriations.  The  first  year  the  physicians  received  only 
sufficient  appropriation  for  equipment  and  shelving,  but  were 
assured  by  prominent  members  of  the  finance  and  ways  and 
nieans  committees  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  getting 
the  regular  appropriation  of  $5000  a  year,  since  the  state  had 
accepted  a  gift  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  phy¬ 
sicians  were  to  receive  in  future  similar  consideration  to  that 
shown  the  lawyers,  for  whom  it  had  provided  the  finest  law  library 
in  America.  The  medical  profession  was  asked  to  delay  for  a 
year  the  practical  work  of  its  library,  so  that  the  appropriation 
might  not  exceed  $5000  in  any  year.  The  money  was  economi¬ 
cally  spent,  the  rooms  fitted  up,  the  library  transferred  and  the 

t 

appropriation  of  $5000  was  duly  made  in  1895  as  promised.  The 
next  year  on  adjournment  it  was  found  that  the  needed  $5000 
had  been  reduced  to  $3500,  and  the  library  was  seriously  crip¬ 
pled.  The  next  year  the  item  was  reduced  to  $1000,  which  was 
less  than  the  cost  of  the  annual  subscriptions  to  serials  (of 
which  between  200  and  300  are  taken)  leaving  nothing  for  bind¬ 
ing  them  into  volumes,  for  indexing,  cataloguing,  or  the  serv¬ 
ices  of  a  librarian,  and  nothing  with  which  to  buy  a  single 
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new  book.  No  physician  for  a  moment  .begrudges  the  liberal 
provision  made  for  the  sister  profession  of  the  law,  but  as  the 
medical  library  concerns  an  equally  numerous  profession  and 
one  so  vitally  important  to  every  family,  it  may  justly  claim 
at  least  equal  consideration.  When  we  add  to  this  that  the 
honor  of  the  state  is  at  stake,  after  having  accepted  the  splendid 
gift  of  the  medical  library  with  the  distinct  understanding  that 
it  was  to  be  maintained  on  a  par  with  the  law  library,  good 
faith  clearly  demands  that  the  needed  appropriations,  which 
every  one  admits  have  been  most  economically  expended,  should 
not  be  reduced  below  the  $5000. 

Progress.  Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  last 
year  and,  unless  deprived  of  the  proper  appropriation,  the  future 
of  the  medical  library  is  most  promising.  History  and  gene¬ 
alogy  have  been  removed  to  the  fifth  floor,  so  that  rooms  31, 
32  and  33  on  the  third  floor,  originally  intended  for  medicine, 
are  now  devoted  to  that  subject,  room  33  containing  current 
serials  and  books  issued  since  1890,  except  bound  periodicals. 
The  student  thus  finds  in  a  single  room  the  freshest  material 
on  his  subject.  In  each  room  sheets  are  bulletined  showing  the 
arrangement  of  the  medical  works.  The  state  medical  library 
now  has  on  its  shelves  8421  books  and  about  5000  pamphlets 
and  is  receiving  regularly  222  serials,  exclusive  of  annuals,  bi¬ 
ennials,  etc.  There  has  been  received  recently  the  largest  gift 
since  the  library  was  established:  7346  volumes  and  3661  pam¬ 
phlets  (including  duplicates)  from  the  State  medical  society. 
The  state  of  New  York  can  not  afford  to  have  this  library  take 
a  second  place.  The  system  of  sending  books  by  mail  and  express 
to  all  points  of  the  state  is  steadily  growing,  and  is  proving  the 
most  practical,  convenient  and  economical,  in  fact,  the  only 
method  by  which  many  students  can  have  free  access  to  any 
needed  literature. 

Distant  use.  The  state  library  was  the  pioneer  in  the  system 
of  paid  help,  by  which  any  investigations  desired  will  be  carried 
on  in  the  library  at  the  mere  cost  of  the  time  consumed  by  the 
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librarian  or  assistant  at  the  rate  of  his  annual  salary.  This  en¬ 
ables  one  at  a  distance,  for  a  trifling  fee,  to  save  the  time  and 
expense  of  a  long  journey,  and  often  the  trained  librarian  can 
do  more  in  an  hour  than  one  less  familiar  with  the  resources 
of  the  library  could  in  a  half  day.  The  time  is  evidently  near 
at  hand  when  most  of  the  physicians  of  the  state  will  have  long 
distance  telephones,  so  that  they  will  be  in  immediate  commu¬ 
nication  with  the  state  medical  library  whenever  needed,  and  a 
competent  medical  librarian  would  be  able  to  render  most  im¬ 
portant  services  impossible  before  the  invention  of  the  telephone. 

• 

Traveling  libraries.  The  system  of  traveling  libraries  started 
in  our  own  state  library  and  so  widely  adopted  in  other  states  may 
be  applied  also  to  medical  literature.  A  collection  of  books, 
serials  and  pamphlets  on  any  special  subject  can  be  sent  out 
for  the  temporary  use  of  a  club  or  society,  or  even  of  a  single 
physician  w7ho  wishes  more  than  could  be  conveniently  given 
by  abstracts  or  notes  made  in  the  paid  help  department;  or  a 
traveling  library  consisting  of  the  newest  books  could  be  sent 
from  city  to  city  or  to  clubs  of  physicians,  who  should  have  a 
few  days  to  examine  the  wrorks,  select  such  as  they  might  wish 
to  buy,  and  then  send  on  to  the  next  club  for  similar  examina¬ 
tion.  Wherever  10  or  more  physicians  chose  to  organize  in  a 
club  it  would  be  practicable  to  afford  these  facilities  for  a 
monthly,  or  even  more  frequent  examination  of  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  new-  medical  literature,  wdiich  many  of  them  might  not 
otherwise  have  opportunity  to  see. 

New7  York  is  the  recognized  leader  in  medical  matters.  Our 
standards  of  preliminary  and  professional  education  are  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  those  of  any  other  state.  Every  year  we  are  winning 
recognition  as  the  center  of  medical  education.  The  mainte¬ 
nance  of  our  state  medical  library  is  an  essential  part  of  our 
comprehensive  plan.

It  is  often  said  by  state  officers  and  members  of  the  legislature 
that  the  vital  and  vast  interests  of  education  are  the  most  im¬ 
portant  with  which  the  state  is  concerned.  The  total  annual 
cost  of  the  schools  of  all  grades  is  almost  beyond  belief  till  one 
examines  the  statistics,  but  no  expenditure  yields  a  larger  return 
and  none  is  less  often  criticized.  Even  the  demagogue  has  long 
ago  learned  that  this  country  is  committed  irrevocably  to  thor¬ 
ough  education  as  the  cheapest  and  chief  defense  of  the  nation. 
The  more  schools  the  fewer  jails;  the  more  money  wisely  spent 
on  education  the  less  is  necessary  for  charities  and  corrections. 
So  universal  is  this  belief  that  the  compulsory  education  of  all 
children  is  now  an  accepted  principle  which  grows  stronger  each 
year.  1898  repeated  the  lesson  which  has  been  often  taught 
before  when  a  nation  which  trains  its  youth  in  well-organized 
schools  and  supplies  them  with  the  best  reading  in  its  free 
libraries  comes  in  conflict  with  one  where  this  vital  duty  has  been 
neglected.  The  results  at  Manila  and  Santiago  were  exactly 
what  have  been  often  predicted  by  the  students  of  education. 
It  was  the  land  of  books  against  the  land  of  bullfights.  It  proved 
again  that  knowledge  is  power  in  the  field  as  well  as  in  the  study, 
and  that  “both  the  information  and  the  inspiration  given  by 
American  schools  and  libraries  are  factors  of  the  first  impor¬ 
tance  in  war  or  peace,  in  struggles  for  either  material  or  intel¬ 
lectual  supremacy.  If,  as  few  will  question,  education  is  of 
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such  supreme  importance  that  it  justifies  the  increasing  millions 
spent  on  it  each  year  by  our  state,  then  no  argument  is  needed 
to  show  that  the  state  educational  library  should  rank  with  the 
best,  and  that  every  citizen  should  find  in  it  any  help  he  needs 
for  the  most  thorough  study  of  any  educational  problem. 

In  this  spirit  we  are  looking  forward  to  rapid  growth  in  this 
division  which  is  already  recognized  as  one  of  our  leading  special¬ 
ties.  A  competitive  examination  was  asked  from  which  to  ap¬ 
point  an  educational  librarian  to  give  his  entire  time  to  this 
work,  and  who  will  as  one  of  his  many  functions  prepare  an- 

t 

nually  an  educational  bulletin  showing  not  only  the  books  and 
pamphlets  of  the  year,  but  also  the  important  articles  in  trans¬ 
actions  of  societies  and  in  other  serials,  so  that  each  student  of 
any  educational  topic  may  readily  find  the  latest  thought  of  the 
best  thinkers.

This  division  comprises  not  alone  ancient  and  modern,  Ameri¬ 
can  and  foreign  history,  but  the  allied  subjects  of  geography, 
travel,  biography  and  genealogy.  The  state  library  is  so  rich 
in  local  history  and  genealogy  that  its  history  department  claims 
a  first  place  in  extent  and  importance.  The  enforced  removal 
of  this  class  of  books  to  the  fifth  floor  made  necessary  the  earlier 
establishment  of  the  history  division  and  the  appointment  of  a 
sub-librarian  devoting  his  e.ntire  time  to  this  great  specialty. 
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The  new  reading  room  directly  over  the  general  central  room  on 
the  third  floor  has  been  assigned  to  history  and  the  staircase 
elevator  has  been  carried  to  the  fifth  floor  so  that  readers  may 
go  directly  to  this  room  without  passing  through  the  library. 
We  anticipate  from  the  new  organization  a  rapid  development 
of  what,  with  sociology  its  most  nearly  allied  subject,  will  always 
be  a  leading  class  in  the  New  York  state  library. 

CAPITOL  LIBRARY 

.  Established  Dec.  14,  1892 

During  the  year  ending  Sep.  30,  ’1898,  275  borrowers  were 
added  to  the  capitol  library  register,  making  a  total  of  1140  from 
the  beginning,  of  whom  476  are  still  entitled  to  draw  books.  Of 
these  476  borrowers,  26  are  temporary  state  employees  who  bor¬ 
row  from  the  capitol  library  only.  During  the  past  year  597 
volumes  were  lent  to  state  library  borrowers,  who  even  when 
not  state  employees,  may  take  one  volume,  not  fiction,  from  the 
capitol  library.  The  decrease  of  75  in  the  number  of  loans  as 
compared  with  last  year  is  due  to  the  enforcement  of  the  rule 
restricting  the  use  of  fiction  and  also  to  the  completion  of  the 
building  which  removed  from  the  borrower’s  list  all  workmen 
employed  in  the  construction  department.  For  rules  for  capitol 
library  see  p.  65.

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WOMAN’S  LIBRARY 

Established  Dec.  20,  1893 

This  collection  on  Sep.  30,  1898  contained  2454  volumes.  As 
there  is  no  state  library  fund  to  be  used  for  additions  to  the 
woman’s  library,  a  circular  is  sent  to  the  women  writers  of  the 
state,  asking  them  to  contribute  the  books  necessary  to  a  com¬ 
plete  representation  of  their  literary  work.  Copies  of  the  cir¬ 
cular  are  also  sent  to  the  various  women’s  clubs  with  the  request 
that  the  matter  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  their  members. 

The  library  is  also  making  as  complete  as  possible  a  list  of 
the  women  writers  of  New  York  and  will  be  glad  to  receive  the 
names,  addresses  and  titles  of  the  printed  works  of  any  women 
authors,  editors,  translators,  etc.  not  included  in  the  catalogue 
of  the  woman's  library  prepared  for  the  World’s  Columbian  ex¬ 
position. 

LIBRARY  FOR  THE  BLIND 

Established  Mar.  19,  1896 

A  state  library  for  the  blind  was  authorized  by  the  regents, 
Mar.  19,  1896  as  follows: 

Voted ,  That  there  be  established  in  the  public  libraries  division 
a  section  of  books  for  the  blind,  from  which  any  blind  reader  in 
the  state  may  borrow  books  after  giving  needed  security  for  their 
safe  return. 

That  gifts  be  invited  for  this  library  and  that  the  regents  un¬ 
dertake  to  care  for  and  supervise  the  circulation  of  such  approved 
books  as  may  be  given  for  this  purpose. 

That  the  most  needed  books  printed  for  the  use  of  the  blind 
be  bought  as  a  nucleus  for  the  new  library. 

In  June  1898  the  initial  order  of  104  volumes  costing  $232.40 
was  received  from  the  American  printing  house  for  the  blind, 
Louisville,  Kv.  and  the  following  general  plan  adopted. 

1  An  alphabetic  list  of  all  libraries  for  the  blind  in  New  York 
state  to  be  kept  on  cards. 

2  Books,  regulations,  blanks,  etc.  to  be  secured  from  each  lib¬ 
rary  and  this  material  so  classified  and  arranged  as  to  be  in¬ 
stantly  available. 

3  Books  to  be  lent  to  or  borrowed  from  these  libraries  when¬ 
ever  desirable  and  practicable. 
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4  Names  and  addresses  of  blind  people  in  the  state  to  be 
secured: 

a,  by  circular  letter  explaining  plans,  addressed  to  institutions 

for  the  blind; 

b,  by  visit  to  these  institutions; 

c,  by  circular  letter  to  the  libraries  of  the  University. 

5  An  alphabetic  list  of  the  blind  in  New  York  state  to  be  kept 
on  cards,  including  the  following  facts  about  each  person:  date 
of  birth;  sex;  name  of  institution  in  which  educated;  one  or  more 
systems  of  type  for  the  blind  which  he  can  read;  which  preferred; 
at  what  age  he  learned  to  read;  whether  he  wishes  to  borrow 
books  from  the  state;  name  of  reference  (library  or  individual). 

6  Books  to  be  classified  and  catalogued  as  follows: 

a  The  letter  B  indicating  “  blind  ”  to  be  prefixed  to  class  num¬ 
ber.  Author  and  subject  cards  for  state  library  catalogue 
to  be  made  giving  publisher’s  name  in  abbreviated  form, 
and  a  note  stating  type  in  which  the  book  is  printed.  In 
case  of  New  York  point  a  rubber  stamp  to  be  used  for 
this  note;  e.  g.  For  blind.  N.  Y.  point.  A  separate  au¬ 
thor  list  for  home  education  department  to  be  made  for 
use  in  collating  for  duplicates. 

b  Shortened  Cutter  book  number  to  be  assigned,  the  B  dis¬ 
tinguishing  it  from  other  books  having  the  same  book 
number  in  the  same  class,  and  rendering  farther  dis¬ 
tinguishing  mark  unnecessary.  Books  to  be  labeled 
and  shelved  separately  in  class  order,  including  books  for 
the  blind  already  in  the  state  library. 

Mrs  Salome  Cutler  Fairchild  in  charge  of  the  library  reports 
as  follows: 

A  few  applications  for  books  came  in  as  soon  as  the  first  state¬ 
ment  of  the  plan  was  made.  It  has  seemed  wiser  however,  be¬ 
fore  pushing  the  work,  to  investigate  thoroughly  the  whole  sub¬ 
ject  of  reading  for  the  blind  that  all  plans  might  be  based  on  the 
peculiar  needs  of  this  class  of  readers.  Hearty  cooperation  has 
been  received  from  libraries  having  experience  with  the  blind 
and  from  William  B.  Wait,  for  many  years  superintendenf  of 
the  New  York  institution  for  the  blind,  and  from  Gardner  Fuller 
of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  at  Batavia.  From  a 
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variety  of  types  the  New  York  point  has  been  chosen  because 
it  is  easier  to  learn  and  less  bulky  than  any  other  system,  and 
because  it  is  used  by  the  institutions  for  the  blind  in  this  state. 
The  library  also  contains  a  considerable  number  of  books  in 
other  types. 

The  New  York  point  is  so  easily  learned  by  adults,  and  even 
by  those  whose  hands  are  hardened  by  labor,  that  no  blind  per¬ 
son  wanting  to  read,  need  miss  the  privilege.  Alphabets  and 
primers  will  be  circulated  to  those  not  familiar  with  the  type. 
An  attractive  and  steadily  increasing  literature  including  some 
of  the  best  modern  books,  e.  g.  the  Jungle  book,  offers  a  rich  re¬ 
ward  for  a  little  persistent  effort. 

Our  aim  is  to  extend  the  work  till  it  reaches  every  blind  per¬ 
son  in  the  state  (about  5000  by  the  census  of  1890)  who  can  read 
or  will  learn  to  read  type  for  the  blind,  unless  already  served 
by  the  two  or  three  libraries  for  the  blind  in  Greater  New  York. 
It  will  not  be  possible  to  reach  those  living  in  small  towns  or  in 
the  country  without  earnest  cooperation  on  the  part  of  many 
people.  All  who  read  this  report  are  asked  to  send  us  the  names 
and  addresses  of  every  blind  person  known  to  him  living  in  New 
York  state.  A  name  should  be  sent  even  if  the  sender  feels  con¬ 
fident  that  the  person  in  mind  will  never  use  the  library.  Such 
names  will  be  of  service  as  part  of  the  statistics  of  the  reading 
habits  of  the  blind  which  we  plan  to  keep.  A  fuller  introduction 
which  would  help  us  to  an  understanding  of  the  personal  needs 
of  readers  would  be  gladly  received.  Cooperation  is  also  asked 
in  explaining  to  the  blind  the  plans  of  the  library  and  the  ease 
with  which  they  may  share  its  unusual  opportunities. 

Correspondence  in  New  York  point  will  be  carried  on  directly 
with  the  blind  by  means  of  the  kleidograph.  Through  the  liber¬ 
ality  of  friends  interested,  books  will  be  sent  for  the  present 
without  charge  for  expressage  either  way.

CHILDREN’S  LIBRARY 

i  Established  1898 

The  last  years  of  this  century  are  often  spoken  of  as  distinc¬ 
tively  the  age  of  the  children.  Never  before  was  so  much  time, 
study  and  money  spent  on  children,  their  care,  education  and 
amusement,  and  specially  on  their  books.  The  results  of  the 
scientific  study  of  children  by  psychologists  and  teachers  have 
steadily  increased  this  interest,  and  with  equal  step  has  grown 
the  appreciation  that  the  public  library  has  its  greatest  field 
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with  the  youngest  readers.  Experience  shows  that  compara¬ 
tively  few  adults  acquire  the  habit  of  reading  good  books  to  any 
great  extend.  The  library  must  build  its  constituency  by  inter¬ 
esting  the  children  and  supplying  them  in  the  period  of  adoles¬ 
cence,  when  habits  are  forming,  with  the  best  to  be  had  in  print. 
In  the  work  of  the  library  school  we  have  frequent  demand  for 

students  who  have  specialized  on  reading  for  children.  The  more 

« 

progressive  libraries  throughout  the  country  have  learned  within 
a  few  years  the  wisdom  of  having  special  rooms  for  children,  as 
they  learned  years  ago  the  necessity  of  the  greatest  care  in  the 
selection  of  juvenile  books.  The  library  school  felt  strongly  the 
need  of  a  children’s  room  where  its  students  could  have  actual 
practice  on  these  vital  problems  during  their  course. 

The  same  reasons  that  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  capitol 
library  for  the  state  officers  and  employees  held  good  also  for 
the  establishment  of  a  children’s  room  for  the  younger  members 
of  their  families.  The  principle  then  established  has  met  with 
more  commendation  than  almost  any  other  step  ever  taken  by 
the  state  library.  The  constituency  of  our  little  people  has 
steadily  grown  till  the  pleasure  of  supplying  their  wants  gave 
way  to  alarm  because  they  seemed  determined  to  crowd  out  more 
mature  readers  from  every  available  chair  and  table.  These  cir¬ 
cumstances  justified  the  establishment  of  a  children’s  room  on 
the  fifth  floor,  which  will  be  opened  on  April  1.  The  vice-director 
of  the  library  school,  who  gives  the  special  instruction  on  the 
children’s  department,  will  have  supervision  of  the  students  who 
in  rotation  take  direct  charge  of  the  room  and  the  children.  A 
very  high  standard  must  of  course  be  maintained  as  to  the 
quality  of  books  admitted.  The  library  wall  start  by  transferring , 
the  best  children’s  books  from  the  capitol  library,  and  will  be 
developed  as  means  and  the  demand  justify.  The  school  has 
been  making  a  large  collection  of  catalogues,  blanks  and  sam¬ 
ples  used  in  the  various  children’s  libraries  of  the  country,  and 
with  a  room  in  actual  operation  adjoining  the  classrooms  will 
have  unequaled  opportunities  for  studying  this  perhaps  the  most 
important  problem  in  modern  librarianship. 
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In  the  new  building  provision  must  be  made  for  adequate  ac¬ 
commodations  for  this  department.  An  observer  would  probably 
criticize  the  necessity  of  a  children’s  room  in  a  state  library, 
thinking  of  the  traditional  library  that  supplied  books  of  statis¬ 
tics  to  legislators  and  state  officials,  and  musty  tomes  of  law  to 
the  courts,  but  the  state  library  of  New  York  is  in  charge  of  the 
'  library  interests  of  7,000,000  people  and  has  centers  of  activity 
scattered  all  over  the  state.  AY  hen  we  know  that  the  educational 
activity  of  libraries  is  largely  dependent  on  the  way  the  youngest 
readers  are  started  no  one  can  for  a  moment  doubt  either  the 
propriety  or  the  necessity  of  the  new  movement,  which  will  give 
us  facilities  for  studying  this  problem  and  for  making  known  to 
all  the  libraries  of  the  state  the  results  both  as  to  theories  and 
methods  and  chiefly  as  to  the  books  which  will  do  the  best  public 
service  when  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  little  ones.

The  library  has  grown  from  the  349,484  volumes  reported  last 
year  to  381,576  volumes,  of  which  217,933  volumes  are  in  the 
state  library  proper,  43,525  volumes  are  in  the  traveling  and 
extension  libraries,  and  120,118  volumes  are  duplicates. 

Aside  from  the  traveling  libraries  and  duplicates  the  additions 
of  the  year  were  9999  volumes.  Of  these  only  3070  volumes  were

bought.  6929  volumes  came  in  by  gifts  and  exchange,  including 
1623  volumes  made  by  binding  pamphlets  and  906  by  binding 
serials. 

Classified  expenditures.  Tables  E-F  show  that  our  money  is 

being  expended  on  the  subjects  which  the  state  library  most 

needs  and  which  are  most  used  in  public  interest.  $3139.50 

was  paid  for  books  in  sociology  and  $1827.71  in  history,  while 

in  philosophy  the  total  was  only  $43.87  and  in  philology  $49.66; 

in  serials  similarly  we  paid  $1352.96  in  sociology,  including 

$949.30  in  law,  and  $847.83  in  useful  arts,  including  $743.50  for 
* 

medicine,  while  the  serials  in  religion  were  only  $54.06,  in  fine 
arts  $81.02,  and  in  literature  $28.56.  With  a  more  adequate 
appropriation  we  should  largely  increase  in  many  subjects,  and 
the  state  is  coming  to  understand  that  its  state  library  is  not 
simply  for  the  legislature  and  state  officers  but  is  the  central 
reservoir  from  which  every  other  library  in  the  state  and  every 
college  or  other  school,  as  well  as  every  individual  scholar, 
may  draw. 

With  this  conception  of  the  library  our  additions  must  be 
rapidly  increased  or  we  shall  be  unable  to  meet  any  reasonable 
proportion  of  the  demands  made  on  us.  The  production  of  the 
modern  press  is  so  great,  amounting  to  some  60,000  new  volumes 
each  year  in  the  various  civilized  nations,  that  it  is  wholly  im¬ 
practicable  for  the  smaller  libraries  to  keep  abreast.  Certainly 
the  most  conservative  will  agree  that  somewhere  should  be  pre¬ 
served  copies  of  every  book  to  be  transmitted  safely  to  posterity 
and  to  be  available  for  the  occasional  reference  which  comes 
to  books  seemingly  useless.  Till  space  is  provided  for  necessary 
new  shelving  we  are  seriously  crippled,  but  the  growth  in  pub¬ 
lic  appreciation  of  the  state  library  and  of  its  proper  function 
as  a  library  for  the  whole  state  is  constant  and  rapid  and  the 
legislature  will  not  be  able  long  to  resist  the  demand  for  ade¬ 
quate  provision  both  of  shelves  and  of  funds  for  buying  needed 
new  books.

The  figures  in  the  body  of  the  diagram  show  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  end  of 
each  decade. 
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a  period  of  80*  years.  The  growth  of  its  two  largest  divisions 
the  law  library  and  the  traveling  libraries  is  also  indicated. 
Table  P  to  accompany  this  diagram  giving  the  actual  number 
of  volumes  reported  each  year,  may  be  found  on  p.  101.  The  line 
of  development  shows  two  epochs  in  the  history  of  the  library; 
the  first  when  it  was  put  in  charge  of  the  regents  as  ex  officio 
trustees  in  1844,  the  second  on  its  reorganization  in  1889.  It 
has  now  started  on  a  career  of  steady  but  rapid  development 
which  is  very  unlikely  ever  to  be  checked. 

Special  collections.  The  following  table  shows  the  books 
and  subject  cards  in  subjects  in  which  there  are  special  demands 
on  the  state  library.

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Orders.  784  orders  were  sent  to  agents,  making  with  the 
658  orders  outstanding  Oct.  1,  1897  a  total  of  1442;  643  orders 
were  filled  and  53  canceled,  leaving  746  orders  outstanding  Oct. 
1,  1898.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  much  larger  orders 
for  traveling  and  extension  libraries  in  the  public  libraries  divi¬ 
sion,  or  those  sent  to  auction  agents.  522  books  were  bought, 
without  orders,  from  the  839  volumes  sent  on  approval  by  our 
New  York  agents.  This  weekly  shipment  of  the  newest  books, 
as  is  explained  in  the  report  for  1893,  p.  22,  is  open  to  the  public 
for  inspection  each  Thursday  evening  except  from  3  illy  1  to 
September  30  when  the  library  closes  at  6  p.  m. 

Gifts.  Among  the  many  valuable  gifts  received  during  the 
year  the  following  may  be  specially  noted:  816  directories  from 
Sampson,  Murdoch  &  Co.,  Albany;  743  volumes  (chiefly  text¬ 
books)  and  38  pamphlets,  etc.  from  the  state  department  of  pub¬ 
lic  instruction;  7346  volumes  and  3661  pamphlets  from  the  Med¬ 
ical  society  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  the  annual  gift  of 
cases  and  briefs,  numbering  last  year  7115  pamphlets,  from 
Marcus  T.  Hun,  official  reporter  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
of  New  York.  The  next  triennial  list  of  gifts  will  be  appended 
to  the  report  of  1900. 

Serials.  In  1893  there  was  published  a  complete  list  of  the 
3428  sequents  received  regularly  at  that  time.  In  1891  the 
serial  check  list,  which  includes  all  serials  except  annuals  and 
biennials  received  by  gift,  recorded  863,  in  1892  this  number 
increased  to  1066,  in  1893  to  1228  and  in  1894  to  1408.  At  pres¬ 
ent  the  check  list  includes  2136  serials;  of  these  872  are 
bought  and  1264  are  given.  Of  the  former  64  were  added  during 
the  past  year.  Lists  of  these  additions  and  of  the  serials  on 
our  subscription  list  which  have  ceased  publication  during  the 
year  ending  Sep.  30,  1898  are  given  below.  The  annual  rec¬ 
ord  of  the  cost  of  serials  in  each  class  may  be  found  in  tables 
E  and  F,  p.  79  and  82.

Important  additions.  By  vote  of  the  regents  Nov.  4,  1897, 
30  original  pen  and  ink  drawings  of  the  old  capitol  and  of  the 
old  state  library,  preserving  views  of  historic  interest  not  other¬ 
wise  available,  were  bought  for  $100.  A  list  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  books  added  during  the  year  may  be  found  on  p.  88. 

Fiction.  Tell  me  a  story,  Show  me  a  picture,  or,  What  is  the 
news?  go  back  to  the  childhood  of  the  race  as  the  three  most 
common  requests,  and  we  have  in  the  novel,  the  photograph  and 
the  newspaper,  three  of  the  most  powerful  agencies  of  modern 
times.  In  the  selection  of  suitable  fiction  for  a  public  library, 
trustees  and  librarians  find  their  hardest  problem,  make  their 
most  frequent  mistakes,  and  have  most  need  of  help  and  super¬ 
vision.  We  are  trying  more  systematically  than  ever  before  to 
utilize  the  services  of  various  people  interested  in  examining 
the  steady  stream  of  new  novels  coming  from  the  press  with  a 
view  to  their  use  in  any  of  our  libraries.  After  a  few  years 
of  this  systematic  work  we  shall  have  a  volume  of  results  in¬ 
dexed  for  immediate  reference  and  valuable  enough  to  be  of 
great  practical  service  when  printed  in  a  bulletin. 

The  fiction  slip  reproduced  below  is  used  for  the  criticism  of 
fiction  by  those  whose  judgment  is  desired.  The  slips  are  filed 
in  the  list  of  classified  notes  on  books  as  a  help  to  the  book 
board  in  deciding  on  the  value  of  books  for  public  and  school 
libraries.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Boston  public  library 
we  have  incorporated  in  this  list  the  results  of  the  work  done 
by  its  fiction  committee.

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Pictures.  On  Nov.  4,  1897  the  regents  took  the  action  shown 
by  the  following  extract  from  their  minutes: 

The  secretary  explained  the  rapidly  growing  use  of  pic¬ 
tures  in  various  forms  as  an  essential  part  of  educational 
equipment.  Pictures  bound  in  volumes  had  never  been  ques¬ 
tioned  as  being  properly  included  with  books,  but  if  the  same 
pictures  w7ere  preferred  in  folios  or  for  use  on  screens,  he  has 
not  felt  authorized  to  allow  them  to  be  paid  for  with  book  money. 
As  ample  protection  against  abuse  is  afforded  in  the  rule  requir¬ 
ing  the  regents’  approval  as  to  the  suitability  of  all  books  or 
pictures  bought,  he  recommended  a  distinct  recognition  of  the 
educational  function  of  the  picture. 

Voted,  That  in  grants  from  the  public  libraries,  academic  or 
other  funds  and  in  other  cases  where  the  regents  make  rules 
governing  the  buying  of  books,  the  same  rules  shall  apply  also 
to  pictures. 

The  result  of  the  experiment  has  more  than  justified  our  hopes. 
Obviously  the  picture  in  many  cases  can  give  information  or 
inspiration  and  contribute  more  to  that  education  which  the 
state  aims  to  foster  than  can  be  secured  by  the  same  expenditure 
in  any  other  wray.  I  predict  that  there  will  be  a  rapid  devel¬ 
opment  of  this  phase  of  our  work,  w7hich  has  already  attracted 
much  favorable  attention  and  w7hich  bids  fair  to  spread  to  other 
states. 

UTILIZATION 

Cataloguing.  29,513  new  cards  were  added  to  our  main  cata¬ 
logue,  14,468  author  cards,  12,791  subject  cards  and  2,254  title 
cards. 

This  record  does  not  represent  the  large  amount  of  work  done 
in  cataloguing  serials  or  the  entries  for  many  bound  pamphlets 
w7hich  wrere  added  to  cards  already  made.  All  but  the  following 
subjects  are  practically  complete  in  the  new  card  catalogue: 
030-090,  328,  340,  352,  912,  973,  975-979.  The  maps  (912)  are  cata¬ 
logued  writh  the  exception  of  the  flat  and  roll  maps. 

The  law  library,  containing  chiefly  classes  328,  340  and  352,  is 
not  yet  included  in  the  new7  card  catalogue. 

The  card  catalogue  of  the  traveling  libraries  division  is  being 
duplicated  for  incorporation  in  the  main  catalogue  in  the  central 
reading  room.  The  library  will  thus  have  a  combined  catalogue 
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of  all  its  printed  books  except  law.  An  additional  name  cata¬ 
logue  of  the  capitol  library,  using  simpler  forms,  is  kept  with 
the  books  themselves.  A  similar  catalogue  is  being  prepared 
for  the  children’s  library.  The  duplicate  shelf  lists  on  cards 
serve  as  subject  catalogues  for  these  libraries.  As  may  be  seen 
from  the  staff  list,  p.  92,  much  of  the  cataloguing  is  done  by 
library  school  students. 

Classification.  The  classification  of  the  main  collection  is 
now  practically  complete  with  the  exception  of  3000  bound 
pamphlets  and  the  books  on  United  States  and  state  and  local 
history  (973,  975-979)  which  are  waiting  only  for  the  enlarged 
edition  of  the  Decimal  classification,  now  in  press.  After  this 
work  is  done  the  unbound  pamphlets  will  be  classified  and  cata¬ 
logued  and  the  cards  included  in  the  catalogue. 

Reference.  Genealogy  and  local  history,  including  current 
periodicals  in  those  subjects  and  the  collection  on  patriotic  so¬ 
cieties,  have  been  moved  to  new  rooms  on  the  fifth  floor  where 
readers  may  have  freer  access  to  the  shelves  and  the  help  of  a 
trained  attendant.  Alphabetic  indexes  to  the  names  and  class 
numbers  of  the  towns,  counties,  etc.  on  which  the  library  has 
any  material,  have  been  made  for  each  state.  These  typewritten 
indexes  in  binders  are  attached  to  the  bookcases  and  with  the 
combined  geographic  indexes  to  local  history  and  genealogy 
placed  on  the  tables  are  proving  most  helpful  guides. 

The  establishment  of  the  children’s  library,  as  noted  on  p.  43, 
will  greatly  relieve  the  main  reading  room.  The  new  rooms  on 
the  fifth  floor  have  also  enabled  us  to  remove  from  the  galleries 
the  members  of  the  staff  for  whom  there  was  no  desk  room  else¬ 
where.  This  has  lessened  the  noise  in  the  room  for  a  part  of 
the  year,  though  it  will  again  be  necessary  to  use  the  galleries 
for  temporary  examiners  on  account  of  the  crowded  quarters 
of  the  college  and  high  school  departments  of  the  University. 

Evening  use.  During  the  eight  months  when  the  library  was 
open  evenings  there  were  7661  readers  between  6  and  10  p.  m. 
who  called  for  20,068  volumes,  besides  using  many  thousand 
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books  from  the  reference  shelves  of  which  no  record  is  kept. 
This  is  an  increase  of  1255  readers  and  4814  volumes  over  last 
year. 

The  library  is  open  each  week  day  from  8  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 
except  on  Saturdays,  legal  holidays  and  from  July  1  to  Septem¬ 
ber  30,  when  it  closes  at  6  p.  m.  This  latest  statement  of  the 
library  hours  fixes  the  dates  of  opening  and  closing  evenings, 
which  have  heretofore  varied  owing  to  lack  of  appropriation  and 
elevator  service. 

In  the  last  report  I  urged  the  substitution  of  electric  for  the 
hydraulic  elevators  which  serve  the  library,  so  that  readers 
should  not  be  excluded  so  often  from  convenient  access  to  the 
books.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  on  holidays  and  on 
Saturdays  after  12  o’clock,  when  the  ordinary  employees  have 
holidays,  the  library  can  be  reached  only  by  climbing  the  inter¬ 
minable  stairs,  but  with  electric  power  the  pressure  of  a  button 
would  make  the  elevators  available  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or 
night  throughout  the  year. 

Paid  help.  This  increasingly  important  branch  of  our  work, 
described  in  the  report  for  1893,  p.  28-29  was  authorized  by  the 
regents  as  follows: 

The  secretary  reported  that  there  was  a  large  and  increasing 
demand  for  hunting  down  genealogies  and  making  other  inves¬ 
tigations  of  a  purely  personal  character,  which  would  require 
probably  some  thousands  of  dollars  annually  if  it  were  met  with¬ 
out  charge.  Bequests  of  state  officers  or  citizens  for  investi¬ 
gations  connected  with  state  work  or  public  interests  were  al¬ 
ways  granted.  Instruction  was  asked  as  to  work  of  a  personal 
nature  for  which  §  48  of  the  University  law  provided  a  proper 
fee.  A  half  hour  of  a  junior  assistant’s  time,  costing  25  cents 
was  suggested  as  a  maximum  for  free  personal  assistance. 

T  oted,  That,  while  the  books  and  all  the  facilities  of  the  library 
are  free  to  all  for  personal  and  other  investigations,  except  for 
state  officials  or  other  purposes  connected  with  public  interests 
and  where  gifts  and  services  or  other  special  claims  warrant, 
no  investigation  costing  more  than  half  an  hour’s  time  of  a 
junior  assistant  shall  be  undertaken  without  a  fee  covering  the 
cost  of  the  time  according  to  the  annual  salary. 
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In  accordance  with  this  vote  of  the  regents  the  following  state¬ 
ment  is  sent  to  numerous  inquirers. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  REVOLUTIONARY  SERVICE 

The  state  library  does  not  contain  the  muster  rolls  which  fre¬ 
quently  included  details  of  personal  description,  time  of  enlist¬ 
ment,  etc.  It  has  only  the  state’s  account  books  showing  its 
indebtedness  for  part  of  the  military  wages  not  paid  when  due, 
and  therefore  showing  only  a  part  of  the  time  of  service.  From 
these  manuscript  records  the  certificates  of  revolutionary  service 
are  prepared  and  the  information  obtainable  is  given  as  fully 
and  definitely  as  possible. 

The  state  makes  no  appropriation  for  this  work  which  is  con¬ 
sidered  private  in  its  nature.  The  great  number  of  requests  for 
copies  from  revolutionary  records  and  the  considerable  labor 
involved  in  making  the  searches  has  therefore  made  it  necessary 
to  cover  part  of  the  cost  by  charging  a  fee  of  one  dollar  a  name 
for  such  certificates,  unless  an  unusual  amount  of  investigation 
is  necessary  when  the  actual  cost  of  the  time  is  charged. 

Checks  or  money  orders  must  ~be  made  payable  to  the  University  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

The  receipts  last  year  from  the  paid  help  department  were 
$1712.79.  So  far  from  causing  criticism  because*  of  these  charges 
the  system  has  received  only  the  warmest  commendation.  Every 
reasonable  man  recognizes  that  the  taxpayers  could  not  be  asked 
to  provide  free  personal  service  without  serious  abuse  of  the 
privilege.  People  have  been  very  grateful  for  the  opportunity 
afforded  to  secure  such  service  at  merely  the  actual  cost  of  the 
time  at  the  rate  of  the  annual  salary,  without  charge  for  the 
use  of  the  University’s  extensive  facilities.  The  result  of  this 
experiment  has  been  the  same  as  in  our  effort  to  charge  a  nom¬ 
inal  price  for  state  publications.  Persons  whose  opinion  should 
be  regarded  and  whose  needs  should  be  met  uniformly  com¬ 
mend  our  rule  of  charging  the  mere  cost  of  paper  and  press- 
work  for  books  or  pamphlets  that  have  been  prepared  often  at 
large  expense  and  for  which  the  type  has  also  been  set  and 
the  proof  read  as  a  public  charge.  A  person  unwilling  to  pay 
the  30  or  40  cents  for  a  volume  which  would  ordinarily  sell  for 
$2  or  $3  will  have  little  weight  in  criticizing  a  system  which 
protects  state  publications  from  abuse  and  waste  and  the  tax- 
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payers  from  imposition.  It  certainly  is  not  wise  for  the  state 
to  print  books  for  which  no  one  cares  enough  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  paper  used,  plus  a  trifling  charge  for  presswork. 

I  am  confident  that  these  two  principles  of  service  and  publi¬ 
cations  at  nominal  charge  will  extend  not  only  to  state  and 
national  libraries,  but  also  to  universities  and  other  endowed 
institutions,  not  alone  in  this  countrv  but  abroad.  The  inves- 
tigator  ought  to  be  at  liberty  to  send  to  any  of  the  great  libra¬ 
ries  of  the  world  for  such  information  or  assistance  as  he  may 
need,  assured  that  instead  of  the  fees  now  charged  by  those  who 
advertise  their  services,  for  a  fraction  of  the  cost  he  could  get 
the  expert  service  of  trained  officials.  Many  an  American 
scholar  has  been  compelled  to  incur  the  expense  of  a  trip  to 
Europe  which  could  have  been  saved  had  our  system  of  paid  help 
been  in  operation  in  the  great  foreign  libraries.  An  even  more 
important  application  is  at  hand  because  of  the  rapid  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  long  distance  telephone  service.  The  time  is  near 
when  not  onlv  everv  school,  library  and  other  institution  in  the 
state,  but  every  family  that  can  afford  books,  serials  and  leisure 
for  study,  will  be  supplied  with  a  telephone  so  that  direct  com¬ 
munication  will  be  possible  with  the  state  library.  We.  look 
to  a  not  distant  time  when  each  of  the  great  departments  of 
learning  will  have  its  special  librarian  giving  his  whole  time 
to  the  mastery  not  only  of  the  contents  of  the  library  but  of 
the  resources  on  the  subject  elsewhere,  and  whose  expert  knowl¬ 
edge  will  be  at  the  service  of  the  entire  state  for  the  modest 
fee  provided  by  our  system.  The  productiveness  .of  the  modern 
press  is  so  great  and  the  degree  of  thoroughness  demanded  of 
modern  investigators  so  high,  that  it  is  possible  to  meet  their 
requirements  only  by  expenditures  which  are  prohibitive  ex¬ 
cept  by  concentration  of  resources  in  a  few  great  libraries  be¬ 
longing  to  the  state  or  to  heavily  endowed  universities.  We 
are  learning  in  librarianship  the  lesson  of  the  factories,  rail¬ 
ways  and  other  corporations,  which  find  that  better  work  can 
be  done  for  less  cost  by  wise  consolidation.  The  railway,  tel¬ 
egraph,  telephone,  express  and  mail  have  so  altered  the  con- 
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ditions  of  life  and  have  made  transportation  and  communication 
so  quick  and  cheap  that  the  obstacles  and  objections  to  such 
concentration  have  be'en  almost  wholly  removed.  It  is  not 
alone  the  great  cost  of  buying  all  needed  new  publications  that 
prevents  local  libraries  from  having  them.  Study  of  statis¬ 
tics  always  startles  one  by  the  immense  necessary  cost,  even 
by  the  most  economical  system,  of  providing  the  most  suitable 
shelving,  care,  catalogue  and  indexes  for  the  books  after  they 
have  been  bought.  The  necessary  cost  of  such  work  increases 
not  simply  in  an  arithmetical  ratio  with  the  size  of  the  library. 
In  the  village  collection  the  simplest  list  of  books  answers  the 
purpose.  As  the  catalogue  grows  larger,  greater  fulness  and 
accuracy,  with  cross  references,  analyses  and  notes  become  neces¬ 
sary,  and  we  are  compelled  to  face  in  the  library,  as  in  the  uni¬ 
versity,  the  fact  that  the  modern  institution,  while  offering  ad¬ 
vantages  infinitely  greater  than  the  old,  costs  even  under  the 
most  economical  administration  an  amount  annually  which 
would  have  been  considered  by  our  forefathers  absolutely  pre¬ 
posterous  and  prohibitive.  The  same  thing  is  true  in  other  fields 
of  our  modern  life.  The  latest  hotels,  steamships  and  men-of- 
war  are  just  as  expensive  as  compared  with  the  best  which  our 
grandfathers  knew.  Within  a  generation  the  million  dollars 
approximately  spent  each  year  by  Columbia  and  Cornell  univer¬ 
sities  would  have  been  considered  an  ample  total  endowment  for 
starting  a  new  institution.  A  wise  deduction  from  the  experience 
of  the  past  and  a  careful  study  of  the  demands  of  the  future  force 
us  to  look  to  this  great  development  of  a  few  central  libraries, 
as  both  the  best  and  cheapest  methods  of  meeting  the  demands 
of  the  modern  scholar.  I  therefore  recommend,  after  our  tenta¬ 
tive  experiments  for  10  years,  that  we  prepare  for  a  great  de¬ 
velopment  in  paid  help,  which  I  esteem  perhaps  the  most  im¬ 
portant  work  we  have  yet  undertaken. 

Loan.  The  decrease  of  328  in  total  loans  as  compared  with 
last  year  is  due  to  stricter  enforcement  of  the  rule  which  pro¬ 
hibits  lending  fiction  to  readers  holding  special  permits  or  lend¬ 
ing  books  to  students  in  Alban}^  schools.  Bound  volumes  of 
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popular  magazines  were  also  withdrawn  from  circulation  when 
it  was  found  that  our  sets  were  being  worn  out  by  borrowers  who 
could  no  longer  draw  volumes  classed  as  fiction.  The  decrease 
is  confined  to  three  classes;  i.  e.  000  general  works  (including 
magazines),  400  philology,  800  literature  (including  fiction). 
In  all  other  classes  the  number  of  volumes  lent  is  larger  than 
last  yea.r.  While  literature  has  decreased  from  38  to  30  $  of  the 
entire  circulation,  history  has  increased  from  24  to  26 

The  library  has  at  present  1415  borrowers,  including  26  who 
borrow  only  from  the  capitol  library.

The  statement  which  follows  is  included  in  all  recall  notices 
to  state  officers,  who  have  shown  a  most  gratifying  spirit  of 
cooperation  in  all  our  efforts  to  make  the  library  more  generally 
useful. 

The  library  feels  justified  in  giving  the  precedence  to  state 
officers  over  other  borrowers,  but  it  frequently  happens  that  a 
book  charged  to  one  officer  is  so  much  needed  by  another,  or  for 
some  special  use,  as  to  require  its  recall  under  the  rules.  In  such 
cases  this  slip  is  sent  as  an  explanation  of  the  necessity.  The 
library  aims  to  make  its  facilities  available  as  freely  as  possible 
to  all  state  officers  and  others  entitled  to  its  use  and  has  found 
full  cooperation  wffien  it  has  been  necessary  to  recall  any  book. 
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Rules.  The  following  revision  has  been  printed. 

New  York  state  library 

RULES 

Suggestions  for  making  tlie  Jibraiy  more  useful  are  invited  and  any  reader 
having  cause  for  complaint  will  greatly  oblige  the  director  by  reporting  the 
facts  personally  or  by  placing  a  note  in  the  suggestion  box  near  the  loan  desk. 

1  Ignorance  of  rules.  As  these  rules  are  publicly  posted  in 
the  library  and  a  copy  is  given  to  every  borrower,  no  violation  of 
them  will  be  excused  on  the  plea  of  ignorance. 

2  Suspension  of  rules.  No  suspension  of  a  rule  can  be  made 
except  by  official  action  on  a  written  request  giving  satisfactory 
reasons. 

3  Hours  of  opening.  The  library  is  open  for  readers  and 
borrowers  each  week  day  from  8  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  except  on 
Saturdays,  legal  holidays  and  from  July  1  to  September  30  when 
it  closes  at  6  p.  m.  The  business  departments  are  open  from 
9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  except  on  holidays.  On  Saturdays  they  close  at 
12  m. 

Reference  use 

4  Decorum.  Silence  and  decorum  must  be  strictly  observed 
in  the  reading  rooms.  The  use  of  tobacco,  begging,  circulating 
petitions,  offering  articles  for  sale,  all  conversation  except  neces¬ 
sary  questions,  or  any  act  that  may  annoy  readers,  is  forbidden. 
Dogs  must  be  left  outside. 

5  State  officials.  The  reading  rooms  and  reference  library 
are  free  to  all  persons  conforming  to  the  rules;  but  no  reader  is 
entitled  to  retain  for  use  in  the  library  any  book  required  for 
immediate  official  use  by  any  court,  department,  committee  or 
state  officer  in  the  capitol. 

6  Access  to  shelves.  No  one  but  officers  of  the  library  has 
access  to  its  private  rooms,  unless  with  an  attendant  or  a  written 
permit  from  a  librarian. 

7  Removal  of  boohs.  No  book  may  be  removed  by  a  reader 
from  the  room  in  which  it  belongs  without  permission  of  the 
librarian  in  charge. 

8  Books  not  in  actual  use.  Readers  must  not,  without 
special  permission  from  a  librarian,  retain  an  accumulation  of 
law  or  other  reference  books  on  their  tables,  but  all  volumes  not 
in  actual  use  must  be  promptly  returned  to  the  shelves  by  the 
attendants. 

9  Reproductions.  A  librarian’s  permission  must  be  secured 
before  making  reproductions  by  photography,  tracing,  etc.  For 
these  special  facilities  are  provided. 
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10  Injuries.  Notes,  corrections  of  the  text,  or  marks  of  any 
kind  on  books  belonging  to  the  library,  are  unconditionally  for¬ 
bidden.  Any  person  violating  this  rule  or  otherwise  injuring  a 
book  must  make  good  the  injury  or  take  the  book  and  pay  ail 
cost  of  replacing  it.  The  borrower  is  responsible  for  all  losses 
or  injuries  which  occur  while  the  book  is  lent  to  him  either  for 
reference  or  home  use.  Books  are  assumed  to  be  in  proper  con¬ 
dition  when  issued  and  if  they  are  found  to  be  mutilated  or 

tj 

defaced  the  fact  should  be  reported  without  delay  at  the  loan 
desk. 

Home  use 

11  Borrowers.  Regents  of  the  University,  members  of  the 
legislature,  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals,  justices  of  the  su¬ 
preme  court,  heads  of  the  several  state  departments,  their 
deputies  and  clerks  officially  resident  in  Albany,  donors  to  the 
library  to  the  amount  of  $100,  all  institutions  in  the  University, 
and  such  other  libraries,  institutions  or  individuals  as  mav  be 
registered  as  having  special  claim  on  its  facilities  in  some  de¬ 
partment,  may  borrow  books  subject  to  recall  if  specially  needed. 

12  Loans.  Books  can  be  lent  only  to  registered  borrowers, 
and  delivered  only  on  personal  application  or  on  a  written  order, 
by  which  full  responsibility  for  books  so  delivered  is  assumed. 
No  borrower  has  the  right  to  transfer  his  privilege  to  another  or 
to  borrow  books  to  lend  to  others. 

13  Reference  books.  Books  with  a  letter  before  the  call  num¬ 
ber  on  the  book  plate  and  in  the  catalogues  are  for  reference 
and  are  lent  only  in  special  cases  and  on  a  written  permit.  This 
does  not  apply  to  letter  B  which  marks  books  for  the  blind. 

14  Fiction.  Current  literature  and  fiction  in  the  state  library 
are  for  preservation  and  reference  only,  and  are  not  lent  to  .those 
holding  borrowers  cards. 

15  Periodicals.  Newspapers  and  the  bound  volumes  of  the 

most  popular  periodicals  are  never  lent.  A  single  number  of  an 

unbound  periodical  (except  the  latest  number)  may  be  lent  for 

two  days. 

«/ 

16  Fines.  Books  issued  on  call  slips  are  for  use  in  the  read¬ 
ing  rooms  only.  Any  person  taking  from  the  library  a  book  with¬ 
out  having  it  charged  at  the  loan  desk,  will  be  fined  50  cents  for 
each  offense. 

17  Renewal.  No  one  may  keep  from  the  library,  without  the 
director’s  written  permission,  more  than  three  volumes  at  a  time, 
nor  anv  volume  longer  than  two  weeks  without  renewal.  Books 
may  be  renewed  either  in  person  or  by  note  addressed  “  Loan 
desk,  State  library,  Albany,”  but  the  sender  must  take  all  risks 
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of  the  mail.  A  book  may  be  kept  only  two  weeks  from  the  date 
of  such  renewal. 

18  Reserves.  No  book  will  be  renewed  if  reserved  by  an¬ 
other  reader.  A  book  which  has  been  lent  will  be  reserved  for 
the  applicant  for  two  days  only  after  its  return,  if  he  leaves,  at  the 
loan  desk,  his  name  and  address  and  the  title  of  the  book.  Notice 
will  be  sent  him  as  soon  as  the  book  is  available. 

19  Recall.  No  borrower  may  keep  a  book  more  than  two  days 
after  notice  from  the  library  that  it  is  wanted.  Thus  notice  sent 
May  7  allows  May  8  and  9  in  which  to  return  the  book.  If  a  note 
requests  renewal  of  a  book  reserved  under  rule  18,  notice  of  recall 
will  be  sent  and  two  days  will  be  allowed  for  its  return. 

20  Books  unreturned.  Any  book,  unreturned  after  one  week’s 
notice,  may  be  sent  for  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower,  and  if 
unreturned  after  one  month’s  notice,  may  be  considered  lost, 
in  which  case  the  borrower  must  pay  its  value. 

21  Violation.  For  wilful  violation  of  any  library  rule  or 
failure  to  pay  any  fine  or  for  a  lost  book,  the  director  may  sus¬ 
pend  the  offender  from  all  use  of  the  library  till  the  case  is  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  library  committee  of  the  regents. 

Capitol  library 

22  Scope  and  purpose.  The  regents  have  provided  as  part 
of  the  system  of  traveling  libraries  a  collection  of  the  newest  and 
best  popular  books  for  free  use  of  state  employees  resident  in 
Albany.  Modified  by  rules  24-26  below,  the  rules  of  the  state 
library  apply  equally  to  the  capitol  library. 

23  Place  and  time.  The  capitol  library  is  kept  in  the  state 
library  and  is  open  during  the  same  hours. 

24  Readers.  After  filing  a  certificate  from  the  head  of  the 
department  with  which  he  is  connected,  and  signing  the  agree¬ 
ment,  any  employee  of  the  state  residing  in  Albany  may  draw 
books  from  the  capitol  library  as  long  as  he  complies  with  the 
rules. 

The  required  blanks  may  be  had  at  the  loan  desk. 

25  Books.  One  volume  may  be  drawn  by  each  reader  and 
kept  two  weeks. 

State  officials  entitled  to  three  volumes  from  the  state  library 
may  also  draw  one  volume  from  the  capitol  library.  Permit 
borrowers  from  the  state  library  may  draw  a  total  of  three 
volumes,  which  may  include  one  from  the  capitol  library,  if  not 
fiction. 

Periodicals  from  the  capitol  library  may  be  kept  two  days. 
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26  Fines.  A  fine  of  one  cent  a  day  must  be  paid  for  each  book 
kept  over  time.  No  book  is  lent  to  any  one  to  whom  a  book  or 
an  unpaid  fine  is  charged. 

Loans  outside  Albany 

The  state  library,  founded  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the 
whole  state,  contains  many  books  not  readily  accessible  else¬ 
where  and  not  so  much  used  at  Albany  as  to  make  their  brief 
absence  from  the  shelves  a  serious  consideration.  Many  teachers 
in  .University  institutions  and  others  eligible  to  borrow  books 
from  the  state  library  find  it  of  great  advantage  to  have  access  “ 
to  these  books  without  incurring  the  serious  expense  and  loss  of 
time  for  the  journey  to  Albany.  By  the  new  law  the  library  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  University,  and  so  far  as  practicable  is  to 
supplement  the  individual  libraries  of  all  its  institutions  as  their 
University  library.  Books  will  therefore  be  lent  from  the  state 
library  to  institutions  in  the  University  and  to  registered  bor¬ 
rowers  for  temporary  use  outside  Albany,  provided: 

1  That  such  precautions  be  taken  in  packing,  as  to  guard 
against  any  probability  of  injury  in  transportation. 

2  That  the  state  library  shall  not  pay  postage  or  express  either 
way. 

3  That  borrowers  at  a  distance  shall  not  be  entitled  to  retain 
books  as  long  a  time  as  is  allowed  borrowers  in  Albany  where 
the  books  can  be  sent  for  if  specially  needed  by  the  library,  but 
shall  return  the  books  at  the  earliest  practicable  day  after  the 
temporary  use  for  which  they  were  lent. 

4  That  no  book  shall  be  lent  except  on  condition  that  it  be 
returned  within  24  hours  after  notice  is  received  from  the  library 
that  the  claims  of  other  users  require  its  recall. 

5  That  this  permission  shall  not  be  construed  as  giving  bor¬ 
rowers  at  a  distance  any  claim  on  books  which,  from  their  cheap¬ 
ness  or  wide  distribution,  can  easily  be  obtained  nearer  home, 
nor  on  books  which  because  of  cost,  rarity  or  constant  use  in  the  state 
library  can  not  properly  be  allowed  to  leave  it  temporarily . 

6  That  any  borrower  refusing  or  neglecting  to  conform  to  any 
rules  necessary  to  protect  the  state  library  against  loss,  injury 
or  inconvenience  to  readers,  or  failing  to  return  promptly  and  in 
good  order  any  book  lent,  shall  forfeit  all  state  library  privileges. 

Under  the  above  conditions  books  w-ill  be  sent  from  Albany  to: 

1  Any  institution  in  the  University. 

2  Any  registered  public  or  free  library. 

3  Responsible  heads  of  state  institutions,  departments  or 
courts,  or  to  those  connected  with  the  state  government  and  need¬ 
ing  books  for  use  in  their  official  work. 
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4  Registered  study  clubs,  extension  centers,  summer  schools  or 
other  recognized  educational  agencies. 

5  Any  resident  of  the  state  making  studies  or  investigations  in 
which  he  needs  the  assistance  of  the  state  library,  provided  that 
his  responsibility  is  known  to  the  library  or  that  he  gives  satis¬ 
factory  references  or  makes  a  deposit  covering  the  value  of  the 
books. 

It  is  usually  the  most  convenient  method  for  readers  not 
known  at  the  state  library  to  have  books  sent  to  them  through 
the  local  library  or  school  authorities.  The  state  library  recog¬ 
nizes  this  lending  of  books  to  distant  points  as  a  very  important 
part  of  its  work  and  is  anxious  to  be  of  service  to  the  largest 
number  possible  of  those  needing  its  assistance  not  alone  in  lend¬ 
ing  but  in  recommending  the  best  books  and  in  furnishing, 
through  its  home  education  department  devoted  specially  to  such 
work  printed  or  manuscript  aids  to  those  pursuing  studies  or 
courses  of  reading  without  a  teacher. 

Loans  to  institutions  and  special  investigators.  The  preced¬ 
ing  rules  p.  63,  state  the  library’s  policy  as  to  loans  to  indi¬ 
vidual  borrowers  outside  Albany  and  to  institutions.  In  1891 
only  31  institutions  borrowed  books  from  the  state  library,  in 
1898  this  number  increased  to  116.  The  number  of  institutions 
borrowing  from  the  home  education  department  increased  from 
eight  institutions  in  1892,  when  books  were  first  sent  to  exten¬ 
sion  centers,  to  531  in  1898,  making  a  total  of  701  which  includes 
individual  borrowers  outside  Albany,  institutions,  study  clubs 
and  groups  of  taxpayers  borrowing  from  the  state  library  and 
home  education  department. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  traveling  library  borrowers 
in  1898  as  shown  by  the  following  table  is  due  to  the  new  priv¬ 
ilege  granted  the  schools  which  allows  them  to  make  their  owTn 
selection  from  the  extension  library.  A  full  account  of  the  work 
of  the  home  education  department  is  given  in  its  separate  re¬ 
port.

PRESERVATION 

Binding.  In  new  work  our  bindery  turned  out  1419  volumes 
in  half  morocco,  42  half  duck,  437  cloth,  106  American  Russia, 
or  a  total  of  2004  volumes,  which  would  have  cost  us  at  lowest 
contract  prices  $1991.  Besides  this,  other  work  done  in  the 
bindery,  including  the  repairing  of  manuscripts,  brought  the 
total  product  up  to  $2893.57.  Allowing  10#  for  depreciation  of 
machinery,  we  have  a  loss  of  $273.76  for  the  year.  The  total 
gain  to  Sep.  30,  1897  was  $437.59,  deducting  the  loss  for  this 
year  we  still  have  a  gain  of  $163.83  since  the  bindery  was  started. 
These  figures  of  loss  or  gain  for  each  year  are  based  on  an  annual 
inventory  and  statement  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  For  this  year  it  is  reprinted  as  follows:

Detailed  statistics  of  work  done  in  our  own  bindery  are  given 
in  tables  B  and  I,  p.  76,  84.  Besides  this  work,  call  numbers  have 
been  gilded  on  25,291  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $1079.38.  This  gilding 
is  done  by  a  special  gilder  and  letterer,  who  is  paid  by  the  piece. 

The  serious  arrears  in  the  binding  department  have  been  some¬ 
what  relieved  by  the  increase  of  the  appropriation  for  books  and 
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binding  from  $lo,000  to  $20,000,  but  a  farther  increase  is  needed. 
The  accumulation  of  books  waiting  to  be  bound  compelled  us 
to  send  more  work  than  ever  before  to  outside  binders.  We  of 
course  selected  the  books  on  which  we  could  get  the  most  favor¬ 
able  rates,  and  as  these  included  the  cloth  and  duck  bindings  it 
left  for  our  own  binders  the  more  difficult  work  which  could  be 
handled  less  rapidly.  The  resignation  of  both  apprentices  neces¬ 
sitated  the  training  of  two  new  ones,  both  of  whom  met  our  new 
condition  that  we  will  employ  only  those  with  at  least  a  full 
high  school  education. 

We  have  done  less  work  because  of  the  state  law  which  gives 
our  binders  eight  instead  of  the  usual  10  hours  and  freedom  from 
work  after  12  o’clock  on  Saturday,  besides  all  the  regular  holi¬ 
days.  When  in  addition  to  this  they  claim  the  regents  liberal 
allowance  of  vacation  granted  to  other  employees  and  at  the 
same  time  ask  for  union  wages,  under  which  they  would  have 
10  hours  a  day  with  no  holidays  and  no  vacation,  it  is  obvious 
that  we  are  justified  in  adopting  the  hour  system  and  paying  our 
binders  according  to  actual  service  rendered.  It  has  always  been 
the  policy  of  the  University  to  pay  somewhat  more  than  the  same 
service  commands  outside,  but  never  to  exceed  10$.  In  con¬ 
formity  to  this  we  have  modified  our  rules  so  that  in  the  bindery 
our  employees  shall  get  liberal  but  not  excessive  wages.  This 
will  enable  us  to  eliminate  the  small  loss  while  we  secure  a  better 
quality  of  work  than  when  books  are  sent  out,  protection  against 
the  great  danger  of  fire,  and  the  convenience  of  having  books 
accessible  in  our  own  building.

Bind  all  covers  of  pamphlets  and  magazines  and  all  adver¬ 
tising  leaves  in  regular  order,  unless  distinctly  directed  to  omit 
them.  Put  title  page  and  contents  at  the  beginning,  and  index 
at  the  end,  unless  clearly  paged  to  go  elsewhere.  If  one  number 
makes  a  volume  leave  title-page  and  contents  inside  the  covers. 

Where  two  separate  paginations  are  in  the  same  covers  keep 
each  pagination  together,  putting  all  front  covers  and  advertis¬ 
ing  leaves  with  the  first,  and  all  back  covers  and  advertising 
leaves  with  the  second  pagination.

Sewing 

After  they  are  taken  apart,  collate  all  books  carefully.  With¬ 
out  special  instructions,  bind  only  perfect  books. 

Mend  tears  with  transparent  adhesive  paper. 

Use  Haves  Irish  linen  thread. 

Do  not  saw  backs  deeply. 

Sew  on  soft  twine  (or  on  tapes  when  so  instructed). 

Use  four-ply  for  all  books  under  35  cm;  for  folios  and  over, 
use  five-ply. 

Sew  every  volume  larger  than  a  duodecimo,  on  at  least  three 
bands;  sew  a  quarto  on  four  bands,  or  on  five  when  extra  thick. 

Overcast  first  and  last  signature. 

Sew  “all  along”  when  possible  without  using  too  small  thread. 
Regulate  size  of  thread  so  as  not  to  swell  the  back.  Thread 
must  encircle  each  band. 

Mount  thick  or  double  plates  on  guards.  Folding  maps,  etc. 
must  be  backed  or  jointed  with  muslin  when  so  instructed. 

Forwarding 

Cut  books  as  little  as  possible.  Do  not  cut  manuscript,  maps, 
etc.  Do  not  trim  rebound  books  without  special  instructions. 

Without  thinning  or  scraping  lace  each  band  into  boards,  first 
cutting  a  groove  for  band  in  each  board  to  prevent  its  cutting 
off  in  “  knocking  down.” 

Use  Davey’s  medium  tar  board. 

Use  marbled  paper  linings  and  sides  on  half  work.  Use 
granite  paper  on  cloth. 

Use  vellum  corners  covered  by  paper  sides. 

On  all  leather  and  half  duck  work  use  only  tight  backs. 

Finishing 

Use  only  most  usual  form  of  roman  capitals  and  arabic 
numerals. 

Never  use  roman  numerals,  German,  old  English  or  other  fancy 
type.  Omit  punctuation  except  when  needed  to  avoid  ambiguity. 

Omit  all  tooling  on  backs  except  plain  gilt  cross  lines. 

Put  plain  gilt  fillet  at  edge  of  morocco. 

Burnish  tops.  Do  not  sprinkle  edges. 

Do  not  use  false  raised  bands. 
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Use  silk  head  bands  in  bright  colors  on  leather  work. 

Letter  on  the  back.  Never  letter  on  labels  without  special 
instructions.

Shelves.  The  shelf  clerk,  who  is  responsible  for  the  general 
care  of  the  shelves,  has  one  assistant  giving  full  time  and  three 
or  four  others  giving  one  or  more  hours  each  day.  The  completion 
of  the  fifth  floor  and  the  removal  of  the  home  education  depart¬ 
ment  to  rooms  56-59  have  necessitated  an  almost  complete  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  books  during  the  past  year.  In  this  we  have 
brought  allied  groups  together  in  places  where  the  inevitable 
embarrassment  from  overcrowding  will  be  least  harmful  till  the 
new  building  is  ready.  Our  increased  shelf  space  required  4000 
new  book  supports,  which  are  now  being  put  in  place. 

The  newspapers  have  been  removed  from  the  storage  room  in 
the  sixth  story  and  shelved  in  the  fifth,  except  our  valuable  sets 
of  the  London  Times  and  New  York  World  which  are  piled  on  the 
floor  for  lack  of  shelving.  All  the  newspapers  should  have  roller 
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shelving.  The  roll  maps  are  being  classified  in  the  new  wall 
rack  and  special  cases.  During  the  year  call  numbers  have  been 
gilded  on  all  books  in  classes  500,  610,  800,  and  900  quartos  and 
folios.  Though  moving  so  many  books  has  delayed  our  annual 
inventorv  statistics,  the  shelves  have  never  been  in  so  satisfac- 
tory  a  condition.

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PREFACE 

This  is  a  highly  competitive  age.  In  government  as  well  as  in  Industry 
improved  methods  must  be  quickly  adopted  to  keep  in  the  lead.  States 
which  do  not  study  their  neighbors’  methods  of  government  are  as  sure  to 
lag  behind  as  is  the  manufacturer  who  does  not  study  his  competitors’ 
methods  of  production.  This  bulletin  is  an  attempt  to  digest  and  organize 
the  enormous  annual  output  of  legislation  so  as  to  enable  legislators  with 
a  minimum  of  labor  to  make  use  of  the  most  recent  experience  of  other 
states. 

As  fast  as  advance  copies  of  the  session  laws  of  each  state  can  be 
secured,  the  separate  laws  are  summarized  on  cards  and  classified  by 
subject.  This  enables  the  library  to  answer  promptly  frequent  inquiries 
as  to  legislation  in  other  states.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  summary 
thus  prepared  is  printed  as  part  of  this  bulletin.  Laws  of  purely  local 
interest  are  not  included.  The  aim  is  to  summarize  the  laws  sufficiently 
to  give  a  concise  comparative  view  of  current  state  legislation.  It  is  of 
course  impracticable  to  give  many  details  of  long  general  laws. 

As  under  our  system  of  government,  a  decision  of  the  supreme  court 
of  a  state  or  of  the  United  States  declaring  a  statute  unconstitutional  is 
in  effect  equivalent  to  its  repeal  by  the  legislature,  a  digest  of  such  de¬ 
cisions  is  included  with  the  laws  in  the  present  bulletin.  Constitutional 
amendments  submitted  to  future  action  of  the  legislature  or  people,  as 
well  as  those  voted  upon  since  the  last  bulletin,  are  placed  in  the  summary 
under  their  proper,  subject-heads,  and  on  page  882  there  is  a  separate  table 
arranged  by  states,  showing  the  result  of  votes,  and  referring  to  the  mar¬ 
ginal  numbers.  The  new  constitution  of  Louisiana  is  summarized  on 
page  883. 

Besides  the  detailed  summary  of  legislation  the  present  bulletin  includes 
a  review  of  legislation.  The  aim  here  is  to  present  briefly  the  most 
important  and  distinctive  legislation  of  the  yeah,  and  to  indicate  the 
general  trend  of  legislation  by  references  to  laws  of  previous  years. 

The  references  in  this  bulletin  cover  21  states.  The  summary  of  legis¬ 
lation  includes  all  legislative  sessions  held  from  Sep.  30  ’97  to  Oct.  1  ’98, 
and  also  sessions  in  Florida,  Utah  and  Iowa  not  received  in  time  for  last 
years  bulletin.  The  review  of  legislation  covers  the  calendar  year.  Six 
states  have  held  regular  or  extra  sessions  during  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  and  the  legislatures  of  Alabama  and  Kansas- were  still  in  session 
at  the  close  of  the  year.  It  is  impracticable  to  include  these  laws  in  the 
detailed  summary  and  have  the  bulletin  out  in  time  to  be  of  the  greatest 
value  to  legislators..  All  the  most  important  and  distinctive  measures  are, 
however,  included  in  the  review  of  legislation;  it  is  complete  to  Jan.  1  ’99. 

Explanations 

These  must  be  carefully  read  to  understand  the  bulletin. 

The  summary  is  classified  under  the  general  heads  shown  in  the  table 
of  contents  on  the  cover  and  in  greater  detail  on  page  742.  More  compre¬ 
hensive  laws  are  regularly  put  first  under  the  headings,  and  in  ascertain- 
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ing  what  legislation  has  been  passed  concerning  subordinate  matters  under 
the  general  subject,  it  is  necessary  to  refer  also  to  the  more  inclusive 
entries.  Cross  references  must  also  be  observed. 

The  index  is  an  alphabetic  list  of  all  the  specific  topics  contained  in 
the  summary,  and  refers  to  each  entry  by  its  marginal  number.  It  is 
necessarily  very  condensed. 

New  legislation  only  is  included  and  when  this  is  in  the  form  of  amend¬ 
ments  only  those  clauses  which  add  to,  or  materially  change  old  enact¬ 
ments  are  cited.  In  case  some  part  of  the  former  law,  still  retained,  is 
necessary  for  clearness,  it  is  printed  in  ordinary  type  and  new  matter  in 
italics. 

Citations,  as  a  rule,  are  made  by  state,  number  and  date  of  approval. 
In  Delaware  and  Rhode  Island,  where  the  governor’s  approval  is  not 
necessary,  the  date  of  final  passage  by  the  legislature  is  given.  In  the 
case  of  bills  which  are  passed  over  the  governor’s  veto  or  become  laws 
without  his  signature  by  expiration  of  time,  the  date  of  such  passage  or 
expiration  is  given.  The  laws  of  several  states  are  without  chapter  num¬ 
bers  and  references  are  to  pages.

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REVIEW  OF  LEGISLATION 

i  Jan.  ’g8 — 31  Dec.  ’g8 

Suffrage.  The  movement  to  place  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis  the 
existing  ‘  white  supremacy  ’  throughout  the  black  belt  of  the  south  has 
made  considerable  progress  during  the  past  year.  In  1890  Mississippi 
adopted  an  educational  qualification  for  the  suffrage  which  went  into 
effect  January  1,  1892.  The  South  Carolina  convention  of  1895  provided 
an  alternative  educational  or  property  qualification  which  went  into  effect 
January  1,  1898.  Provision  however  was  made  for  the  granting  of  the 
franchise  permanently  (so  far  as  this  qualification  was  concerned)  to  per¬ 
sons  who  should  register  prior  to  1898  and  show  themselves  able  either 
to  read  a  section  of  the  constitution  or  ‘  to  understand  and  explain  it 
when  read.’ a 

The  new  constitution  of  Louisiana  is  a  much  more  radical  movement 
in  the  same  direction.  An  amendment  providing  for  an  alternative  edu¬ 
cational  or  property  qualification  was  rejected  by  the  people  in  1896. 
The  new  constitution,  however,  provides  such  a  qualification  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  unique  condition.  The  acknowledged  aim  has  been  to  secure  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  disfranchisement  of  the  negro  while  retaining  uni¬ 
versal  manhood  suffrage  for  the  white  race.  About  one  fifth  of  the 
native  whites  in  Louisiana  are  illiterate.  Some  scheme  seemed  desirable 
to  avoid  the  disfranchisement  of  this  large  number  of  white  voters. 
The  constitution  provides  that  no  person  of  foreign  birth  naturalized 
prior  to  January  1,  1898,  and  no  person  who  was  entitled  to  vote  in  any 
state  prior  to  January  1,  1867,  and  no  son  or  grandson  of  such  person,  21 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  shall  be 

aDurand.  Political  and  municipal  legislation  in  1896 ;  Publications  of  the  American 
academy  of  political  and  sooial  scienoe,  no.  196. 
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denied  the  right  to  vote  because  of  failure  to  possess  the  educational  or 
property  qualification,  provided  he  registers  before  September  1,  1898. 
The  constitution  therefore  virtually  establishes  an  alternative  educational 
or  property  qualification  for  all  negroes  but  for  those  whites  only  who 
did  not  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  possess  the  fran¬ 
chise.  The  example  set  by  Mississippi,  South  Carolina  and  Louisiana 
seems  likely  to  be  followed  during  the  present  year  by  Alabama,  the 
legislature  at  present  in  session  having  provided  for  the  submission  of 
the  question  of  holding  a  constitutional  convention  to  the  people.  Con¬ 
stitutional  amendments  providing  for  woman  suffrage  have  been  rejected 
in  Washington  and  South  Dakota. 

Primaries.  The  movement  for  state  control  of  primary, elections,  which 
has  advanced  greatly  in  the  past  few  years  has  during  the  present  year 
made  progress  in  New  York  and  Illinois  and  received  a  serious  set  back 
in  California.  The  New  York  law  applies  to  parties  casting  3%  of  the 
vote  for  governor  in  cities  of-  50000. a  It  is  optional  with  cities  of  from 
5000  to  50000.  Primaries  of  all  parties  are  held  on  the  same  day.  Two 
boards  of  primary  election  inspectors  are  provided.  One  consists  of  the 
regular  election  inspectors  belonging  to  the  party  casting  the  largest  vote 
and  has  charge  of  the  primary  of  that  party.  The  other  board  consists 
of  inspectors  belonging  to  the  party  casting  the  next  largest  vote,  and 
has  charge  of  the  primaries  of  all  other  parties  subject  to  the  law.  The 
Illinois  law  applies  to  Cook  county  (embracing  Chicago)  and  to  all  other 
counties  and  municipalities  adopting  it.  No  two  parties  may  hold  pri¬ 
maries  on  the  same  day.  In  each  primary  district  each  party  chooses 
from  the  list  of  regular  election  officers  three  judges  and  two  clerks  who 
are  members  of  the  party  choosing  them  to  conduct  the  primary  election. 

California  passed  a  thoroughgoing  primary  election  law  in  1897.  March 
24,  1898,  the  supreme  court  declared  the  act  unconstitutional. &  The  act 
provided  that  no  person  could  vote  at  a  primary  election  whose  name 
was  not  on  the  registration  books;  this  was  held  to  be  an  attempt  to 
deprive  certain  citizens  of  their  right  under  the  constitution  to  vote  at  all 
elections.  The  act  also  provided  that  voters  might  be  required  to  make 
oath  that  they  intended  to  support  the  nominees  elected  by  the  delegates 
there  elected;  this  was  held  by  the  court  to  be  an  establishment  of  a 
test  of  the  right  to  vote  that  was  not  within  the  power  of  legislature. 
The  argument  rests  largely  on  the  application  to  primary  elections  of 
constitutional  provisions  relative  to  ‘  elections.’ 

Elections  generally.  In  Kentucky  the  administration  of  the  election 
machinery  has  been  completely  centralized.  A  state  board  of  election 
commissioners  consisting  of  three  persons  elected  by  the  legislature  has 
been  created..  The  state  board  appoints  a  board  for  each  county  and  the 
county  board  appoints  the  election  officers.  The  state  and  county  boards 
also  act  as  boards  of  canvass  and  contest.  Delaware  is  the  first  state  to  go

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back  to  the  old  method  of  voting  after  having  adopted  the  Australian 
ballot.  The  new  election  law  provides  for  separate  ballots  with  no  pro¬ 
vision  for  secret  booths. «  Massachusetts^  and  Ohioc  have  passed  laws 
creating  commissions  to  examine  and  approve  voting  machines  and  per¬ 
mitting  local  divisions  to  adopt  any  machine  thus  approved. 

Initiative  and  referendum.  A  constitutional  amendment  adopted  by 
South  Dakota  at  the  November  election  provides  for  the  initiative  and 
referendum  in  state  and  municipal  legislation  on  petition  of  5%  of  the 
voters.  The  referendum  may  be  demanded  in  case  of  all  laws  except 
such  ‘  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
peace,  health  or  safety,  support  of  the  state  government  and  its  existing 
institutions.’  This  is  the  first  general  application  of  the  principle  in  any 
state  and  its  operation  will  be  watched  with  great  interest. 

Biennial  sessions.  The  New  York  legislature  of  1808  adopted  a  reso¬ 
lution  referring  to  the  legislature  of  1809  a  constitutional  amendment  pro¬ 
viding  for  biennial  in  place  of  annual  sessions.  Only  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  now 
have  annual  sessions. 

Uniform  legislation.  A  temporary  commission  to  confer  with  commis¬ 
sioners  on  uniform  legislation  of  other  states  has  been  created  in  Ohio, 
and  the  temporary  commission  existing  in  Virginia  has  been  continued 
for  two  years  longer.  The  movement  was  started  by  the  appointment 
of  a  commission  in  New  York  in  1890;  at  present  commissions  exist  in  a 
large  proportion  of  the  states.  In  1896  the  national  conference  of  commis¬ 
sioners  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  various  states  A  general  act 
relating  to  negotiable  instruments.  This  act  was  adopted  by  New  York, 
Connecticut,  Florida  and  Colorado  in  1897  and  during  present  year  by 
Virginia,  Maryland  and  Massachusetts.  If  this  law  is  adopted  by  the 
rest  of  the  states  a  reform  of  the  greatest  value  will  have  been  accom¬ 
plished.  Commercial  relations  are  not  bounded  by  state  lines  but  are 
national  and  even  world  wide.  By  a  codification  of  this  branch  of  com¬ 
mercial  law  uniform  throughout  the  United  States  business  will  be  greatlv 
facilitated. 

Militia.  National  guard.  Louisiana  has  adopted  a  general  military 
code.tf  Massachusetts  has  required  its  volunteer  militia  to  perform  seven 
days  of  camp  duty  each  year.e  A  battalion  of  engineers  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  in  OhioJ  In  Massachusetts  a  committee  has  been  appointed  by 
the  governor  to  report  on  the  advisability  of  provision  by  the  state  for  all 
armories  and  ranges. o 

State  pensions  for  confederate  veterans.  In  conformity  with  art.  303 
of  the  new  constitution,  Louisiana  has  provided  for  the  pensioning  of 
indigent  confederate  veterans  and  their  widows. h  A  board  of  pension  com¬ 
missioners  has  been  established;  pensions  may  not  exceed  $8  a  month.

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A  constitutional  amendment  permitting  the  adoption  of  a  pension  system 
similar  to  that  of  Louisiana  was  ratified  in  Texas  at  the  November 
election. 

Taxation.  The  very  able  report  of  the  Massachusetts  tax  commission 
has  led  to  no  legislation  in  accordance  with  its  suggestions.®  The  commis¬ 
sion  among  other  things  recommended  that  the  tax  on  intangible  personal 
property  be  abandoned  and  that  a  direct  inheritance  tax  and  a  habitation 
tax  be  substituted  for  it.  Instead  of  this,  however,  the  legislature  decided 
to  make  another  attempt  to  secure  an  equitable  assessment  of  personal 
property.  The  state  tax  commissioner  has  been  authorized  to  appoint  a 
deputy  who  may  ‘  visit  any  city  or  town  and  inspect  the  work  of  its 

assessors,  and  give  to  said  officers  such  information  and  require  of  them 

% 

such  action  as  will  tend  to  produce  uniformity  in  valuation  and  assess¬ 
ments  throughout  the  Commonwealth. ’6  In  New  York  the  governor  was 
authorized  to  appoint  a  special  tax  commission  to  report  to  the  legislature 
by  January  15,  1899.c  and  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Georgia  legislature 
a  tax  commission  was  provided  for  which  is  to  report  to  the  next  legislature. 
At  the  recent  extra  session  held  in  Oregon  the  state  board  of  equalization 
was  abolished  in  the  interest  of  economy.^  In  conformity  with  art.  226 
of  the  new  constitution  a  state  board  of  appraisers  has  been  established 
in  Louisiana  for  the  assessment  of  property  employed  in  the  railway, 
telegraph,  telephone,  sleeping  car  and  express  business. e 

Assessment  of  taxes  in  Illinois.  The  assessment  of  the  general  property 
tax  in  Illinois  and  specially  in  Chicago  has  long  been  a  recognized  failure. 
The  system  of  competitive  under-valuation  has  brought  down  the  assessed 
valuation  of  real  estate  in  Chicago  to  about  one  ninth  of  its  true  value 
and  gross  inequality  has  existed  in  assessments  throughout  the  state. 
To  correct  these  evils  the  legislature  at  an  extra  session  held  this  year 
passed  a  new  assessment  law./  It  provides  for  a  general  assessment  of 
real  estate  but  once  every  four  years  instead  of  annually,  and  that  prop¬ 
erty  shall  be  appraised  at  full  value  but  assessed  at  only  one-fifth  of 
such  value.  The  township  board  of  review  is  abolished  and  township 
assessors  are  placed  under  the  strict  control  of  a  county  supervisor  of 
assessors  or  board  of  assessors.  A  county  board  of  review  and  equaliza¬ 
tion  with  greatly  increased  powers  has  been  established  in  counties  having 
the  township  organization,  to  act  in  place  of  the  board  of  supervisors  or 
county  board.  Changes  have  also  been  made  with  a  view.to  requiring  each 
person  to  swear  to  a  list  of  his  personal  property. 

Taxation  of  corporations.  Kentucky  has  made  provision  for  the  taxation 
by  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  of  the  franchises  and  intangible 
property  of  banking,  trust  and  guarantee  companies  and  of  public  service 
corporations  generally  with  the  exception  of  railroads.0  The  value  of  the

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capital  stock  less  that  of  tangible  property  assessed  in  the  state  is  made 
the  basis  of  the  tax.  Shares  of  stock  in  the  hands  of  the  individual  owners 
are  exempt.  Louisiana  has  levied  an  annual  license  tax  on  the  gross 
receipts  for  business  done  in  the  state  of  foreign  banking  (except  those 
lending  money  secured  solely  by  mortgage  on  real  estate)  telegraph,  tele¬ 
phone  and  electric  corporations  and  of  foreign  corporations  for  the  sale 
of  mineral  oils  and  meats.a 

South  Carolina  has  passed  a  general  law  for  the  taxation  of  telegraph, 
telephone,  car,  freight  and  express  companies.  The  tax  is  to  be  levied 
on  that  proportion  of  total  value  of  shares  plus  mortgage  indebtedness 
that  the  length  of  the  line  within  the  state  bears  to  its  total  length. 6 
The  tax  on  the  gross  receipts  of  express  companies  for  business  done 
within  the  state  has  been  increased  from  1%  to  2%  in  Iowac  and  from 
1%  to  5%  in  Michigan. d 

Single  tax.  A  constitutional  amendment  permitting  municipalities  to 
determine  the  class  or  classes  of  property  on  which  municipal  taxes  shall 
be  levied  was  rejected  in  Washington  at  the  November  election.^  The 
amendment  was  designed  to  put  it  within  the  power  of  municipalities  to 
adopt  a  tax  on  land  values  in  place  of  the  present  general  property  tax. 

Local  finance.  Virginia  has  passed  a  law  requiring  city  and  county 
treasurers  to  make  annual  returns  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  to  the 
auditor  of  public  accounts  according  to  the  form  prescribed  by  him .f  An 
abstract  of  the  returns  thus  made  is  to  be  published  by  the  auditor.  A 
comparative  summary  of  local  finance  statistics  will  doubtless  prove  of 
great  value  to  local  officials  and  to  students  of  municipal  problems. 
Massachusetts  has  passed  a  laws'  providing  for  the  summary  investigation 
of  municipal  expenditures  almost  identical  wutli  an  act  passed  by  New 
Jersey  in  1879.^  It  provides  that  upon  petition  of  a  certain  number  of 
real  estate  owners  to  a  justice  of  the  superior  court  stating  that  moneys 
of  a  town,  city  or  county  have  been  unlawfully  expended,  the  justice  may 
upon  reasonable  cause  shown,  make  a  summary  investigation.  The  in¬ 
jury  to  municipal  credit  occasioned  by  the  uncertainty  which  often  exists 
as  to  the  validity  of  bond  issues  has  led  Georgia  to  provide  for  the  con¬ 
firmation  before  issue  by  the  superior  court  of  bonds  voted  by  the  people 
in  any  civil  division.*  Appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  supreme  court  after 
which  the  validity  of  the  bonds  cannot  be  questioned  in  any  state  court. 
Bonds  thus  issued  are  to  have  stamped  on  their  face  ‘  Validated  and 
confirmed  by  judgment  of  the  superior  court.; 

Municipalities.  A  municipal  code  commission  has  been  created  in  Ohio 
consisting  of  two  persons  (not  of  the  same  political  party)  appointed  by

included  in  more  systematic  form  in  the  bill  for  the  creation  of  a  municipal  government 
board  prepared  by  the  New  York  commissions  on  second  and  third  class  cities  in  1896. 
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the  governor.  They  are  to  ‘  prepare  a  bill  for  the  organization  of  cities 
and  villages  in  Ohio,  which  plan  of  organization  shall  be  uniform  in  its 
operation  throughout  the  state,  and  in  which  there  shall  be  a  separation 
of  legislative  and  executive  powers  of  the  officers  of  municipal  corpora¬ 
tions.’  The  bill  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature 
which  meets  in  January  1900.a 

Louisiana  has  passed  a  general  law  for  the  incorporation  of  municipali¬ 
ties  of  from  250  to  200,000  inhabitants. 6  Municipalities  are  divided  into 
three  classes:  250  to  1000,  villages;  1000  to  5000,  towns;  over  5000,  cities. 
Liberal  powers  and  extensive  control  over  the  administrative  organization 
is  given  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen.  The  mayor,  marshal  and  aldermen 
are  the  only  officers  elected  by  the  people.  The  board  of  aldermen  in 
cities  consists  of  from  five  to  nine  members,  in  towns  of  five  and  in  vil¬ 
lages  of  three.  The  act  applies  only  to  such  municipalities  as  may  adopt 
it.  Provision  is  made  whereby  municipalities  that  have  not  come  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  may  amend  their  charters  in  conformity  with  it 
and  other  state  laws.  The  method  of  amendment  is  as  follows: 

The  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  may  prepare  in  writing  the  desired 
amendments,  have  the  same  published  for  three  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  municipality,  if  there  be  one,  and,  if  none,  then  by  posting 
for  said  time  in  at  least  three  public  places  therein;  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ments  shall  then  be  submitted  to  the  governor,  who  shall  submit  them  to 
the  attorney-general  for  his  opinion.  If  the  attorney-general  be  of  the 
opinion  that  the  proposed  amendments  are  consistent  with  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  including  this  act, 
the  governor  shall  approve  the  proposed  amendments.  If  after  publica¬ 
tion.  one  tenth  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  municipality  shall  protest 
against  the  proposed  amendments,  or  any  of  them,  the  governor  shall  not 
approve  the  ones  protested  against  till  they  shall  be  submitted  to  and  rati¬ 
fied  by  the  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  municipality. 

In  New  York  a  geperal  law  for  the  government  of  cities  of  the  second 
class  (50000-250,000) c  has  been  adopted. d  it  goes  into  effect  January  1, 
1900.  The  distinctive  feature  of  the  law  is  the  concentration  of  power 
and  responsibility  in  the  hands  of  the  mayor.  All  the  administrative  offi¬ 
cers,  except  the  comptroller,  treasurer  and  assessors  are  appointed  by 
the  mayor  without  the  confirmation  of  the  council,  and  may  be  removed 
by  him  at  any  time.  A  meeting  of  heads  of  departments  with  the  mayor 
'for  consultation  and  advice  must  be  held  at  least  once  a  month.  The 
mayor  and  his  appointees  constitute  a  majority  of  the  boards  of  estimate 
and  contract.  The  mayor  may  veto  any  ordinance  or  any  part  of  an  ordi¬ 
nance  that  pertains  to  more  than  one  subject  and  also  any  item  of  an 
appropriation  bill.  His  veto  can  be  overcome  only  by  a  three-fourths  vote 
of  the  entire  councils 

City  and  town  councils  in  South  Carolina  have  been  granted  most 
liberal  powers  in  the  regulation  of  their  own  affairs./1  They  may  make

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such  regulations  and  ordinances  ‘  respecting  the  roads,  streets,  markets, 
police,  health  and  order  of  said  cities  and  towns,  or  respecting  any  subject 
as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary  and  proper  for  the  security,  welfare 
and  convenience  of  such  cities  and  towns,  or  for  preserving  health,  peace, 
order  and  good  government  within  the  same.’ 

Bicycle  paths.  Massachusetts  has  empowered  cities  and  towns  to  lay 
out,  construct  and  maintain  bicycle  paths  and  to  appropriate  money  for 
the  same.fl  The  general  highway  law  so  far  as  applicable  is  extended 
to  bicycle  paths.  In  Ohio  county  commissioners  have  been  authorized  to 
levy  a  license  tax  of  one  dollar  a  year  on  bicycles  and  with  the  proceeds 
construct  and  maintain  bicycle  paths. &  In  this  state  also  a  law  has  been 
passed  that  requires  that  in  sprinkling  streets  in  cities  of  the  first  class 
a  dry  strip  three  or  four  feet  in  width  shall  be  left  in  which  bicyclists 
shall  have  the  right  of  way.c 

Roads.  The  most  important  legislation  on  this  subject  has  been  passed 
in  New  York.  A  system  of  state  aid  and  control  in  the  improvement 
of  highways  has  been  adopted.**  To  secure  the  improvement  of  a  highway 
under  the  law  the  initiative  must  be  taken  either  by  the  abutting  property 
owners  or  the  county  board.  The  state  engineer  then  examines  the  high¬ 
way  to  see  whether  it  is  of  sufficient  public  importance  to  justify  state 
aid.  If  approved  by  the  state  engineer  and  his  plan  for  the  improvement 
is  satisfactory  to  the  county  board,  the  contract  is  let  and  the  road  con¬ 
structed  under  the  supervision  of  the  state  engineer.  50%  of  the  cost  is 
paid  by  the  state,  35%  by  the  county  and  15%  by  the  town,  or  if  the  im¬ 
provement  has  been  petitioned  for,  by  the  property  owners  whose  lands 
are  benefited.  After  completion  the  road  is  maintained  by  the  town. 
The  state  engineer  is  also  required  to  compile  statistics  and  collect  in¬ 
formation  concerning  roads  and  to  give  aid  and  advice  to  local  officers 
and  persons  interested  in  road  improvement.  He  is  also  required  to  hold 
at  least  one  public  meeting  annually  in  each  county  in  the  interest  of  good 
roads.  As  a  bonus  to  towns  that  adopt  a  money  tax  in  place  of  road 
labor  the  state  has  agreed  to  give  an  amount  equal  to  25%  of  the  money 
tax  collected.*? 

Minnesota  has  adopted  a  constitutional  amendment  providing  for  the 
creation  of  a  state  highway  commission  and  in  Vermont  the  office  of 
state  highway  commissioner  has  been  established. f  It  is  his  duty  to 
supervise  the  expenditure  of  the  state  road  tax  by  the  town  commissioners 

and  he  may  provide  experts  to  give  instruction  at  the  meetings  of  the 

town  commissioners  in  the  various  counties.  The  new  constitution  of 
Louisiana  provides  that  parish  police  juries  may  levy  property,  poll  and 
bicycle  license  taxes  for  the  maintenance  of  the  roads,  and  that  in  parishes 
availing  themselves  of  this  privilege  short  term  convicts  may  be  sentenced

to  work  on  the  roads.  Tlie  state' board  of  engineers  is  required  to  furnish 
such  information  when  called  upon  as  will  tend  to  create  a  uniform  system 
of  roads  throughout  the  state. 

Public  schools.  One  of  the  most  marked  features  of  recent  educational 
legislation  is  the  general  centralizing  movement.  The  weaker  schools  are 
being  consolidated,  the  unit  of  local  administration  enlarged,  and  the  local 
authorities  subjected  to  increased  central  supervision.  The  already  strong 
powers  of  the  Maryland  board  of  education  have  during  the  past  year  been 
strengthened  by  providing  that  the  by-laws  which  it  may  enact  for  the 
administration  of  the  public  school  system  shall  have  the  force  of  law  and 
that  its  decisions  in  disputes  under  the  law,  like  those  of  the  New  York 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  the  Delaware  board  of  education, 
shall  be  final.  It  has  also  been  authorized  to  appoint  a  teacher  of  the 
state  normal  school  wrho  shall  hold  institutes  in  each  county.a  In  New 
Jersey  the  state  superintendent  has  been  authorized  to  procure  and  loan 
to  the  districts  model  plans  of  school  buildings,  and  local  authorities  must 
submit  plans  of  all  proposed  buildings  to  the  state  board  of  education  for 
criticism. &  In  Rhode  Island  all  teachers  must  hereafter  obtain  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  qualification  from  the  state  board.  In  this  state  also  state  aid 
has  been  provided  for  towns  consolidating  ungraded  schools  to  form 
graded  schools  and  such  towns  may  pay  for  the  conveyance  of  pupils 
to  and  from  school. c  A  law  permitting  the  discontinuance  of  weak  schools 
and  payment  for  the  conveyance  of  pupils  has  also  been  passed  in  Ohio.d 

The  new  general  school  law  of  Delaware  makes  a  number  of  important 
changes  in  the  organization  of  the  public  school  system. e  The  state  board 
has  been  reorganized  and  the  control  of  county  schools  formerly  vested 
in  it  has  been  transferred  to  county  school  commissioners  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  each,  appointed  by  the  governor.  The  governor  also  appoints  a  super¬ 
intendent  for  each  countyJ 

Industrial  training.  Louisiana  has  provided  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Southwestern  industrial  institute  for  the  education  of  white  children 
in  the  arts  and  sciences. o  County  school  commissioners  in  Maryland 
have  been  authorized  to  establish  separate  manual  training  schools  for 
white  and  colored  children/*  State  aid  to  the  amount  of  $1500  for  each 
school  is  provided,  and  the  schools  are  subject  to  examination  by  the 
state  board  of  education. 

State  university  scholarships.  In  1S95  a  law  was  passed  in  Missouri 
levying  collateral  inheritance,  incorporation  and  patent  medicine  taxes, 
one  fourth  of  the  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  the  seminary  fund  and  three- 
fourths  to  the  state  university  scholarship  fundi  It  was  provided  that 
a  competitive  examination  should  be  held  annually  in  each  county  to  de¬ 
termine  who  should  receive  the  county  scholarships.  The  scholarship

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entitled  the  holder  to  free  tuition  at  the  state  university  and  a  certain 
amount  per  month  to  defray  expenses  of  attendance.  During  the  past 
year  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  has  been  declared  void  by  the  Missouri 
supreme  court  in  State  v.  Switzler,  45  S.  W.  245,  and  the  patent  medicine 
tax  in  C.  F.  Simmons  medicine  co.  v.  Ziegenhein,  47  S.  W.  10.  The  Mis¬ 
souri  constitution  provides  that  taxes  may  be  levied  for  public  purposes 
only.  In  the  opinion  of  the  court  the  providing  of  certain  persons  with 
the  means  for  obtaining  a  higher  education  was  not  a  public  purpose,  and 
hence  taxes  for  that  purpose  were  void.  It  is  an  established  principle 
of  law  that  a  tax  must  be  for  a  public  purpose  even  though  the  constitu¬ 
tion  is  silent  upon  the  subject ;a  and  if  this  interpretation  of  what  is  a 
public  purpose  should  be  generally  adopted  by  state  courts  or  by  the 
United  States  supreme  court  it  would  be  impossible  for  any  state  to  levy 
a  tax  for  the  establishment  of  scholarships  or  fellowships. 

College  of  forestry.  The  recently  awakened  interest  in  the  subject  of 
forestry  has  led  during  past  year  to  the  establishment  of  the  New  York 
state  college  of  forestry  at  Cornell  university.^  It  is  the  second  state 
school  of  forestry  in  the  United  States,  the  first  having  been  established 
by  North  Dakota  in  1897.C 

Libraries.  In  Georgia  a  library  commission  has  been  created  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  establishment  and  efficiency  of  libraries  throughout  the  state. d 
Beginning  with  Massachusetts  in  1890  similar  commissions  or  authorities 
with  similar  duties  have  .been  provided  in  New  Hampshire,  New  York, 
Connecticut,  Vermont,  Pennsylvania,  Wisconsin  and  Ohio.  The  movement 
in  the  direction  of  library  extension  through  the  establishment  of  state 
traveling  libraries  first  undertaken  by  the  New  York  state  library  in  1892 
has  since  spread  to  Michigan,  Ohio  and  Iowa,  and  during  the  present 
year  to  New  Jersey. e 

History  commission.  The  Alabama  legislature  at  present  in  session 
has  authorized  the  governor  to  appoint  as  a  history  commission  five  per¬ 
sons  from  the  membership  of  the  Alabama  Historical  society.  The  mem¬ 
bers  are  to  serve  without  compensation  and  it  is  their  duty  to  make  an 
exhaustive  examination  of  all  records  available  touching  the  history  of 
Alabama  from  the  earliest  times,  to  locate  battle  fields  aud  other  historic 
places  and  to  make  a  detailed  report  to  the  governor  prior  the  next  session 
of  the  legislature  (November  1900). 

Charities  and  correction.  In  Iowa  a  board  of  control  of  state  institu¬ 
tions  has  been  created.  It  has  the  control  and  management  of  institutions 
for  defectives,  dependents  and  criminals  and  power  to  examine  into  the 
financial  management  of  state  educational  institutions./1  The  new  consti¬ 
tution  of  Louisiana  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  state  board  of  chari¬ 
ties  and  corrections  with  powrer  to  inspect  all  state  and  local  institutions

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and  all  private  insane  asylums  and  all  other  private  institutions  aided 
by  parochial  or  municipal  authority. 

The  Ohio  board  of  charities  has  been  authorized  to  inspect  municipal  as 
well  as  state  charitable  and  correctional  institutions.^  All  plans  of  build¬ 
ings  must  be  submitted  to  it  for  approval  and  it  may  supervise  the  returns 
made  by  institutions.  This  state  has  also  generally  revised  its  laws  rela¬ 
tive  to  local  poor  relief  and  the  care  of  dependent  children. & 

Settlements.  Massachusetts  has  at  length  revised  some  portions  of  its 
very  antiquated  settlement  laws.  Under  the  old  law  a  person  whose 
ancestors  had  obtained  a  settlement  in  Massachusetts  at  any  time  since 
1794,  might,  though  he  had  never  lived  in  the  state,  claim  a  settlement 
in  it.  The  rule  was  that  a  settlement  once  gained  was  never  lost,  and 
was  transmitted  from  father  to  son.  Under  the  new  law  settlements 
wholly  or  partially  acquired  previous  to  1860  are  declared  lost,  and  a  per¬ 
son  absent  from  the  state  for  10  years  in  succession  loses  his  settlement. 
To  acquire  a  settlement  in  the  state  is  as  difficult  as  ever;  a  residence  of 
five  years  and  the  payment  of  all  property  and  poll  taxes  for  three  years 
being  required. c 

Dependent  children.  The  New  York  board  of  charities  has  been  author¬ 
ized  to  visit  children  placed  out  in  families  and  no  person  or  corporation, 
except  a  duly  incorporated  charitable  society  or  a  local  officer  charged 
by  law  with  the  duty,  may  place  out  destitute  children  without  a  license 
from  the  state  board. It  may  at  its  discretion  revoke  any  license  granted. 
In  Ohioe  the  probate  court  may  make  an  agent  of  a  humane  society 
guardian  for  any  child  cruelly  treated  or  in  bad  surroundings,  and  New 
Jersey/5  has  authorized  the  committal  of  children  to  associations  for  the 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  children. 

Education  of  the  deaf.  In  Ohio  district  school  boards  have  been  author' 
ized  to  establish  schools  for  deaf  children,"  under  the  control  of  the  state 
school  commissioner,  and  in  aid  of  such  schools  county  treasurers  are  to 
pay  from  the  state  school  fund  $150  for  each  pupil  attending.  The  state 
commissioner  is  to  appoint  and  remove  teachers  and  inspect  schools. a 
In  city  districts  of  the  first  and  second  class  such  schools  must  be 
established. ft 

Insane.  A  state  board  of  insanity  has  been  established  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  with  all  the  powers  relative  to  the  insane  formerly  possessed  by 
the  board  of  lunacy  and  charity  and  also  additional  powers  and  duties. i 
Mississippi  has  repealed  the  provision  allowing  corporal  punishment  in 
asylums,!  and  in  Ohio  after  January  1,  1900  no  insane  person  is  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  county  infirmaries. ft 

Epileptics.  Ohio  which  was  the  first  state  to  open  a  large  institution 
exclusively  for  epileptics  is  so  well  satisfied  with  its  experiment  in  the

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segregation  of  this  class  of  defectives  that  after  January  1,  1900  no  epi¬ 
leptics  will  be  received  at  the  county  poor  houses.  A  village  for  epileptics 
has  been  provided  for  in  New  Jersey.® 

Penal  institutions.  A  prison  commission  has  been  created  in  Vermont, 6 
and  in  Kentuckyc  a  board  of  penitentiary  commissioners  elected  by  the 
legislature  has  been  established.  The  governor  of  South  Carolina  has 
been  authorized  to  appoint  a  commission  to  consider  the  establishment 
of  a  reformatory  for  youthful  criminals.  A  Virginia  statute  provides 
that  any  prisoner  in  the  penitentiary  who  has  served  half  his  term  and 
during  that  time  kept  all' the  rules  of  the  institution,  may  upon  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  of  the  board  of  directors  be  granted  a  conditional  pardon 
by  the  governor.  The  infliction  of  the  death  penalty  by  means  of  elec¬ 
tricity  which  was  first  tried  by  New  York  in  1888  and  by  Ohio  in  1896, 
has  during  the  past  year  been  adopted  by  Massachusetts. d 

Juvenile  offenders.  Rhode  Island  has  passed  a  progressive  law  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  custody  before  trial  and  commitment  of  juvenile  offenders. 
Children  under  13  held  for  trial  are  now  committed  to  the  custody  of  the 
board  of  charities  or  of  certain  societies,  and  when  convicted  are  to  be 
committed  to  a  state  reform  school,  except  for  an  offense  punishable  by 
imprisonment  for  life.  Juvenile  offenders  may  not  be  confined  in  a  police 
station  with  other  offenders  and  the  state  board  may  remove  any  minor 
from  a  county  jail  or  state  workhouse  or  house  of  correction  to  the  state 
reform  school.® 

Health.  The  Louisiana  state  board  of  health  has  been  reorganized  with 
most  extensive  ordinance  and  administrative  powers.!  It  is  authorized 
to  prepare  and  publish  a  complete  sanitary  code.  Such  code  is  to  regulate 
specially  the  reporting  and  management  of  contagious  diseases,  the  report¬ 
ing  and  recording  of  vital  statistics,  the  transportation  of  persons  and 
dead  bodies,  the  inspection  of  meats,  milk,  coal  oil  and  other  articles  affect¬ 
ing  the  public  health  and  safety,  and  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  laws  in  regard  to  adulterations.  The  strongest  administrative  powers 
of  the  board  relate  to  quarantines  and  contagious  diseases.  The  law 
requires  the  establishment  of  a  local  board  in  each  parish,  city  and  town 
which  is  to  act  under  the  supervision  and  advice  of  the  state  board. 
The  act  explains  the  theory  of  the  delimitation  of  the  sphere  of  activity 
of  the  local  boards  as  follows: 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  act  being  hereby  declared  to  be  to  en¬ 
trust  full  power  and  authority  to  such  local  boards  to  establish,  control 
and  administer  all  matters  of  strictly  and  purely  local  sanitation,  not 
affecting  other  portions  of  the  state. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Ohio  board  of  health  have  been  consider¬ 
ably  increased.  It  may  establish  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratory 
for  the  diagnosis  of  diseases  and  the  examination  of  public  water  supplies, 
the  effluent  of  sewage  purification  works  and  food  suspected  of  being  the

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cause  of  disease.  It  must  report  annually  on  the  condition  of  all  public 
water  supplies.  If  the  local  authorities  neglect  to  take  proper  measures 
in  case  of  a  threatened  epidemic  the  state  board  may  appoint  a  health 
officer  and  assistants  to  enforce  its  regulations. a  Mississippi  has  provided 
for  the  quarantine  of  places  infected  with  yellow  fever  or  other  virulent 
contagious  diseases  under  the  direct  control  of  the  state  board.&  The 
services  of  the  bacteriologist  of  the  Maryland  bo^rd  have  been  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  local  boards  and  physicians  in  the  investigation  of  certain 
diseases. c  In  Vermont  a  bacteriological  laboratory  is  to  be  established 
by  the  state  board  of  health  for  the  examination  of  water  supplies,  milk 
and  food,  and  for  the  determination  of  suspected  cases  of  contagious 
diseases.  The  use  of  the  laboratory  and  all  investigations  therein  are 
free  to  the  people  of  the  state.*? 

Vital  statistics.  Some  provision  for  a  general  registration  of  vital  statis¬ 
tics  is  now  made  by  statute  in  all  but  16  states,  though  the  law  in  many 
cases  is  wholly  or  partially  inoperative.  During  the  past  year  Maryland 
has  passed  a  law  providing  for  a  general  registration.  The  secretary  of 
the  state  board  of  health  is  made  registrar;  the  local  health  officers  are 
required  to  keep  records;  and  an  annual  abstract  of  vital  statistics  is  to 
be  published. e  In  Louisiana  the  new  general  health  law  provides  for  the 
recording  of  vital  statistics  by  the  local  boards  under  the  supervision  of 
the  state  board. f  In  Virginia  the  law  requiring  commissioners  of  the 
revenue  to  keep  records  of  births  and  deaths  has  been  repealed. 0 

Practice  of  osteopathy  and  embalming.  For  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in 
Iowa  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the  state  board  of  medical  examin¬ 
ers  is  now  required. h  In  New  York  a  state  board  of  embalming  examiners 
has  been  established  to  regulate  the  practice  of  embalming.  Embalmers 
are  examined  and  licensed  by  this  board  and  the  state  board  of  health.* 
Adulterations  and  imitations.  Since  1895  18  states  have  passed  special 
laws  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  candy  adulterated  with  cer¬ 
tain  injurious  ingredients.  During  the  present  year  Iowa,  Virginia  and 
Louisiana  were  added  to  the  list.  Iowa,  New  York  and  New  Jersey  have 
passed  laws  forbidding  the  manufacture  or  sale  as  raw  or  boiled  linseed 
oil  of  any  article  not  made  wholly  from  linseed  or  flaxseed.  Imitating 
compounds  can  not  be  sold  under  any  name  containing  the  words  *  linseed 
oil  ’  or  *  flaxseed  oil.’  Ohio  passed  a  somewhat  similar  law  in  189G.  Vir¬ 
ginia  has  prohibited  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  adulterated  wheat  flour 
unless  marked  ‘  combination  ’  with  a  statement  of  its  ingredients.  In 
New  York  the  manufacture  or  sale  as  maple  sugar  or  syrup  of  imitations 
or  adulterations  has  been  prohibited,  and  mixtures  containing  maple  sugar 
or  syrup  can  not  be  manufactured  or  sold  as  sugar  or  syrup  (except  for 
medicinal  purposes)  unless  labeled  with  a  statement  of  ingredients. 

State  dispensary.  South  Dakota  has  decided  to  adopt  the  South  Caro¬ 
lina  plan  of  dealing  with  the  liquor  traffic.  A  constitutional  amendment

Corporations.  Maryland  has  made  provision  for  the  registration  of  for¬ 
eign  corporations,  except  telephone,  banking,  insurance,  railroad,  electric 
light  and  construction  companies  now  doing  business  in  the  stated  Each 
company  in  order  to  obtain  a  certificate  authorizing  it  to  do  business  in 
the  state  must  file  a  copy  of  its  charter  and  a  statement  of  its  capitaliza¬ 
tion,  assets,  liabilities  and  officers,  and  its  agents  on  whom  process  may 
be  served,  with  the  secretary  of  state,  together  with  a  deposit  fee  of  $25. 
Ohio  has  authorized  cumulative  voting  in  the  election  of  director  sc  and 
New  .Jersey  has  authorized  any  corporation  that  does  not  possess  the  right 
of  taking  land  by  condemnation,  to  change  its  name  and  fix  the  method 
of  altering  its  by-laws.d  In  South  Carolina  the  secretary  of  state  has 
been  given  power  to  renew  charters,  except  of  railway,  canal  and  turnpike 
corporations  granted  by  special  acts.e  Massachusetts  has  made  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  corporations  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  debts  contracted  before 
the  original  capital  is  fully  paid  in  and  the  certificate  of  payment  properly 
filed.!  In  Virginia  a  statute  has  been  passed  to  require  all  companies 
other  than  internal  improvement  companies,  incorporated  under  general 
law  to  file  annually  a  list  of  their  officers  and  directors  and  in  cases  where 
the  officers  and  directors  are  not  residents  of  the  county  where  the  prin¬ 
cipal  office  is  located,  to  appoint  agents  upon  whom  process  may  be 
served. 0 

Corporations  and  societies  ( not  for  profit).  New  Jersey  has  passed  a  gen¬ 
eral  law  for  the  incorporation  of  associations  not  for  profit,  ft  Massachu¬ 
setts  has  given  them  power  to  change  their  purpose  of  incorporation. i  A 
law  of  this  state  provides  also  that  when  the  meetings  of  a  religious  society 
are  discontinued  for  two  years  its  records  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city 
or  town  clerk./  New  Jersey  has  given  to  unincorporated  religious  socie¬ 
ties  the  right  of  maintaining  any  action,  suit  or  proceedings  to  enforce 
their  civil  rights. h 

Anti-trust  legislation.  29  states  and  territories  have  laws  prohibiting 
trusts  and  combinations .1  All  these  laws  are  of  recent  date,  most  of 
them  having  been  passed  since  1890.  During  the  past  year  Ohio  was 
added  to  the  list.  This  law  follows  that  of  several  other  states  in  defining 
the  trust  as  a  combination  of  capital,  skill  or  acts  1)  to  restrict  trade, 
2;  limit  production  or  change  price,  3)  prevent  competition  in  manufacture, 
transportation  or  sale,  4)  fix  the  standard  for  adjusting  prices  or  5)  to 
make  contracts  or  agreements  for  any  of  these  purposes.  A  fine  of  from 
$50  to  $1000  or  imprisonment  from  six  months  to  one  year  may  be  imposed, 
together  with  a  penalty  of  $50  for  each  days  violation.  Ohio  corpora¬ 
tions  violating  forfeit  their  charter,  and  foreign  corporations  their  right 
to  do  business  in  the  state.  Persons  injured  by  the  trust  may  recover  two-

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fold  damages.  ‘  In  prosecutions  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to 
prove  that  a  trust  or  combination,  as  defined  herein,  exists,  and  that  the 
defendant  belonged  to  it,  or  acted  for  or  in  connection  with  it,  without 
proving  all  the  members  belonging  to  it,  or  proving  or  producing  any  arti¬ 
cle  or  agreement,  or  any  written  instrument  at  all.  The  character  of  the 
trust  or  combination  alleged  may  be  established  by  proof  of  its  general 
reputation  as  such.’ 

Previous  to  this  law  trusts  have  been  successfully  prosecuted  in  Ohio 
though  there  was  no  special  statute  on  the  subject.  The  liberal  interpreta¬ 
tion  given  to  ‘public  policy’  by  the  supreme  court  has  enabled  it  to  prevent 
trust  contracts  and  combinations  on  the  part  of  corporations.®  The  new 
law  in  some  of  its  provisions  simply  codified  principles  that  had  already 
been  acted  upon  by  the  court. 

South  Carolina  has  amended  its  law  of  1897&  so  as  to  cover  tariffs, 
rates,  tolls,  premiums  and  prices.  The  former  law  referred  only  to  prices 
of  articles;  the  present  law  applies  to  transportation  charges,  telegraph 
and  telephone  rates,  insurance  charges,  etc .c 

Banking.  In  Wisconsin  the  general  banking  law  voted  on  at  the  Novem¬ 
ber  election  as  required  by  the  constitution,  was  rejected. d  In  conformity 
with  the  new  constitution,  the  Louisiana  legislature  has  made  provision 
for  the  appointment  by  the  governor  of  an  examiner  of  state  banks. e 
This  function  was  formerly  performed  by  the  treasurer  and  secretary  of 
state.  The  examiner  is  required  to  make  at  least  two  examinations  annu¬ 
ally,  and  all  banking  institutions  are  required  to  make  quarterly  reports. 
The  state  treasurer  in  Maryland  has  been  authorized  to  appoint  a  person 
to  examine  state  banks  at  least  once  a  year,  and  if  any  violation  of  law 
is  discovered  the  treasurer  may  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  declare 
the  charter  of  the  bank  forfeited  and  appoint  a  receiver .1  State  banks  are 
required  to  make  five  reports  annually  instead  of  one  as  formerly,  and  the 
reports  are  to  be  prepared  according  to  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
treasurer. 

State  bank  notes.  In  1897  Georgia  passed  a  law  permitting  state  banks 
to  issue  obligations  payable  in  silver  bullion  to  an  amount  equal  to  one 
half  of  their  unimpaired  capital  stocks  It  was  specially  provided  that 
such  notes  should  not  imitate  national  bank  notes  or  currency,  and  that 
in  case  an  attempt  was  made  to  levy  the  10%  national  tax  on  them  the 
attorney-general  should  defend  in  the  courts  the  nonpayment  of  the  tax. 
No  bank  has  taken  advantage  of  this  law,  but  during  the  recent  session 
another  law  has  been  passed  designed  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the 
10%  tax.  It  is  argued  that  the  composition  of  the  United  States  supreme 
court  has  changed  since  the  case  upholding  the  constitutionality  of  the  tax 
was  decided  in  18G9,ft  and  that  the  great  public  exigency  for  the  tax  no 
longer  existing  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  court  may  take  a  different  view.

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The  new  law  establishes  a  commission  consisting  of  the  governor,  treas¬ 
urer  and  comptroller,  with  power  to  issue  circulating  notes  to  any  bank, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  75%  of  its  unimpaired  capital  stock.  If  an 
attempt  is  made  to  levy  the  10%  tax  the  attorney-general  is  required  to 
carry  the  case  to  the  United  States  supreme  court  to  test  the  constitution¬ 
ality  of  the  tax. 

Building  and  loan  associations.  New  York  passed  a  general  law  for  the 
incorporation  of  ‘building  and  lot  associations ’a  and  also  a  law  permitting 
savings  and  loan  associations  to  invest  deposits  and  the  income  therefrom 
in  the  securities  in  which  savings  banks  may  invest.^ 

Transportation  and  communication — general.  The  new  constitution  of 
Louisiana  establishes  a  ‘railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat 
and  other  water  craft,  and  sleeping  car  commission  ’  consisting  of  three 
members  elected  by  the  people,  with  most  extensive  power  to  establish 
rates  and  regulations,  determine  complaints  and  make  investigations. 

Railroads.  At  the  recent  extra  session  in  Oregon  the  railroad  commis¬ 
sion  was  abolished  in  the  interest  of  economy.c  The  Mississippi  railroad 
commissioners  have  been  given  supervision  of  car  service  associations. d 
At  the  November  election  in  Florida  the  constitutional  amendment  per- 

r 

mitting  the  legislature  to  clothe  railroad  commission  with  judicial  powers 
in  matters  connected  with  the  functions  of  their  office  was  carried  by  a 
large  majority.  In  Virginia  railroads  have  been  required  to  receive  and 
deliver  live  stock  at  all  freight  depots  and  to  provide  all  necessary  facili¬ 
ties  for  receiving,  loading  and  unloading.e  The  Mississippi  railroad  com¬ 
missioners  have  been  authorized  to  require  parallel  roads  or  roads  termi-

nating  within  half  a  mile  of  each  other  to  connect  their  tracks  for  the 
transfer  of  freight  cars./ 

Mileage  books.  In  New  York  a  new  law  on  the  subject  of  mileage 
books  has  been  enacted.  The  old  law  required  all  roads  of  more  than 
100  miles  in  length  authorized  to  charge  a  maximum  fare  of  more  than 
two  cents  and  not  more  than  three  cents  a  mile,  to  issue  1000  mile  books 
for  $20.  The  new7,  law  provides  that  ail  such  roads  that  do  charge  a 
maximum  fare  of  more  than  twro  cents  a  mile,  shall  issue  either  500  or 
1000  mile  books.  Such  mileage  books  may  be  used  by  the  holder,  by 
any  member  of  his  family  or  firm,  or  by  any  salesman  of  his  firm;  they 
are  equal  to  the  highest  class  ticket  and  are  good  till  used.0 

Transportation  of  bicycles.  Beginning  with  New  York  in  1896  12 
states  (New  York,  Ohio,  Rhode  Island,  Arkansas,  California,  North 
Dakota,  Arizona,  Colorado,  South  Dakota,  New  Jersey,  Michigan  and 
Virginia)  have  passed  laws  requiring  bicycles  to  be  carried  as  other  bag¬ 
gage.  The  Virginia  law  wras  passed  during  the  past  year.  This  law  pro¬ 
vides  that  one  bicycle  (including  tool  bags  but  excluding  other  appendages) 
shall  be  carried  as  other  baggage  and  without  being  crated,  for  each  per¬ 
son.

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Maximum  freight  rates.  The  United  States  supreme  court  has  declared 
the  Nebraska  maximum  rate  law  of  1893  void  as  to  the  particular  rates 
prescribed,  as  depriving  the  companies  of  property  without  due  process 
of  law. a 

Street  railways.  The  supervision  exercised  by  the  Vermont  board  over 
steam  railroads  has  been  extended  to  street  railways. 6  County  boards' 
of  clioseu  freeholders  in  New  Jersey  have  been  authorized  to  widen, 
straighten  and  otherwise  improve  highways  and  arrange  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  street  railways  thereon. c  The  board  is  required  to  give 
notice  and  receive  proposals  from  street  railway  companies.  It  can 
make  no  agreement  as  to  taxation  that  will  have  the  force  of  a  con¬ 
tract,  and  can  not  grant  a  franchise  for  a  longer  term  than  75  years. 
The  Ohio  lawT  of  1896d  permitting  municipalities  to  grant  50  year  fran¬ 
chises  and  impose  certain  conditions  in  case  of  leases  and  consolidations 
has  been  repealed. e  New  York  has  made  it  a  misdemeanor  to  sell  or 
give  a  transfer  ticket  to  any  person  not  lawfully  entitled  to  it  or  for 
any  person  to  use  a  transfer  to  which  he  is  not  entitled./1 

Street  railways  in  Massachusetts.  To  investigate  the  whole  subject  of  the 
relations  between  cities  and  towns  and  street  railways  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  1897.  It  reported  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  1898  and  in  June  a  law  was  passed  in  substantial  conformity  to 
most  of  its  recommendations.fi'  One  of  the  most  important  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  committee  that  failed  tov  receive  the  approval  of  the  legisla¬ 
ture  was  that  permitting  cities  and  towns  to  own  street  railway  tracks. 
The  controlling  influence  in  the  legislation  adopted  wTas  not  to  impose 
new  burdens  on  the  companies  nor  to  secure  special  concessions  for  them, 
but  to  bring  about  a  better  understanding  between  the  companies  and 
the  people Ji  The  street  railways  had  been  subject  to  no  special  tax  but 
had  been  taxed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  corporations.  In  return  for 
the  repeal  of  the  law  requiring  companies  to  remove  from  the  streets 
snow  displaced  in  clearing  their  tracks  and  to  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the 
portion  of  the  street  between  their  tracks,  there  has  been  imposed  a 
special  tax  on  the  profits  of  roads  paying  dividends  exceeding  8%  and 
which  since  they  began  operation  have  paid  dividends  equivalent  in  the 
aggregate  to  6%  together  with  a  gross  receipt  tax  upon  all  roads,  varying 
from  1  to  3%. 

Street  railway  franchises  in  Massachusetts  have  always  been  held  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  municipalities.  They  are  legally  revocable  at  any 
time.  The  new  law  retains  the  former  principle  but  recognizes  the  fact 
that  the  street  railway  has  become  an  inter-municipal  institution  by  pro¬ 
viding  an  appeal  in  case  of  revocation  to  the  state  board  of  railroad  com¬ 
missioners.  An  appeal  to  the  state  board  is  also  provided  where  cities  or 
towns  refuse  to  grant  a  location  needed  in  order  to  construct  a  line

Street  railways  in  Rhode  Island.  A  somewhat  unique  law  has  been 
passed  by  this  stated  It  applies  only  to  such  roads  as  accept  its  provis¬ 
ions  prior  to  October  1,  1898,  and  after  such  acceptance  forms  a  contract 
that  can  not  be  altered  without  the  consent  of  both  parties.  It  has  been 
accepted  by  five  companies  doing  the  bulk  of  the  street  railway  business 
of  the  state.  The  law  gives  to  the  companies  a  practically  exclusive  and 
perpetual  franchise.  Cities  and  towns  may  order  a  change  of  route  with 
the  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioner  and,  in  case  of  appeal,  of  the 
appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court,  but  may  not  revoke  a  franchise. 
In  return  for  this  concession  and  in  lieu  of  all  other  special  taxes  except 
those  at  the  time  imposed  by  cities  and  towns,  a  state  tax  of  1%  is 
imposed  on  all  companies  paying  a  dividend  of  8%  or  less;  companies 
paying  a  dividend  exceeding  8%  are  required  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to 
the  excess  of  such  dividend  over  8%.  All  issues  of  capital  stock  must 
be  approved  by  the  railroad  commissioner. ' 

Labor.  A  bureau  of  labor  and  industrial  statistics  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  in  Virginia. c  The  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  is  appointed  by 
the  governor.  The  legislature  has  ordered  the  Massachusetts  bureau  to 
investigate  Sunday  labor  in  Massachusetts^  and  also  the  subjects  of  profit 
sharing  and  industrial  insurances  Labor  day  has  been  made  a  legal 
holiday  in  Vermont./  Virginia  has  required  employers  to  provide  seats 
for  female  employees. 0  A  Massachusetts  law  provides  that  when  for 
any  cause  machinery  is  stopped,  the  time  shall  not  be  deducted  from 
the  wages  of  women  or  minors,  nor  shall  they  be  required  to  make  up 
time  without  extra  pay;  provided  they  have  been  compelled  to  remain 
within  the  workrooms  during  the  period. h  In  1897  Pennsylvania  passed 
a  law  designed  to  restrict  the  competition  of  unnaturalized  male  aliens 
with  citizens  of  the  United  States./  It  provides  that  employers  shall  pay 
to  the  state  three  cents  for  each  day’s  labor  of  aliens.  This  law  has 
been  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Pennsylvania  supreme  court  as  con¬ 
travening  the  14th  amendment  of  the  federal  constitution  declaring  that 
no  state  shall  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  laws./ 

Convict  labor.  No  printing  may  now  be  done  in  New  York  by  convict 
labor  except  such  as  is  required  for  state  penal  and  charitable  institu-

of  prisons. a  Massachusetts  has  passed  a  law  to  provide  for  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  prisoners  in  making  goods  for  use  in  state  and  county  institutions, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons. 6  The 
general  superintendent  has  also  been  authorized  to  establish  an  industrial 
camp  for  100  prisoners  ;c  the  labor  of  the  prisoners  to  be  used  in  re¬ 
claiming  the  land  and  preparing  road  material  by  hand  labor.  A  300 
acre  tract  of  land  near  the  Concord  reformatory  has  been  purchased. 
Convicts  have  been  employed  upon  it  who  have  but  a  few  weeks  longer 
to  serve,  so  that  the  severe  penalty  in  case  of  capture  has  been  sufficient 
to  deter  any  from  attempting  to  escape.  By  a  law  of  this  year  also  the 
general  superintendent  of  prisons  has  been  authorized  to  cause  prisoners 
in  jails  and  houses  of  correction  to  be  employed  in  preparing  road  material 
by  hand  labor. d 

Art.  196  of  the  new  constitution  of  Louisiana  provides  that  after  the 
expiration  of  the  present  lease  state  penitentiary  convicts  shall  not  be 
hired  to  any  person  or  corporation,  private  or  public.  The  legislature 
may  authorize  their  employment  on  public  works,  convict  farms  or  in 
manufactories  owned  and  controlled  by  the  state.  The  New  York  court 
of  appeals  in  a  decision  handed  down  October  11,  1898  has  declared  the 
statute  of  1896  making  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  goods  made 
in  any  prison  without  labeling  them  ‘  convict  made,’  unconstitutional  in 
so  far  as  it  applies  to  articles  made  outside  of  the  state;  being  in  conflict 
with  the  provision  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  empowering 
congress  to  regulate  interstate  commerce. e 

Horticulture.  Legislation  in  the  interest  of  horticulture  and  specially 
for  the  extermination  of  the  San  Jose  scale  continues  to  exact  considerable 
attention.  New  Jersey  passed  a  general  law  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
insects  injurious  to  nursery  stock./  The  office  of  state  entomologist  is 
created  and  three  commissioners  to  inspect  nursery  stock  are  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  in  each  county.  In  Iowa  an  act  has  been  passed  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  San  Jose  scale;  the  state  entomologist  is  required  to  examine 
plants,  trees,  etc.<7  A  state  horticultural  department  has  been  established 
in  Maryland,  and  the  law  relative  to  the  San  Jose  scale  and  other  insects 
has  been  generally  amended.^  New  York  has  made  it  unlawful  to  spray 
fruit  trees  with  poison  while  in  blossom, i  while  Vermont  has  repealed  a 
similar  law  passed  in  1896,  but  has  prescribed  that  spraying  solutions 
shall  contain  three  pounds  of  unslacked  lime  to  each  50  gallons  of  the 
solution.;' 

Trade  marks  and  labels.  Louisiana^  and  Virginia*  have  passed  laws 
providing  for  the  registration  and  protection  of  the  labels  or  trade-marks 
of  persons,  associations  and  labor  organizations.  Vermont  has  passed  a

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general  law  for  the  regulation  and  protection  of  trade  marks.  New 
Jersey  which  already  had  a  law  protecting  the  labels  of  labor  organiza¬ 
tions  has  passed  a  law  for  the  registration  and  protection  of  all  trade¬ 
marks  labels,  etc.a  New  Jersey^  and  Kentuckyc  have  revised  their  laws 
to  protect  the  owners’  rights  in  marked  bottles,  boxes,  etc.,  for  the  sale  of 
beverages,  making  them  applicable  also  to  receptacles  used  in  the  sale 
of  medical  preparations,  perfumery,  oils  and  other  compounds  and  mix¬ 
tures. 

The  trading  stamp  is  a  development  of  the  last  few  years.  It  appears 
to  be  a  device  to  get  around  the  laws  that  have  been  passed  by  various 
states  prohibiting  gift  enterprises.  The  New  York  law  reads  as  follows: 

No  person  shall  sell,  exchange  or  dispose  of  any  article  of  food  or  offer 
or  attempt  to  do  so  upon  any  representation,  advertisement,  notice  or 
inducement  that  any  thing  other  than  what  is  specifically  stated  to  be 
the  subject  of  the  sale  or  exchange,  is  or  is  to  be  delivered  or  received 
or  in' 'any  way  connected  with  or  a  part  of  the  transaction  as  a  gift,  prize, 
premium  or  reward  to  the  purchaser,  d 

The  trading  stamp  is  a  coupon  furnished  by  the  trading  stamp  com¬ 
panies  to  dealers  in  all  lines  of  trade.  The  dealer  gives  the  stamps  to 
customers  as  an  inducement  to  make  purchases,  and  they  entitle  the 
holder  to  receive  goods  of  a  certain  value  from  the  trading  stamp  com¬ 
pany.  During  the  past  year  four  states,  Virginia, e  Maryland,/  Massa¬ 
chusetts^  and  Vermont**  have  prohibited  their  use.  A  prohibiting  act  also 
passed  the  New  Jersey  legislature  but  was  vetoed  by  the  governor. 

The  Torrens  system.  This  system  of  land  registration  was  first 
adopted  in  the  United  States  by  Illinois  in  ,1895a  This  law  was  declared 
unconstitutional  in  the  following  year,;  and  in  1897  a  new  law  was 
passed*;  the  constitutionality  of  wrhich  has  recently  been  upheld  by  the 
supreme  court*  This  law  is  operative  in  such  counties  as  by  popular  vote 
accept  it,  and  as  yet  it  has  been  accepted  by  Cook  county  only.m  In 
Ohio  the  Torrens  system  wras  adopted  in  189G.«  The  law  was  declared 
unconstitutional  in  1897o  and  has  been  repealed  during  the  present  year.p 
California  adopted  the  system  in  18977  and  Massachusetts  in  1898.r  The 
law  of  Massachusetts  differs  from  that  of  other  states  in  providing  a 
centralized  administration.  A  court  of  registration  consisting  of  two 
judges  appointed  by  the  governor  and  council,  is  created  and  given  ex¬ 
clusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  applications  for  the  registration  of 
title.  A  state  recorder  of  registration  is  also  appointed  by  the  governor 
and  council. 

Election  of  judges.  The  Mississippi  legislature  has  submitted  to  popu¬ 
lar  vote  in  November,  1899  a  constitutional  amendment  providing

Contempt  of  court.  The  marked  development  of  ‘  government  by  in¬ 
junction  ’  since  the  labor  troubles  of  1894  has  led  to  several  attempts  to 
restrict  the  power  of  courts  to  punish  for  contempt.  In  189G  a  bill  passed 
the  senate  of  the  United  States  dividing  contempts  into  two  classes,  direct 
and  indirect.  According  to  this  bill  all  contempts  other  than  those  ‘  com¬ 
mitted  during  the  sitting  of  the  court  or  of  a  judge  at  chambers,  in  its 
presence  or  so  near  thereto  as  to  obstruct  the  administration  of  justice,’ 
are  indirect  contempts.  The  bill  provides  that  indirect  contempts  shall  be 
tried  by  the  court  or  at  the  request  of  the  accused  by  a  jury  as  in  criminal 
cases:  judgment  may  be  reviewed  on  a  writ  of  error.  Though  this  bill 
failed  to  pass  the  house  of  representatives,  an  exact  reproduction  of  it 
was  in  1897  passed  by  the  Kansas  legislature, &  and  during  the  present 
year  Virginia  has  adopted  a  very  similar  measures  The  Virginia  statute 
differs  from  that  of  Kansas  in  that  its  definition  of  direct  contempts  is 
more  inclusive  and  in  providing  that  the  jury  in  trials  for  indirect  con¬ 
tempt  shall  fix  the  punishment.  It  declares  that  the  following  are  direct 
contempts:  U)  misbehavior  in  the  presence  of  the  court,  or  so  near 
thereto  as  to  obstruct  the  administration  of  justice;  (2)  violence  or  threats 
of  violence  to  a  judge  or  officer  of  the  court  or  to  a  juror,  witness  or  party 
going  to,  attending  or  returning  from  the  court,  for  or  in  respect  of  any 
act  or  proceeding  had  or  to  be  had  in  such  court;  (3)  misbehavior  of  an 
officer  of  the  court  in  his  official  character;  (4)  disobedience  or  resistance 
of  an  officer  of  the  court,  juror  or  witness  to  any  lawful  process,  judg¬ 
ment,  decree  or  order  of  the  said  court.  The  law  has  recently  been 
declared  unconstitutional  by  one  of  the  circuit  courts  of  the  state, d 
The  constitutionality  of  the  Kansas  statute  has  not  been  passed  upon. 

Criminal  code.  The  new  constitution  of  Louisiana  provides  for  the 
appointment  by  the  governor  of  a  commission  to  draft  a  code  of  criminal 
law,  procedure  and  correction.  The  draft  after  being  prepared  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  for  criticism.  After  one  year  has  elapsed  from 
the  time  of  distribution  the  governor  shall  submit  the  draft  to  the  legis¬ 
lature,  which  may  amend  and  adopt  it  without  the  formalities  prescribed 
by  the  constitution  for  the  adoption  of  statutes.  After  adoption  all  amend¬ 
ments  to  it  must  be  proposed  during  the  first  30  days  of  the  session, 
and  may  not  be  voted  upon  unless  favorably  reported  by  a  committee 
consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house  and  the  attorney-general. 

Jury  trials.  The  new  constitution  of  Louisiana  makes  radical  changes 
in  the  jury  system.  Till  1904  all  trials  where  the  punishment  may  not 
be  hard  labor  are  to  be  without  a  jury;  after  1904  the-  legislature  may 
if  deems  best  provide  a  different  mode.  Where  the  punishment  may  be 
hard  labor  trial  must  be  by  a  jury  of  five  and  all  must  concur  in  a 
verdict.  Where  the  punishment  is  necessarily  hard  labor  there  must  be 
a  jury  of  12t  nine  of  whom  must  concur  in  the  verdict.  In  capital  cases 
there  must  be  a  jury  of  12,  all  of  whom  must  concur.

NEW  CONSTITUTIONS 

Alabama 

The  legislature  at  present  in  session  has  provided  for  a  vote  July  3,  1899, 
upon  the  question  of  holding  a  constitutional  convention;  the  convention  to 
meet  August  8.  The  restriction  of  the  franchise  is  the  most  important 
question  to  be  considered. 
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California 

Tlie  proposition  to  hold  a  constitutional  convention  voted  on  at  the 
November  election  failed  to  carry.  ' 

Michigan

In  accordance  with  the  constitutional  provision  requiring  a  vote  on  the 
question  of  the  revision  of  the  constitution  every  16  years  the  question 
was  voted  upon  at  the  November  election.  The  result  is  in  doubt,  depend¬ 
ing  upon  the  interpretation  of  the  constitutional  provision  relative  to  the 
majority  required. 

Rhode  Island 

The  revised  constitution  submitted  to  popular  vote  in  November  failed 
to  receive  the  necessary  three-fifths  vote. 

Louisiana 

In  1896,  20  amendments  to  the  constitution  submitted  to  the  people 
were  rejected. a  In  order  to  secure  the  revision  of  the  constitution  sub¬ 
stantially  in  accord  with  these  amendments  the  legislature  of  that  year 
provided  that  the  question  of  holding  a  constitutional  convention  should 
be  voted  on  January  11,  1898. &  The  convention  met  February  8  and 
adopted  a  new  constitution  May  12,  which  went  into  effect  without  being 
submitted  to  the  people.  The  constitution  which  it  replaced  wras 
adopted  in  1879.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  its  most  important  new 
features. 

Suffrage  and  elections.  Electors  must  have  one  of  the  following  quali¬ 
fications:  1)  ability  to  read  and  write  in  English  or  native  language; 
2)  ownership  of  property  assessed  at  $300.  But  no  person  of  foreign  birth 
naturalized  prior  to  January  1,  1898,  and  no  person  who  was  entitled  to 
vote  in  any  state  prior  to  January  1,  1867,  and  no  son  or  grandson  of  such 
person,  21  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution, 
shall  be  denied  the  right  to  vote  because  of  failure  to  possess  the  above 
educational  or  property  qualification,  provided  he  registers  previous  to 
September  1,  1898  (art.  197).  In  addition  to  these  requirements  every  voter 
must  have  paid  his  poll  tax  for  two  years  preceding  (art.  198). 

On  questions  submitted  to  taxpayers,  as  such,  women  taxpayers  may 
vote  without  registration  (art.  199).  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  a 
general  registration  of  voters  and  shall  enact  laws  to  secure  fairness  in 
party  primaries  and  conventions  (art.  214-15).  No  person  shall  vote  in  any 
primary  or  convention  who  is  not  a  registered  voter  (art.  200).  An  official 
ballot  and  secrecy  in  its  preparation  shall  be  provided  for  (art.  212).  Paro¬ 
chial  elections  except  in  New  Orleans  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day 
as  general  elections  (art.  207). 

Executive.  The  governor’s  salary  is  increased  from  $4000  to  $5000  (art. 
70)  and  that  of  the  secretary  of  state  from  $1500  to  $2500  (art.  82).  No 
one  can  hold  the  office  of  treasurer  for  two  successive  terms  (art.  80).

Health.  Boards  of  health  shall  be  created  for  each  parish  and  munici¬ 
pality.  Legislature  shall  prevent  the  sale  of  injurious  or  adulterated 
food,  drugs  and  necessaries  of  life  of  all  kinds  (art.  296-97). 

Speculation.  Legislature  shall  pass  laws  to  suppress  dealings  in  op¬ 
tions  or  futures  on  agricultural  products  and  articles  of  necessity.  Com¬ 
binations  to  force  the  price  of  such  products  or  articles  up  or  down  for 
speculative  purposes  are  declared  unlawful  (art.  189-90). 

Agriculture  and  immigration.  Existing  bureau  of  agriculture  and 
immigration  to  be  known  as  the  state  board  of  agriculture  and  immigra¬ 
tion.  Organization  and  duties  (art.  305-8). 

Courts.  Jurisdiction  of  the  various  courts  of  the  state  generally  amend¬ 
ed  (art.  84-158). 

Exemptions.  Provisions  relative  to  homestead  exemptions  amended 
(art.  244-47).

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PREFACE 

The  list  of  books  submitted  aims  to  cover  the  most  desirable  modern 
works  along  the  popular  lines  of  history,  description  and  art.  The  list  is 
intended  for  the  reader  who  wishes  general  information  on  Holland, 
rather  than  for  the  student  who  desires  to  specialize.  The  latter  will 
study  his  history  by  period  rather  than  by  country  and  will  therefore 
largely  use  parts  of  works,  which,  from  a  preponderance  of  other  matter 
contained  in  them,  have  no  place  in  such  a  list  as  this. 

In  the  department  of  history  much  additional  matter  bearing  on 
the  subject  may  be  found  in  the  lives  of  military  commanders,  lives  of 
sovereigns  of  Spain,  France,  Austria,  of  the  dukes  of  Burgundy  and  in 
the  history  of  those  periods  in  which  England  either  opposed  or  aided 
Holland.  Symond’s  Sir  Philip  Sydney ;  Got  he’s  Egmotit]  Kirk’s  Charles 
the  Bold  and  Stirling- Maxwell’s  Don  John  of  Austria  are  types  of 
these — a  class  which  has  been  omitted  as  bearing  only  indirectly  on 
the  subject.  The  historical  works  of  Juste,  the  great  Belgian  historian, 
are  excellent,  though  they  suffer  from  being  a  little  out  of  date  and  some 
of  the  best  of  them  have  not  been  translated.  They  will  be  of  more 
interest  to  the  student  than  to  the  general  reader.  Schiller's  Revolt  of  the 
Netherlands  and  his  History  of  the  30  years'  war  have  been  omitted  as 
being  of  literary  rather  than  historical  value. 

Only  enough  has  been  included  on  the  reformation  to  suggest  that  its 
history  is  closely  interwoven  with  that  of  the  land  where  it  found  such 
hospitable  shelter  and  stimulus  and  the  country  which  produced  one  of 
its  greatest  leaders,  Erasmus.  Bacon’s  Genesis  of  New  England 
churches ,  Neale’s  History  of  the  so  called  Jansenist  church  of  Holland \ 
D’Aubigne’s  History  of  the  refortnation  and  a  host  of  others  treat  of  the 
religious  history  of  the  country. 
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Holland  in  proportion  to  her  size  has  contributed  very  many  of  the 
world’s  great  lights  in  science  and  useful  arts,  as  well  as  in  the  fine  arts, 
for  which  she  is  so  famous.  Gutenberg,  the  father  of  printing,  Linnaeus, 
the  botanist,  Spinoza,  the  philosopher,  are  names  which  testify  to  her 
diversified  alertness  and  progress.  Bibliographic  notes  at  the  end  of 
cyclopedic  articles  will  furnish  the  reader  references  to  these  men. 

In  the  field  of  travel  and  description  there  are  many  works  written  at 
the  beginning  of  this  century  or  during  the  closing  years  of  the  1 8th, 
which  are  in  the  form  of  journals  or  letters,  stilted  in  style,  and  whose 
place  has  been  superseded  by  later  volumes  more  readable  in  text  and 
supplied  with  interesting  illustrations. 

On  the  art  side  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  treat  minor  artists 
individually.  After  one  passes  the.  greatest  three,  Rembrandt,  Rubens 
and  van  Dyck,  it  is  useless  to  draw  the  line  among  the  others  except  in 
a  list  devoted  exclusively  to  art.  Readers  wishing  material  on  any 
special  artist  should  consult  the  general  histories  of  art.  Farrar’s  Art 
topics  and  Abbott’s  Outlines  furnish  exact  page  references  to  the  most 
important  artists.  Valuable  additional  matter  may  be  found  in  the  files 
of  the  Portfolio ,  Magazine  of  art  and  other  art  periodicals. 

Except  in  rare  cases,  juveniles  will  not  be  found  in  this  list. 

ABBREVIATIONS 

Abbreviations  following  the  main  entry  refer  to  the  libraries  in  which 
the  book  was  consulted  or  the  sources  from  which  the  entry  was  taken. 
Call  numbers  are  given  for  all  books  in  the  New  York  state  library,  even 
though  the  edition  differs  from  that  described  in  the  list.  Books  in  the 
public  libraries  division  have  no  book  number. 

Books  marked  e  have  been  personally  examined  ;  while  <?  indicates  that 
the  edition  examined  is  not  the  same  as  the  one  entered  on  the  list. 

Periodicals  have  not  been  indexed.  Poole’s  Index  to  periodical  litera¬ 
ture  and  the  Cumulative  ijidex  will  furnish  references  to  such  material  as 
the  magazines  may  contain.

GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  THE  RENAISSANCE 

By  the  term  renaissance,  is  indicated  a  natural  movement,  not  to  be 
explained  by  this  or  that  characteristic,  but  to  be  accepted  as  an  effort 
of  humanity  for  whi.ch  at  length  the  time  had  come,  and  in  the  onward 
progress  of  which  we  still  participate.  The  history  of  the  renaissance  is 
not  the  history  of  arts,  or  of  sciences,  or  of  literature  or  even  of  nations. 
It  is  the  history  of  the  attainment  of  self-conscious  freedom  to  the  human 
spirit,  manifested  in  the  European  races.  It  is  no  mere  political  muta¬ 
tion,  no  new  fashion  of  art,  no  restoration  of  classical  standards  of 
taste.  The  arts  and  the  inventions,  the  knowledge  and  the  books,  which 
suddenly  became  vital  at  the  time  of  the  renaissance,  had  long  lain 
neglected  on  the  shores  of  that  Dead  sea  which  we  call  the  middle  ages. 
It  was  not  their  discovery  which  caused  the  renaissance;  but  it  was  the 
intellectual  energy,  the  spontaneous  outburst  of  intelligence,  which 
enabled  mankind  at  that  moment  to  make  use  of  them.  The  force  then 
generated  still  continues,  vital  and  expansive,  in  the  spirit  of  the  modern 
w  orl  d .

ARCHITECTURE  IN  FRANCE 

After  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century,  a  gorgeously  rich  aftergrowth 
of  the  Gothic  began  to  unfold  itself,  designated  by  the  French  under  the 
name  of  the  flamboyant  style.  The  tracery  of  the  windows  is  particularly 
affected  by  this  manner,  being  composed  of  flame-like  curves.  The  clos¬ 
ing  epoch  is  marked  by  a  richer  decorative  construction  in  secular  build 
ings  and  private  houses. — Liibke

ARCHITECTURE  IN  ENGLAND 

Toward  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century  architectural  style  passes 
completely  into  the  perpendicular,  adopting  an  element  of  fanciful  geo¬ 
metric  work.  Somewhere  about  1450  there  came  into  use  the  Tudor 
arch,  the  arches  of  arcades  and  vaultings  being  covered  with  a  profuse 
decoration  of  pointed  and  scalloped  work.  England  was  not  won  by  the 
new  style  till  very  late,  but  the  Gothic  here  experienced  that  exuber¬ 
antly  rich  revival  which  produced  its  masterpiece  in  the  chapel  of  Henry  7. 
In  the  latter  half  of  the  16th  century  the  clumsy  but  showy  Elizabethan 
style  developed.

CHARACTER  OF  THE  PERIOD 

During  the  15th  century  a  change  as  subtle  and  indefinable  as  it  was 
significant  came  over  the  spirit  of  European  society.  Without  sharp 
break  with  the  past,  involving  no  strictly  new  creation,  no  sudden  or 
unheralded  revolution  of  ideas,  gradually  rose  an  altered  mode  of  viewing 
man,  the  world,  life,  far  less  theological  than  the  old,  less  respectful  to 
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tradition,  more  confident  in  man’s  powers  and  future,  in  fine  — 
human.

In  this  period  monarchy,  especially  in  France,  England  and  Spain, 
acquires  new  strength  and  extension.  The  period  includes  the  reigns  of 
three  kings  who  did  much  to  help  forward  this  change,  Louis  1 1  ot 
France,  Henry  7  of  England,  and  Ferdinand,  the  Catholic,  of  Spain.  The 
Italian  wars  begin  with  the  French  invasion  of  Italy;  the  rivalship  of 
the  kingdoms  and  the  struggles  pertaining  to  the  balance  of  power  are 
thus  initiated.  In  this  period  fall  new  inventions  which  have  altered  the 
character  of  civilization,  and  great  geographical  discoveries,  of  which  the 
discovery  of  the  New  world  is  the  chief.  It  is  the  epoch,  moreover,  ot 
the  renaissance,  or  the  reawakening  of  learning  and  art.  There  is  a  new 
era  in  culture.  All  these  movements  and  changes  foretoken  greater 
revolutions  in  the  age  that  was  to  follow. — G:  P.  Fisher 

OUTLINE  OF  POLITICAL  HISTORY 

England.  The  100  years  war  is  just  ended.  The  country  is  dis¬ 
tracted  by  the  wars  of  the  roses,  which  end  in  the  accession  of  Henry  7 
and  the  Tudor  dynasty. 

France.  The  war  with  England  ends.  Louis  11  and  the  nobles 
carry  on  a  struggle  which  lays  the  foundation  for  absolute  monarchy. 
Charles  8  and  Louis  12  begin  the  invasion  of  Italy. 

Italy.  The  independent  republics  are  now  ruled  by  despots.  Venice 
begins  to  lose  her  commerce  and  decline  in  importance.  The  quarrels 
of  the  states  with  each  other  lead  to  the  long  period  of  struggle  and 
foreign  interference.  The  decay  of  the  papacy  brings  about  the  reform¬ 
ation. 

Spain.  The  Moors  are  conquered  in  Granada,  the  two  kingdoms  of 
Aragon  and  Castile  are  united  under  Ferdinand  and  Isabella.  The 
importance  of  Spain  in  Europe  begins. 

Portugal.  The  period  of  discovery  under  Prince  Henry  the  Nav¬ 
igator  is  at  its  close,  resulting  in  the  new  era  of  commerce  which  gives 
a  fatal  blow  to  the  commercial  supremacy  of  Italy. 

German  empire.  The  emperor  Frederick  3  exercises  no  real  power. 
The  rule  of  Maximilian  1  begins. 

Russia.  The  Mongol  supremacy  is  overthrown  after  a  long  contest, 
by  Ivan  3  the  Great,  the  founder  of  the  united  monarchy.  The  republic 
of  Novgorod  is  subjugated. 

Sweden,  Norway  and  Denmark  are  united.  Unsuccessful  at¬ 
tempts  for  freedom  on  the  part  of  Norway  and  Sweden. 
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Netherlands  under  the  dukes  of  Burgundy.  Through  Mary’s  mar¬ 
riage  the  provinces  pass  to  Maximilian  of  Austria. 

Poland  and  Lithuania,  united,  are  growing  in  importance.  Western 
Prussia  is  annexed  to  Poland,  and  Eastern  Prussia  is  made  a  dependency. 

Bohemia  is  in  the  power  of  the  Utraquists  which  results  in  a  period 
of  religious  struggle  with  Rome  and  Hungary.

Fairy  tales  in 
rhyme  have  been  omitted  as  they  form  a  group  by  themselves  which  the  compiler 
hopes  to  undertake  later. 

Call  numbers  are  given  for  all  books  in  the  New  York  State  library  even  though 
the  edition  differs  from  that  described  in  the  list.  The  class  number  only  is 
given  for  books  in  the  extension  libraries,  while  books  in  the  traveling  libraries 
are  marked  ‘  Trav.  lib.’  followed  by  the  number  of  the  library  and  the  book. 

Books  marked  e  have  been  personally  examined,  while  e  indicates  that  the 
edition  examined  is  not  the  same  as  the  one  entered  in  the  list. 

The  source  of  critical  notes  is  given,  whether  quoted  exactly  or  given  in  sub¬ 
stance;  unsigned  notes  are  by  the  compiler.  Volume  and  page  numbers  are 
separated  by  a  colon  ;  e.  g.  3:145  means  vol.  3,  p.  145.  When  page  citations  do 
not  refer  to  the  edition  described,  the  edition  to  which  they  do  refer  is  indicated 
in  a  note.

PREFACE 

The  list  of  books  submitted  aims  to  cover  the  most  desirable  modern 
works  in  English  on  the  history,  description,  religion,  literature  and  art 
of  that  part  of  the  empire  of  Russia  known  as  Russia  of  all  the  Russias. 
Other  Russias  are  treated  only  in  their  relation  to  the  empire ;  Siberia 
is  excepted. 

Much  additional  matter  may  be  found  in  works  written  during  the  first 
half  and  middle  of  the  century.  The  student  will  find  valuable  Hax- 
thausen’s  Russian  empire ,  which  was  the  first  book  to  reveal  to  the  outer 
world  the  social  condition  of  the  country.  It  shows  thorough  and  wise 
observation.  Schnitzler’s  Secret  history  of  the  court  and  government  of 
Russia  wider  the  emperors  Alexander  and  Nicholas  portrays  the  diffi¬ 
culties  in  Russia  that  led  to  the  revolts  of  1825,  the  ‘  Dekabrist  riot  ’  and 
the  consequent  policy  of  Nicholas.  It  is  the  best  authority  on  Russian 
affairs  during  the  present  century.  Baron  von  Herberstein’s  Notes  on 
Russia  is  a  translation  of  Rerum  Muscoviticarum  commentari ,  a  valu¬ 
able  account  of  early  Russia.  The  Memoirs  of  Catherine  2  expose 
the  barbarity  and  brutality  of  the  court  of  Peter  3,  nowhere  more 
graphically  portrayed. 

Segur’s  History  of  Russia,  and  deter  the  Great  is  valuable  as  a  summary 
of  that  dreary  portion  of  the  early  annals  of  Russia.  It  is  written  in  a 
faulty  and  indirect  style.  Labbaume’s  Circumstantial  narrative  of  the 
campaign  in  Russia  is  one  of  the  best  descriptions  of  that  period. 
Voltaire’s  Russia  is  a  graceful  summary  of  knowledge  possessed  a 
century  ago.  Kelly’s  History  of  Russia  is  a  meritorious  compilation  of 
Karamzin  and  Tooke. 

Further  material  bearing  on  foreign  relations  may  be  found  in  general 
histories  of  Europe  and  of  European  countries  and  their  rulers  —  specially 
of  Great  Britain  in  relation  to  the  Crimea,  the  Eastern  question  and 
Central  Asia,  and  of  France  under  Napoleon  1, 
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The  literature  must  attract  our  attention  because  of  its  intimate  con¬ 
nection  with  the  social,  political  and  historical  problems  which  are 
occupying  the  mind  of  Europe  to-day.  In  no  other  country  have  so 
many  prominent  writers  devoted  themselves  to  bringing  to  light  the 
conditions,  needs  and  hopes  of  the  toiling  masses.  At  the  bottom  of 
the  Russian  revolution  the  fiction  is  exerting  a  powerful  influence. 
With  Herzen’s  novel  the  tendencies  of  nihilism  were  first  revealed,  with 
Tchernichewsky’s  they  became  fixed.  The  novels  of  Gogol  and 
Turgenev  overthrew  serfdom  while  those  of  Dostoyefsky,  Tolstoi', 
Gontchrof  and  Tcherdrine  are  the  documents  historians  will  consult 
when  the  great  works  concerning  the  revolution  and  old  society  shall  be 
written.  Some  of  these  are  not  available  in  English  and  are  therefore 
omitted  in  the  list  of  books. 

A  guide  to  novels  and  folk  tales  relating  to  life  in  Russia  easily  acces¬ 
sible  to  the  general  reader  may  be  found  in  Griswold’s  Descriptive  list  of 
novels  and  tales  dealing  with  life  in  Russia.  In  poetry  no  translation 
can  be  adequate,  for  the  charm  vanishes  with  the  translator’s  touch. 
Warner’s  Library  of  the  world’s  best  literature  contains  valuable  critical 
and  biographical  sketches  and  selections. 

In  the  field  of  art  the  scarcity  of  books  available  to  the  English  reader 
renders  valuable  the  analytics  in  general  works  of  art.  Unfortunately 
Viollet-le- Due’s  Dart  Russe  is  not  translated  into  English;  the  student 
will  find  it  a  thorough  and  critical  analysis  of  Russian  decorative  art. 
Schwarz’  Dart  Russe  contains  pictures  with  descriptive  text. 

Periodicals  have  not  been  indexed ;  Poole’s  Index  to  periodical  literature 
and  the  Cumulative  index  will  furnish  references.  In  general  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  give  other  forms  of  names  under  which,  a  translated 
work  is  published. 

ABBREVIATIONS 

Abbreviations  following  the  main  entry  refer  to  the  libraries  in  which  the 
book  was  consulted  or  sources  from  which  the  entry  was  taken.  Call  numbers 
are  giveu  for  all  books  in  the  New7  York  state  library,  even  though  the  edition 
differs  from  that  described  in  the  list.  Books  in  the  public  libraries  division  • 
have  no  book  number.  Books  marked  e  have  been  personally  examined,  while  e 
indicates  that  the  editiou  examined  is  not  the  same  as  that  entered  in  the  list. 

Unsigned  notes  are  by  the  compiler :  where  the  source  of  a  note  is  given  it  is 
not  necessarily  quoted  exactly,  but  is  sometimes  given  only  in  substance.  The 
references  following  the  notes  are  guides  to  more  extended  reviews  and  notices.

This  bibliography  is  intended  to  include  only  books  and  articles  which 
are  mainly  biographic.  Critical  articles  have,  however,  been  retained 
when  they  contained  sufficient  biographic  material  to  be  of  interest  from 
that  point  of  view.  Very  short  articles  of  two  or  three  pages  have  been 
omitted  unless  they  contained  information  not  found  in  the  ordinary 
biographic  dictionaries. 

In  addition  to  the  works  here  cited  much  valuable  and  interesting 
material  can  be  found  in  Dwight’s  Journal  of  music,  a  complete  file  of 
which  is  in  the  library  of  the  Harvard  musical  association  in  Boston.

PREFACE 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Names  of  persons  for  whom  marriage 
licenses  were  issued  by  the  secretary  of  the  province  of  New  York 
previous  to  17 8 f  Albany  1860,  to  which  this  volume  is  a  supple¬ 
ment,  there  have  been  found  three  thin  folio  volumes  of  marriage 
bonds  which  have  been  bound  as  v.  41  of  the  series  of  Marriage 
bonds.  Of  this  volume  p.  1-66  cover  the  years  1752-53,  p.  67-144 
the  years  1755-56,  and  p.  145-240  the  year  1758.  Some  of  these 
names  were  printed  by  E.  B.  O’Callaghan  in  the  New  York 
genealogical  and  biographical  record ,  October  1871,  2:194-200, 
but  they  are  all  entered  in  this  list  as  in  Marriage  bonds ,  v.  41.  For 
an  account  of  marriage  licenses  and  description  of  the  original 
volumes  of  Marriage  bonds  see  introduction  to  the  Names  of  per¬ 
sons  for  whom  marriage  licenses  were  issued  previous  to  178 f 

The  names  in  the  present  supplement  have  been  obtained  from 
the  following  sources :

obtained  one  twTo  days  after  he  had  been  married  by  you.  These  he 
said  are  Facts  he  can  prove,  and  which  he  said  confirmed  their 
Suspicions  that  you  had  marryed  many  others  without  any  License. 
For  wch  he  said  he  was  determined  to  prosecute  you.  I  interposed 
by  telling  him  I  would  write  to  you  before  he  proceeded  any  fur¬ 
ther:  he  answer’d  ’twas  well,  but  if  you  did  not  produce  either  a 
Lycense  in  the  Case  of  those  whom  he  &  others  thought  you  had 
marryed  without  any,  or  return  y®  30/  in  every  Case  so  circum¬ 
stanced  they  wou’d  by  no  means  be  satisfyed.  ITe  gave  me  a  Paper 
containg  y®  Names  of  the  Persons  they  imagine  have  been  marryed 
without  a  License,  a  Copy  of  w?h  I  enclose  you.  Justice  Bezeau 
came  with  Major  Taylor,  but  I  did  not  see  him.  About  an  hour  or 
two  after  this  application  to  me,  I  reced  your  Letter  from  your  Son, 
and  had  done  what  I  probably  shou’d  have  done,  if  I  had  received 
your  Letter  before  I  saw  M?  Taylor,  whose  resentmt  appears  to  be 
very  strong  ag^  you.  You  will  undoubtedly  take  the  most  prudent 
Measures  on  this  Occasion,  as  if  their  Suspicions  are  true  or  false,  it 
will  apparently  be  of  some  consequence  to  your  Charrecter.

PREFACE 

General  entries ,  v.  1  is  a  folio  12^  by  in.  in  full  ledger  calf 
and  contains  180  pages.  The  first  6  pages  contain  a  brief  index, 
each  page  divided  by  a  vertical  and  a  horizontal  line  into  four 
parts,  and  each  part  devoted  to  a  separate  letter  of  the  alphabet. 
The  following  text  was  originally  in  two  parts;  p.  139  is  also 
marked  as  (1)  and  p.  140  is  blank;  p.  141-74  were  originally 
marked  as-  p.  1-33  (p.  13  being  repeated)  and  contain  documents 
contemporaneous  with  the  other  part.  Pages  1-2,'  34-52  and 
144-51  are  in  a  different  handwriting  from  the  rest  of  the  book. 

Although  the.  manuscript  is  yellow  and  often  soiled  with  the 
dust  of  over  two  hundred  years,  on  most  of  the  pages  the  ink  is 
as  fresh  and  black  as  on  the  day  of  its  use.  This  volume  with 
many  others  was  rebound  under  the  direction  of  J.  V.  N.  Yates, 
secretary  of  state,  pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution  of  the  legis¬ 
lature  passed  Feb.  18-19,  1819.  For  a  full  account  of  the 
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records,  then  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  their  con¬ 
dition  see  Report  of  the  secretary  of  state  relative  to  the  records ,  etc. 
in  his  office ,  43  p.  F,  Alb.  1820  (Senate  document  no.  2)  Many 
of  these  records,  including  General  entries ,  v.  1  were  removed  to 
the  state  library  by  act  of  legislature  passed  April  19,  1881,  see 
Newv  York  laws  of  1881,  ch.  120. 

General  entries ,  v.  1  is  the  first  book  of  records  of  the  executive 
department  including  papers  pertaining  to  the  surrender  of  the 
colony  by  the  Dutch  to  the  English  in  1604,  and  extending  to 
Sep.  25,  1665.  Besides  the  papers  relating  to  the  change  of 
government  it  contains  the  records  of  the  secretary  on  various 
topics  illustrating  the  early  history  of  the  colony.  Among  these 
are  correspondence  with  neighboring  colonies,  appointment  of 
civil  officers,  orders  and  official  determination  of  disputes  or 
differences  as  to  possession  of  lands,  or  other  causes,  arising  be¬ 
tween  adjoining  towns  or  private  individuals,  permits  for  trade 
of  the  departure  of  ships  from  New  York  harbor,  etc. 

Pages  1-142  of  the  manuscript  are  here  printed  entire  in  the 
same  order  as  in  the  original,  and  showing  also,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  the  exact  capitalization,  punctuation  and  spelling.  A 
few  additions  to  make  the  meaning  clearer  or  to  give  both  old 
and  new  style  dates  have  been  inserted  in  brackets  [  ].  The 
remaining  pages  (p.  143-74)  contain  merely  records  of  ships 
passes  or  permits  to  sail.  One  of  these  is  given  in  full  to  show 
their  form  and  of  the  rest  abstracts  are  given  in  the  calendar; 
these  abstracts,  however,  contain  all  the  personal  or  historical 
information  found  in  the  original. 

The  calendar  is  arranged  in  chronologic  order  and,  besides  a 
brief  abstract  of  the  contents  of  each  paper  and  its  date,  refers 
to  the  exact  page  of  the  manuscript  and  to  the  page  of  this 
printed  volume  where  the  full  text  may  be  found.

At  the  begining  of  Our  Voyage  the  Windes  were  so  favourable 
to  us,  that  in  14  dayes,  Wee  gained  400  Leagues  of  our  way;  but 
afterwards,  we  were  constantly  cross’t  wth  contrary  windes,  or 
Calmes  or  ffoggs,  in  one  of  wch  we  parted  Company,  The  Guyny 
in  wch  we  were,  on  ye  21th  Instant,  was  found  to  be  near  Cape 
Codd,  wch  made  us  resolve  for  Boston,  to  enquire  after  Our  Con¬ 
sorts,  being  assured  that  with  a  West,  South  West  Winde,  they 
could  not  recover  the  Port  we  had  resolved  for,  (Gardners-Island.) 
Wee  cast  Anchor  two  dayes  after  at  Nantascor,  and  thence  went 
10  Miles  to  Boston,  Wee  heard  of  the  other  Shipps,  being  Safe 
at  Piscatoway,  GO  Miles  to  the  North-East,  whether,  wee  dis¬ 
patch'd  a  Messenger  on  Sunday  after  Sunset,  assoone  as  their 
Sabbath  was  ended,  assoone  as  tliev  come  to  us  Wee  intend  to 
Set  forwards  towards  the  Manhatoes,  being  certainly  informed 
that  all  the  English  upon  long  Island,  have  wholly  throwne  off 
the  Dutch  Governing  Providence  having  brought  us  to  Boston, 
Wee  were  desirous  to  improve  all  oppertunity,  and  therefore  first 
desired  to  waite  on  the  Governor,  but  he  was  not  well,  being  75 
yeares  Aged,  Mr  Leverett  their  Major  Generali  treated  us  civilly, 
and  Assured  us,  that  on  Tuesday  the  Councell  was  to  meete, 
which  they  did  accordingly,  the  Governor  appeared  there,  but 
Stayed  not,  being  very  Crazie,a  Wee  founde  the  Deputy  Gover¬ 
nor,  Secretary,  and  Seven  more  of  the  Councell,  to  whom  wee 


a  i.  e.  in  ill  health. 
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delivered  his  Ma.ties  Letter,  and  after,  Shewed  them  his  Ma.tles 
Commission,  when  both  wrere  read  by  the  Secretary,  Wee  Ac¬ 
quainted  them,  that  Wee  had  designed  Gardners  Island  for  Our 
first  Port,  but  God  by  his  providence,  by  crosse  windes  and  ffoggs, 
had  brought  us  thither,  and  presented  them  with  an  oppertunity 
of  testifying  their  loyalty  to  the  King,  and  their  Zeale  for  his 
Service,  which  wthout  this  providence,  they  would  have  wanted, 
for  being  now  on  Our  way,  towards  the  reducing  of  the  Man- 
hadoes  to  the  obedience  and  Governm1  of  his  Ma.tie  and  his 
Ma.tie  having  particularly  recommended  it  to  all  his  Colonyes, 
they  might  now  by  giving  us  their  advice  and  Assistance  sett 
a  good  Example  to  ye  other  Colonyes,  Encourage  Our  Souldiers, 
and  dishearten  the  Dutch,  and  more,  demonstrate  their  obedi¬ 
ence  and  affeccon  to  his  Ma.tie  then  by  any  other  thing  they 
could  doe,  They  prsently  returned  us  Answer,  they  were  very 
ready  to  Assist  us,  and  serve  his  Ma.tie  but  they  were  poore,  and 
it  was  harvest,  and  we  might  have  men  nearer,  Yet  hoped  that 
we  had  brought  strength  sufficient  to  doe  what  wee  intended; 
To  woh,  we  Answered,  that  indeed  we  did  hope  (by  Gods  blessing) 

to  doe  the  businesse  designed  wthout  their  Assistance,  otherwise

we  should  not  have  appointed  the  East  end  of  Long  Island  for 
Our  first  Port,  but  providence  having  cast  us  vpon  their  Coast 
first,  Wee  thought  it  Our  Duty,  both  to  acquaint  them,  being  of 
his  Maties  Councell  there,  wth  Our  designe,  and  to  give  them 
this  oppertunity  to  shew  their  loyalty,  and  to  Stop  the  11  outlies 
of  all  those  Slaunderers,  who  report  them  to  be  disaffected  to 
his  Ma.ties  Governing  and  will  be  a  verj7  greate  consequence  to 
what  we  menconed  before,  and  to  their  own  advantage — it  being, 
the  readyest  meanes  to  procure  from  his  Ma.tie  what  they  thinke 
necessary  for  their  great  happynesse,  And  Wee  tould  them  that 
(if  wee  were  not  deceived  in  the  promises  and  informacions  made 
to  us)  we  would  not  trouble  them,  for  the  Supply  they  should 
offer  us,  we  would  not  now  take  with  us,  but  leave  them  to  take  in 
their  Harvest,  and  if  there  were  occasion,  we  desired  they  might 
be  ready  to  march  to  us,  On  the  20th  Aug-t  next,  and  assoone  as 
we  understood  how  affaires  stood,  wee  would  give  them  an  Ac- 
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compt,  and  if  possible  Stopp  all  furtlir  proceedings  in  relacon 
to  their  Assistance,  and  that  the  Hast  we  were  in,  would  not 
Suffer  us  to  enter  upon  any  tlier  businesse,  but  assoone  as  we  had 
dispatched  this,  wee  would  Acquaint  them  wth  what  his  Ma.tie

any  thing  of  prjudiee  intended  against  us,  Have  by  Order  of  the 
Commander  in  Chiefe  of  ye  new  Netherlands  thought  it  con¬ 
venient  and  requisite,  to  send  the  Worsp.11  the  Bearers  hereof, 
(that  is  to  say),  The  Worsp.11  John  Declyer,  one  of  the  Chiefe 
Councill,  The  reverend  John  Megapolensis  Ministir,  Paule  Leen 
der  vandergrist,  Major  of  this  Towne,  and  have  Joyned  wth  them, 
Mr  Sam.  Megapolensis,  Doctor  in  Physick,  whom  by  these  prsents 
[I]  have  appointed,  and  th  Ordered,  that  wth  the  utmost  re¬ 
spect  and  civillity,  they  doe  desire  and  entreate  of  the  Coman-

Petition  of  inhabitants  of  Westchester 

To  the  Hono.bIe  his  Ma.tl6S  0om.rs  for  the  affaires 
of  new  England,  The  Inhabitants  of  West  Chester 
Humbly  Shew. 

1  That  the  said  Tract  of  Land  called  West  Chester,  was  pur¬ 
chased  for  large  Sumes,  under  the  Title  of  England  by  Mr  Tho. 
Pell,  of  the  knowne  Auncient  proprietors  in  ye  yeare  1654. 

2  The  pretended  power  of  the  Manhatoes,  did  thereupon  con¬ 
tinue  protesting  ag.st  and  threating  of  the  said  Plantacon  keep¬ 
ing  the  Inhabitants  at  continuall  watch  and  ward,  untill  at 
length  the  persons  of  Tewnty  three  Inhabitants  of  west  Chester 
aforesaid,  were  Seized  under  Commission  from  the  said  Powers, 
committed  Prisoners  into  the  Hould  of  a  Vessel,  where  they 
continued  in  restraint  from  all  friends,  for  the  space  of  thirteene 
dayes,  fed  wth  rotten  Provision  creeping  wfh  wormes,  whereby 
some  of  them  reinaine  diseased  to  this  day,  after  wch,  they  were 
carryed  away  in  Chaines,  and  layed  in  their  Dungeon  at  Man¬ 
hatoes. 

3  That  the  said  Inhabitants,  had  perished  wth  famine  in  the 
said  Imprisoning  but  for  the  relief e  obtained  at  other  hands. 

4.  That  all  this  suffering  was  inflicted  on  them  under  noe  other 
pretence,  but  that  they  were  opposers  of  ye  Dutch  Title  to  the 
Lands  aforesd. 

5  That  when  the  said  prtended  powers,  had  freed  the  said 
Prison1'53  and  introduced  their  owne  Governm1  over  the  sd  Plan¬ 
tacon,  They  drove  away  such  as  would  not  Submit  to  their 
prtended  Authority,  to  their  greate  Endamagem1,  and  the  en¬ 
slaving  of  Such  as  remained. 
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6  That  when  in  May  1663.  the  said  Plantacon  was  reduced  to 
the  Kings  Authority,  by  vertue  of  his  Ma.ties  Patent  to  Conecti- 
cutt,  the  pretended  powers  aforesaid,  sent  in  hostile  manner, 
for  certaine  Inhabitants  of  West  Chester,  whom  they  confined 
in  Manhatoes,  aud  the  next  day  sent  for  one  Mr  Richard  Mills,® 
whom  they  cast  into  their  Dungeon,  and  afterwards  soe  used 
him  for  thirty  eight  dayes  space,  as  there  are  yet,  strong  and 
crying  presumtions  they  caused  his  death,  which  followed  soone 
after. 

7  That  the  unreasonable  damage  of  the  Purchaser,  and  the 
low  estate  of  this  Plantacon,  occasioned  by  the  premisses,  hath 
had  no  other  recompence  to  this  day,  but  new  threatenings,  and 
thereby  an  utter  obstruction  from  the  peopleing  and  improving 
of  a  hopefull  Countrey,  all  which  as  an  unsufferable  abuse  to 
his  Royall  Ma.tie  and  Our  English  Nation,  is  humbly  offered  to 
the  consideracon  of  the  Hono.bIe  Commission1-8.

But  that  his  Matie  hath  an  indisputable  right  to  all  the  Lands 
in  the  North  parts  of  America,  is  that  wch  the  Kings  of  ffrance 
and  Spaine  will  disallow,  as  we  absolutely  do,  by  vertue  of  a 
Commission  given  to  me  by  my  Lords  the  high  and  mighty  States 
Gen.a11  to  be  Governor  GenaI1  over  New  Holland,  the  Isles  of 
Curaco,  Bonaire,  Aruba,  with  tlieire  appurtenances  and  depend- 
ances  bearing  date  26th  of  July  1646,  As  also  by  vertue  of  a 
Grant  A  Commission  given  by  my  said  Lords  the  high  and 
mighty  States  Gen.a11  to  ye  West  India  Company  in  the  Yeare 
1621  wth  as  much  Power  and  as  Authentique,  as  his  said  Ma.Ue 
of  England  hath  given  or  can  give  to  any  Colony  in  America, 
as  more  fully  appeares  by  the  Patent  and  Commission  of  the 
said  Lords  the  States  Gen.a11  by  them  Signed,  Registred,  and 
Sealed  wth  their  Great  Seale,  which  were  Shewed  to  yor  Depu- 

i 

tves,  Coll.  George  Cartwright,  Cap1  Robert  Needham,  Capt  Ed¬ 
ward  Groves,  and  Mr  Tho.  Delavall,  by  wch  Commission  and 
Patent  together,  (to  deale  frankly  wth  you)  and  by  divers  Lres 
Signed  and  Sealed  by  Our  said  Lords  the  States  Gena11,  directed 
to  Severall  psons  both  English  and  Dutch,  Inhabiting  the 
Townes  &  Villages  on  long  Island  (which  wthout  doubt  have 
been  produced  before  you  by  those  Inhabitants)  by  wch  they  are 
declared  A  Acknowledged  to  be  their  Subjects,  wth  express  Com¬ 
mand  that  they  continue  faithfull  unto  them,  under  penalty  of 
incurring  their  utmost  displeasure,  wch  makes  it  appear  more 
Cleare  then  the  Sun  at  noon  day,  That  yor  first  foundacon,  vizt, 
(That  the  right  and  Title  of  his  Ma.tie  of  Great  Brittaine  to  these 
parts  of  America  is  unquestionable)  is  absolutely  to  be  denyed; 

Moreover  its  without  dispute,  and  acknowledged  by  all  ye 
world,  that  Our  Predecessors,  by  vertue  of  the  Commission  and 
Patent  of  the  said  Lords  the  States  Gena11,  have  without  Con- 
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troule,  and  peaceably  (the  contrary  never  coming  to  Our  knowl¬ 
edge)  Enjoyed  ffort  Orange  about  48  or  50  Yeares,  the  Manhat- 
ans  about  *41  or  42®  Yeares,  the  South  River  40  Yeares,  &  ye 
ffreshwater  River  about  36  yea.r® 

Touching  the  Second  Subject  of  yor  Ire,  (vizt,)  his  Ma.tie  hath 
Commanded  me  in  his  name  to  require  a  Surrender  of  all  such 
fforts,  Townes,  or  places  of  Strength,  wcih  now  are  possessed  by 
the  Dutch  under  yor  Command,  Wee  shall  Answer,  That  wee 
are  so  confident  of  the  discrecon  and  equity  of  his  Ma.tie  of 
Great  Brittaine,  that  in  case  his  Ma.tie  were  informed  of  the 
truth,  wcb  is,  that  the  Dutch  came  not  into  these  provinces  by 
any  violence,  but  by  vertue  of  Commission  from  my  Lords  the 
States  Gen:a11  first  of  all  in  the  yeare  1614.  1615.  and  1616.  up 
the  north  River  neare  ffort  Orange,  where  to  hinder  the  Inva¬ 
sions,  and  Massacres  commonly  committed  by  the  Salvages,  they 
built  a  Little  ffort,  and  after  in  the  Yeare  1622  and  even  to  this 
prsent  time  by  vertue  of  Commission  and  Grant  to  ye  Governor 
of  the  West  India  Company,  and  moreover  in  ye  yeare  1656  a 
Grant  to  ye  Hono.bIe  the  Burgomastrs  of  Amsterdam  of  the  South 
Ri  ver,  In  so  much  that  by  vertue  of  the  above  said  Commission 
from  the  high  and  mighty  States  Gen.a11  given  to  ye  Psons  inter- 
rested  aforesd,  and  others.  These  Provinces  have  been  Governed 

a  Gov.  Stuvvesaut  hero  makes  a  claim  of  settlement  by  the  Dutch  at  Fort 
Orange  or  Albany  in  1614  or  1616;  at  New  York  in  1622  or  1623  ;  on  Delaware 
river  in  1624  aud  on  the  Connecticut  river  in  1628.  No  settlements  by  the  Dutch 
making  permanent  homes  with  their  families  for  a  life  residence  were  made  in 
the  province  of  New  York  till  1624  when  according  to  Wassenaer’s  Historisch 
Verhael,  or  Historical  account  of  all  the  memorable  events  in  Europe...  and  Ameri¬ 
ca  happening  from  1621  to  1632,  7:11,  the  first  ship  from  Holland  with 

colonists  came  here  with  a  company  of  30  families  in  the  first  week  in  May 
and  sailed  up  the  Hudson  river  to  where  Albany  now  is,  and  there  left  most  of 
these  colonists  to  found  new  homes..  Manhattan  Island  according  to  the  same 
authority  was  not  settled  till  the  spring  of  1626.  But  Dutch  ships  had  been 
here  trading  with  the  Indians  for  peltry  and  furs  from  1614  to  the  settlements  in 
1624  and  1626,  and  when  the  ships  returned  to  the  mother  country  they  carried 
home  all  the  men  they  brought,  so  that  Gov.  Stuyvesaut  treats  a  trading  voyage 
as  if  it  were  a  settlement  for  permanent  residence,  and  ignores  John  Cabot’s  first 
discovery  and  visit  in  1497,  as  well  as  frequent  trading  voyages  of  the  French  up 
the  Hudson  river  before  Henry  Hudson  was  born,  and  Verazzano’s  visit  to  the 
harbor  of  New  York  in  1524. — G.  It.  H. 
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and  consequently  Enjoyed,  as  also  in  regard  of  their  first  dis> 
covery,  uninterrupted  possession  and  Purchase  of  the  Lands  of 
the  Princes,  natives  of  the  Countrey,  and  other  private  persons 
(though  Gentiles)  Wee  make  no  doubt,  that  if  his  said(Ma.tle 
of  Great  Brittaine  were  well  informed  of  these  passages,  hee 
would  be  too  judicious  to  Grant  Such  an  Order,  principally  in 
a  time  when  there  is  so  straight  a  friendship,  and  confederacy, 
betweene  Our  said  Lords  and  Superiors,  to  trouble  us  in  the 
demanding  and  Summons  of  the  places  and  ffortresses  wch  were 
put  in  Our  hands,  wth  Order  to  maintaine  them  in  the  name  of 
the  said  Lords,  the  States  Gen®11;  as  was  made  appeare  to  yar 
Deputyes,  under  the  names  and  Seale  of  the  Said  high  and 
mighty  States  Gen.a11  Dated  28th  July  1646. 

Besides  what  hath  beene  menconed  there  is  Little  probability 
that  his  said  Ma.tie  of  England  (in  regard  the  Articles  of  peace  are 
printed,  and  were  recommended  to  us  to  observe  seriously  and 
exactly,  (by  a  Ire  written  to  us  by  Our  sd  Lords  ye  States  Gen.3-11) 
and  to  cause  them  to  be  observed  religiously  in  this  Country) 
would  give  Order  touching  so  dangerous  a  designe,  being  also  so 
apparent,  that  none  other  then  my  said  Lords  the  States  Gen. 311 
have  any  right  to  these  provinces  and  consequently  ought  to 
Command  and  maintaine  tlieire  Subjects,  and  in  their  absence 
wee  the  Governor  Gen.3'11  are  oblieged  to  maintaine  their  Rights, 
and  to  repell  and  take  revenge  of  all'  threatnings,  injustice, 
Attempts,  or  any  force  whatsoever,  that  shall  be  committed 
against  theire  faithfull  Subjects  and  Inhabitants,  it  being  a 
very  considerable  thing  to  affront  so  mighty  a  State,  although 
it  were  not  against  an  Ally  and  confederate. 

Consequently,  If  his  said  Ma.tie  (as  it’s  fitt)  were  well  informed 
of  all  that  could  be  Spoken  upon  this  Subject,  hee  would  not 
approve  of  what  expressions  were  menconed  in  yor  Ire,  which 
are,  That  you  are  Commanded  by  his  Ma.tie  to  demand  in  his 
Name  such  places  and  ffortres  as  are  in  ye  possession  of  the  Dutch 
under  my  Governm*  which  as  it  appeares  by  my  Commission 
before  menconed  was  given  me  by  my  Lords  the  high  and  mighty 
States  Gen.311  And  there  is  less  ground  in  the  express  demand 
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of  my  Governing  Since  all  the  world  knowes  that  about  three 
Yeares  agone,  some  English  ffriggotts  being  on  ye  Coast  of  Af¬ 
rica,  upon  a  pretended  Commission  they  did  demand  certaine 
places,  under  the  Governnd  of  Our  sd  Lords  the  States  Gen.a11 
as  Cape  Vert,  River  of  Gambo,  and  all  other  places  in  Guyny  to 
them  belonging;  Vpon  wch  Our  said  Lords  the  States  Gen.a11  by 
vertue  of  the  Articles  of  peace,  having  made  appeare  the  said 
Attempt  to  his  Ma.tie  of  England,  they  reed  a  favourable  Answer, 
His  said  Ma.tie  disallowing  all  such  Acts  of  hostillity  as  might 
have  been  done,  and  besides  gave  Order  that  restitucon  should 
be  made,  to  the  East  India  Company  of  whatsoever  had  been  pil¬ 
laged  in  the  said  River  of  Gambo,  and  likewise  restored  them  to 
their  Trade;  which  makes  us  thinke  it  necessary,  that  a  more 
express  Order  should  appeare  unto  us,  as  a  Sufficient  Warrant 
for  us  towards  my  Lords  the  high  and  mighty  States  Gena11; 
Since  by  vertue  of  Our  said  Commission  Wee  do  in  these  Prov¬ 
inces  represent  them,  as  belonging  to  them,  and  not  to  the  King 
of  Great  Brittaine,  except  his  sd  Ma.tie  upon  better  grounds, 
make  it  appeare  to  Our  sd  Lords  the  States  Gen.a11  against  wch 
they  may  defend  themselves,  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt, 

To  conclude  we  cannot  but  declare  unto  you,  though  the  Gov- 
ernors  and  Comrs  of  his  Ma  tie  hath  divers  times  quarrelled  with 
us  about  the  bounds  of  the  Jurisdiccon  of  the  high  &  mighty  the 
states  Gen.a11  in  these  ptes,  yet  they  never  questioned  their  Juris¬ 
diccon  it  selfe,  On  the  contrary  in  the  veare  1650.  at  Hartford, 
and  the  last  yeare  at  Boston,  they  treated  wth  us  vpon  this  Sub¬ 
ject,  wch  is  a  Sufficient  proof  that  his  Ma.tie  hath  never  been  well 
informed  of  ye  equity  of  Our  Cause,  In  so  much  as  Wre  cannot 
imagine  in  regard  of  the  Articles  of  peace,  betweene  ye  Crowne 
of  England  and  ye  States  Gen.a11  (under  whom  there  are  so  many 
Subjects  in  America  as  well  as  Europe)  that  his  sd  Ma.tte  of 
Greate  Brittaine  would  give  a  Commission  to  molest  and  en¬ 
damage  the  Subjects  of  my  said  Lords  the  States  Gena11,  especi¬ 
ally  such  as  ever  Since  50.  40.  and  ye  latest  36  years  have  quietly 
enjoyed  their  Lands,  Countryes,  fforts  and  Inheritances,  And 
lesse  that  his  Subjects  would  attempt  any  Acts  of  hostillity  or 
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violence?  against  them;  And  in  case  that  vou  will  Act  by  force 
of  Amies,  Wee  protest  and  declare  in  the  name  of  Our  said 
Lords  the  States  Gena11  before  God  and  men,  that  you  will  Act 
an  unjust  violence  and  a  breach  of  the  Articles  of  peace,  so 
Solemnly  sworne,  agreed  upon,  and  ratified  by  his  Ma.tie  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and  my  Lords  the  States  Gena11;  And  ye  rather  for  that*to 
prvent  the  Shedding  of  blood,  in  the  Moneth  of  ffebruarv  last, 
wee  treated  wth  Cap1  John  Scott  (who  reported  he  had  a  Com¬ 
mission  f ]*oni  his  sd  Ma.Ue)  touching  ye  Limits  of  long  Island, 
and  concluded  for  the  space  of  a  yeare,  that  in  the  meane  time 
the  businesse  might  be  treated  on  betweene  ye  King  of  Gl  Brit- 
taine,  and  my  Lords  the  high  and  mighty  States  GenaI1;  And 
againe  at  prsent  for  the  hinderance  and  prvencon  of  all  differ¬ 
ences,  and  the  Spilling  of  innocent  blood,  not  onely  in  these 
ptes,  but  also  in  Europe,  Wee  Offer  unto  you  a  Treaty,  by  Our 
Deputyes  Mr  Cornelius  van  Ruyven  Secretary  &  Receiver,  of 
New  Holland,  Cornelius  Steenwiek  BurgmasP  Mr  Sam.11  Mega- 
polensis  Doctor  of  Pliysicke,  and  Mr  James  Cousseau,  heretofore 
Sherriffe; 

As  touching  the  threats  in  yor  Conclusion  we  have  nothing  to 
Answer,  only  that  we  feare  nothing  but  what  God  (who  is  as  just, 
as  mercifull)  shall  lay  vpon  us,  all  things  being  in  his  gracious 
disposall,  and  we  may  as  well  be  prserved  by  him  wth  small 
forces,  as  by  a  greate  Army,  wch  makes  us  to  wish  you  all  hap- 
pynesse  and  prosperity,  and  recommend  You  to  his  protection.

Whereas  upon  serious  and  mature  deliberacon  and  consultacon 
amongst  us,  Wee  finde  the  Shipp  William  and  Nicholas,  (whereof 
Cap.1  Thomas  Morley  is  Commander)  to  be  very  usefull  and  ser¬ 
viceable  for  his  Ma.ties  Interest  in  aiding  and  assisting  us  to 
reduce  the  Manhatoes,  and  other  places  in  America,  unjustly 
possessed  and  detained  by  the  Dutch,  contrary  to  his  Ma.ties 
Crowne,  Dignitie  and  expresse  Commands,  And  Whereas  after 
a  Summons  sent,  dated  in  his  Ma.ties  name,  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Towne  and  ffort  at  the  Manhatoes,  to  surrender  to  his  Ma.ties 
obedience,  Answer  was  returned  from  the  Governor,  as  appeares 
by  his  Ire  bearing  date  the  day  of  Sept,  new  Stile,  with  theire 
resolucon  to  maintaine,  and  defend  the  said  Towne  and  ffort, 
for  the  Right  and  Interest  of  the  States  Generali,  These  are 
therefore  in  his  Ma.ti,es  Name,  to  Presse  the  said  Shipp  called  the 
William  and  Nicholas,  and  the  Company  thereto  belonging,  and 
the  said  Captaine  Thomas  Morley  is  hereby  required,  to  attend  his 
Ma.ties  Service  wth  ye  said  Shipp,  for  the  reducing  the  said  places 
to  his  Ma.tieis  obedience,  and  from  time  to  time,  to  receive  Orders 
from  Captaine  Hide,  the  Comander  in  chiefe  of  the  Squadron  in 
prosecucon  thereof,  and  for  so  doing  this  shall  be  yor  warrant, 
Given  under  Our  hands  and  Seales,  this  24th  day  of  Aug.st  1664.

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Articles  of  surrender 

These  Articles  following  were  consented  to  by 
the  Persons  here  vnder  subscribed  at  the 

Governors  Bowry  August  27.th  old  stile,  1664. 

1.  Wee  consent  that  ve  States  Gen.a11  or  the  West  India  Com-

pany  shall  freely  enjoy  all  ffarmes  and  Houses,  (except  such  as 
are  in  the  fforts)  and  that  wthin  Six  Monethes,  they  shall  have  free 
Liberty,  to  transport  all  such  Armes  and  Ammunition  as  now 
doe  belong  to  them,  or  else  they  shall  be  paid  for  them. 

2.  All  Publique  Houses,  shall  continue  for  the  vses,  which  now 
they  are  for. 

3.  All  People  shall  still  continue  free  Denizens  and  enjoy  their 
Lands,  Houses,  Goods,  Shipps,  wheresoever  they  are  within  this 
Country,  and  dispose  of  them  as  they  please. 

4.  If  any  Inhabitant  have  a  minde  to  remove  himselfe,  he  shall 
have  a  Yeare  and  Six  weekes  from  this  day  to  remove  himselfe, 
wife,  Children,  Servants,  Goods,  and  to  dispose  of  his  Lands 
here. 

5.  If  any  Officer  or  State,  or  Publique  Minister  of  State,  have  a 
minde  to  go  for  England,  they  shall  be  transported  fraught  free 
in  his  Ma.ties  ffriggotts,  when  these  ffrigg.ts  shall  returne  thither. 

6.  It  is  consented  to,  that  any  people  may  freely  come  from  the 
Netherlands,  and  plant  in  this  Country,  and  that  Dutch  Vessells 
may  freely  come  hither,  and  any  of  ye  Dutch  may  freely  returne 
home,  or  send  any  sort  of  Marchandize  home  in  Vessells  of  their 
owne  country, 

7.  All  Shipps  from  the  Netherlands,  or  any  other  place,  and 
Goods  therein,  shall  be  reed  here,  and  sent  hence  after  the  man¬ 
ner  for  wch  formerly  they  were,  before  our  coming  hither  for 
Six  Monethes  next  ensuing. 

8.  The  Dutch  here  shall  enjoy  the  liberty  of  their  Consciences, 
in  Divine  Worship,  and  Church  Discipline 

9  No  Dutchman  here,  or  Dutch  Shipp  here,  shall  vpon  any 
occasion  be  prest  to  serve  in  Warr,  against  any  Nation  whatever; 

10.  That  the  Townesmen  of  the  Manhatons  shall  not  have  any

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Souldier  quartered  vpon  them,  without  being  satisfied  and  paid 
for  them  by  their  Officers,  and  that  at  this  present,  if  the  ffort 
be  not  capable  of  lodging  all  the  Souldiers,  then  the  Burgomaster 
by  his  Officers,  shall  appoint  some  houses  capable  to  receive 
them. 

11.  The  Dutch  here  shall  Enjoy  their  owne  Customes,  concern¬ 
ing  their  Inheritances.

12.  All  Publique  Writings  and  Records  wch  concerne  ye  Inher¬ 
itances  of  any  People,  or  the  reglend  of  ye  Church,  or  poore,  or 
Orphans,  shall  be  carefully  hept  by  those  in  whose  hands  now 
they,  are,  and  such  writings  as  particularly  concerne  ye  States 
Gen.a11  may  at  any  time  be  sent  to  them. 

13.  Noe  JudgnP  that  hath  passed  any  Judicature  here,  shall  be 
called  in  question,  but  if  any  conceive  that  he  hath  not  had  jus¬ 
tice  done  him,  if  hee  apply  himselfe  to  the  States  Gen.a11  the  other 
party  shall  be  bound  to  Answer  for  ye  supposed  injury. 

14.  If  any  Dutch  living  here,  shall  at  any  time  desire  to  travail 
or  Traffique  into  England,  or  any  place  or  Plantacon  in  obedi¬ 
ence  to  his  Ma.tie  of  England,  or  wth  the  Indians,  hee  shall  have 
(vpon  his  request  to  the  Governor)  a  certificate  that  he  is  a  ffree 
Demizen  of  this  place,  and  liberty  to  doe  soe. 

15.  If  it  do  appeare  that  there  is  a  Publique  Engagem1  of  Debt 
by  the  Towne  of  the  Manhatoes,  and  away  agreed  on  for  the 
satisfying  of  that  EngagenP,  it  is  Agreed  that  ye  same  way  pro¬ 
posed  shall  goe  on,  and  that  ye.Engagemt  shall  be  Satisfied, 

16.  All  inferior  civill  Officers  and  Magistrates  shall  continue  as 
now  they  are,  (if  they  please)  till  the  Customary  time  of  New 
Eleccon,  and  then  new  ones  to  be  Chosen,  by  themselves,  pro¬ 
vided  that  such  new  Chosen  Magistrates  shall  take  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  to  his  Majesty  of  England,  before  they  enter  upon 
their  Office, 

17.  All  differences  of  Contracts  and  Bargaines  made  before 
this  day  by  any  in  this  Country,  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  manner  of  the  Dutch. 

18.  If  it  doe  appeare  that  ye  West  India  Company  of  Amster¬ 
dam  do  really  Owe  any  Sums  of  money  to  any  psons  here,  it  is 
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agreed  that  Recognicon  and  other  dutyes  payable  by  Shipps 
going  for  the  Netherlands,  be  continued  for  Six  Monethes  longer; 

19.  The  Officers  Military  and  Souldiers,  shall  March  out  with 
their  Amies,  Drums  Heating,  and  Colours  flying  and  lighted 
Matches,  and  if  any  of  them  will  Plant,  they  shall  have  50  acres  of 
Land  set  out  for  them,  if  any  of  them  will  serve  any  as  Servants, 
they  shall  continue  with  all  Safety,  and  become  free  Denizens 
afterward.

Sept.  23.d  Wee  have  received  yo.rs  of  the  7.th  of  Septemb.1"  by 
the  Wellcome  hands  of  M.r  John  Clarke  accompanyed  with  Cap- 
taine  Cranston  and  M.r  Dyer,  so  full  of  gratefull  and  loyall 
expression  towards  his  Ma.ty,  that  the  best  returne  wee  can  make 
to  your  selues  and  Colony  shall  bee  to  render  his  Ma.ty  a  faithfull 
AccJ  thereof,  and  in  o.r  owne  particulars  will  endeavour  to  im¬ 
prove  that  goodnesse,  you  are  pleas’d  to  haue  for  vs,  with  mutuall 
testimonyes  of  our  respect  and  affection  to  yo.r  Colony  upon  all 
future  opportunityes. 

Wee  hope  for  yo.r  pardon  (being  as  yet  strangers  here)  that 
wee  could  not  give  Mr.  Clarke  and  the  rest  so  good  an  Enter- 
tainement  as  is  due  to  persons  so  employed  by  you,  and  who 
had  taken  so  much  Trouble  upon  themselves.  But  they  will

Sept.  30.th  Whereas  the  Heer  John  de  Decker  late  of  the  Coun¬ 
cell  for  the  Dutch  west  Indya  Company  in  New  Yorke  did  (con- 
trary  to  the  14. th  Article  of  Surrender)  actually  travaile  from 
hence  and  traficke  with  powder  and  Negroes,  unto  ffort  Albany 
and  other  places  upon  Hudsons  River,  without  requesting,  or  hav¬ 
ing  a  Certificate  from  mee,  or  liberty  so  to  doe;  And  being  fully 
informed,  that  then  and  there  hee  did  endeavo.r  by  discourses 
to  alienate  the  mindes  of  his  Ma.tyes  Dutch  subjects  from  that 
happy  reconcilement  without  bloudshed,  vpon  Articles  so  lately 
made,  and  that  hee  did  comitt  these  misdemeano.rs  before  that 
ffort  Albany  was  surrendred  vnto  his  Ma.tyes  obedience,  The

Treaty  with  the  Indians  at  Albany 

Articles  made  and  agreed  upon  the  24. th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember  1664,  in  ffort  Albany  betweene  Ohgehando, 
Shanarage,  Soachoeniglita,  Sachamackas  of  the 
Maques;  Anawweed,  Conkeeherat,  Tewasserany, 
Aschanoondah,  Sachamackas  of  the  Svnichs,  on  the 
one  part;  And  Colonell  George  Cartwright  in  the  be- 
halfe  of  Colonell  Richard  Nicolls  Governo.1*  under 
his  Royall  Highnesse  the  Duke  of  Yorke  of  all  his 
territoryes  in  America,  on  the  other  part  as  followeth, 
viz.1 

1.  Imprimis  It  is  agreed  That  the  Indvan  Princes  abouenamed, 
and  their  Subjects,  shall  haue  all  such  wares  and  Comodityes 
from  the  English  for  the  future,  as  heretofore  they  had  from  the 
Dutch. 

2.  That  if  any  English,  Dutch  or  Indyans  (under  the  protection 
of  the  English),  doe  any  wrong,  Injury,  or  violence  to  any  of  the 
said  Indyan  princes  or  their  subjects  in  any  sort  whatever,  if 
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they  complaine  to  y.e  Governor  at  New  Yorke,  or  to  the  offic.r  in 
cheife  at  Albany,  If  the  person  so  offending  can  bee  discovered 
that  person  shall  receive  condigne  punishment,  and  all  due  sat¬ 
isfaction  shall  bee  given  and  the  like  shall  bee  done  for  all  other 
English  Plantations. 

3.  That  if  any  Indyans  belonging  to  any  of  the  Sachims  afore¬ 
said,  do  any  wrong,  Injury  or  damage  to  the  English  Dutch  or 
Indyans  (under  the  protection  of  the  English)  If  complaint  bee 
made  to  the  Sachims,  and  the  person  bee  discovered  who  did  the 
Injury,  Then  that  person  so  offending  shall  bee  punished,  and 
all  just  satisfaction  shall  be  giuen  to  any  of  his  Ma.tyes  subjects 
in  any  Colony,  or  other  English  Plantation  in  America. 

4.  The  Indyans  at  Wamping  and  Espachomy,  and  all  below  to 
the  Manhatans,  as  also  all  such  as  haue  submitted  themselues 
under  the  protection  of  his  Ma.ty  are  included  in  these  Articles 
of  Agreement  and  peace;  In  Confirmation  whereof,  the  partyes 
abovementioned  haue  hereunto  sett  their  hands  the  day  and 
yeare  abovewritten.

2.  That  the  English  do  make  peace  for  the  Indyan  Princes  with 
the  Nations  downe  the  River. 

3.  That  they  may  haue  free  Trade  as  formerly. 

4.  That  they  may  bee  lodged  in  houses  as  formerly. 

5.  That  if  they  bee  beaten  by  the  three  Nations,  above  men-

tioned,  they  may  receive  accomodation  from  the  English. 


Agreement  regarding  Albany 

These  Articles  were  agreed  upon  in  New  Yorke.  &c. 

Oct:  10.th  After  Conference  with  the  Deputves  from  Albany  for 
the  good  and  benefitt  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  for  y.e  Accomoda¬ 
tion  of  his  Ma.ties  offic.rs  and  souldy.rs  there  in  Garrison  this  Win¬ 
ter,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  y.e  said  Deputy es  Jan  Verbeek, 
Jerritt  Sticktenliorst,  Jan  Coster  Van  Akes:  These  Articles  fol- 
lowinge  are  ordered  to  bee  publisht  and  observed  at  Albany. 
viz.1 

1.  Imprimis  That  all  the  houses  in  the  ffort  shall  be  fitted  and 
prepared  to  lodge  the  Officers  &  Souldy.rs  at  the  Charge  of  the 
Towne,  against  the  first  of  November  old  style. 

2.  That  the  Towne  shall  deliver  Twenty  blanketts  for  the  vse 
of  the  Souldy.rs,  and  Candles  for  the  Corps  de  Garde,  as  also  to 
assist  the  officer  in  cheife  (at  his  Request)  with  waggons  to  bring 
firing  wood  to  the  ffort  at  the  Charge  of  the  Towne,  provided  the 
offic.r  doth  not  request  more  than  twelue  loade  every  month,  but 
that  the  souldy.rs  shall  cut  their  owne  wood. 

3:  That  the  Inhabitants  of  Albany  shall  enjoy  the  benefitt  of 
all  the  Articles  of  Surrender  made  at  New  Yorke. 

4.  That  from  and  after  the  first  of  November,  No  souldier  shall 
bee  quarter'd  vpon  the  Inhabitants  in  their  houses. 

5.  That  the  Salary  to  the  Preacher,  Clarke,  Secretary  and 
Boade  a  shall  bee  continued  &  paid  as  formerly  till  further  Order.

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G.  That  for  the  better  Executing  of  Justice  in  the  forme  as 
formerly,  the  Magistrates  shall  make  choice  of  a  sufficient  person 
for  the  office  of  Scout  within  their  limitts. 

•  7.  That  the  former  order  against  the  Sale  of  Brandewine  or 
strong  liquours  to  the  Indyans  remaine  in  full  force. 

8.  That  all  powder  shall  bee  kept  in  the  publike  Cellar  as  for¬ 
merly. 

9.  That  the  Magistrates  will  cause  weekely  to  bee  delivered  to 
ye  officer  in  chiefe  such  proporcons  of  bread  &  beere  as  are 
allowed  by  the  Governour  to  the  Souldv.rs  at  ffort  Albany,  viz1. 
Thirty  foure  loaves  of  bread  per  diem,  each  a  pound  weight  and 
seventeene  Gallons  of  Beere,  all  which  charge  of  bread  &  beere 
shall  bee  discounted  out  of  the  Pachts,a  or  in  some  other  sort 
satisfaction  shall  bee  made  to  them. 

10.  That  all  other  Provisions  shall  bee  sent  from  New  Yorke 
to  y.e  Skouldv.rs  at  Albany.

14.  That  the  Pacht  bee  paid  at  sixteene  Wampomes  for  a 
Styver,  as  in  New  Yorke. 

15.  That  the  great  and  small  Pacht  shall  remaine  as  formerly. 

16.  That  the  Deputyes  will  deliver  to  Oapt.a  Manning  upon 
Account,  for  the  vse  of  the  Souldyers  every  month  120  Guild. rs 
in  Wampome  at  the  price  . in  New  Yorke,  being  eight  white  and 
foure  blacke. 

17.  That  Examination  bee  strictly  made  concerning  scandalous 
and  dangerous  words  to  the  dishonor  of  his  Ma.ty  and  the  Kovall 
family,  lately  complain’d  of,  to  have  beene  spoken,  and  that  if 


a  Pacht,  a  tax  or  impost. 
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proofe  bee  made,  the  said  offence  bee  punisli’t  by  whipping  the 
offender  publikely;  That  none  hereafter  presume  to  offend  in  the 
like  Sort.

The  Commissioners  being  sensible  of  what  Great  Concernm1  it 
is  to  the  united  Provinces,  That  the  HonobIe  Gentlemen,  sent 
over  as  his  Ma.fles  Commission1,8  to  visite  the  severall  Juris- 
diccons,  be  suitably  Treated,  as  becometh  Our  Subjection  to  his 
Ma.tie  Our  dread  Soveraigne,  Do  therefore  Commend  it  to  the 
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Generali  Courts  of  the  united  Colonyes  respectively,  That  upon 
advice  given  them  by  the  said  Commission*®,  to  consult  their 
Proposalls  according  to  their  Instructions  from  his  Ma.tie  That 
notice  thereof  be  timely  given  to  their  Confederates  to  the  end

You  may  informe  all  persons  concerned  upon  long  Island,  That 
his  Ma.ties  Commission1®  have  fully  Issued  the  difference  of 
Bounds,  betweene  the  Duke  of  Yorkes  Pattent,  and  the  Colony 
of  Conecticutt. 

That  the  said  Commission1^,  wth  Mr  Winthrop  the  Governor, 
and  ye  Deputyes  from  the  Gen.a11  Court  of  Conecticott  (yorselves 

being  prsent)  have  determined  that  all  long  Island  doth  remaine

That  in  regard  of  this  Winter  Season,  I  do  not  thinke  it  con¬ 
venient  to  put  the  Inhabitants  to  the  trouble  of  sending  any 
Deputyes,  to  meete  in  relacon  to  ye  affaires  of  the  Island.

Lutherans  here,  for  their  Sending 
for  a  Minister  of  their  Religion. 

Whereas  severall  Persons  under  my  GovernnY  who  professe 
the  Lutheran  Religion,  have  taken  the  Oath  of  Obedience  to  his 
Ma.tie,  his  Royall  Highnesse,  and  such  Governor,  or  other  Officers 
as  shall  by  their  Authority  be  Sett  over  them,  and  they  having 
requested  mee  for  Liberty  to  send  for  one  Minister  or  more  of 
their  Religion,  and  that  they  may  freely  and  publiquely  exercise 
Divine  worship,  according  to  their  Consciences,  I  do  hereby  give 
my  Consent  there  unto,  provided  they  shall  not  abuse  this  Lib¬

I  am  Informed  by  the  Magistrates  and  others  the  Inhabitants 
of  fflushing,  that  you  the  Inhabitants  of  Jamaica  have  within  a 
few  dayes  bought  a  Parcell  of  Land,  from  ye  Indians,  and  upon 
that  prtence  do  possesse  yorselves  of  such  a  part  of  their  former 
Bounds  for  twelve  yeares  past,  as  will  utterly  ruine  all  the  In¬ 
habitants  of  blushing,  I  am  very  tender  in  giving  Creditt  to  ye 
reports  on  one  part,  till  ye  other  is  heard,  and  I  am  also 
very  unwilling  to  putt  the  Magistrates  or  Inhabitants  to 
the  trouble  of  coming  hither  this  Winter  Season,  to  An¬ 
swer  what  those  of  blushing  have  objected,  but  rather  to 
recommend  to  you,  the  Silenceing  of  former  Divisions  be- 
tweene  Neighbors  and  no  begining  any  new  Occasion  of  dif¬ 
ference,  for  I  take  it  for  granted  that  blushing  hath  been 
long  possess’t  thereof,  and  then  I  am  sure  the  Indians  will 
Sell  thrice  over  their  Lands, a  if  any  will  them,  to  prvent 
which,  I  have  made  a  former  Order,  that  no  man  shall  buy 
Land  of  any  Indian,  without  leave  first  obtained  from  mee, 
To  the  end  that  the  Sale  and  Purchase  may  be  Recorded  and 
stand  good  agst  all  prtences  whatever,  the  Seller  and  Purchaser 
are  also  oblieged  to  Seale  their  Deed  before  mee,  without  which 
fforme,  no  Sale  or  Purchase  shall  stand  good;  I  hope  there  will 

a  This  general  indictment  of  the  honesty  of  the  Indians  of  New  York  is  not  confirmed  in  the 
history  of  their  transactions  with  the  white  colonists.

Authorize  any  fforraigne  Prince,  to  invade  or  annoy  him,  or  his 
Countryes,  or  to  discharge  any  of  his  Subjects  of  their  allegiance 
and  obedience  to  his  Ma.tie  or  to  give  licence  or  leave  to  any  of 
them  to  beare  Armes,  raise  Tumults,  or  to  offer  any  violence  or 
hurt,  to  his  Ma.ties  Rovall  Person,  State,  or  Governing  or  to  any 
of  his  Ma.tyes  Subjects  within  his  Ma.ties  Dominions. 

Also,  I  do  Sweare  from  my  heart,  That  notwithstanding  any 
declaracon,  or  Sentence  of  Excomunicacon,  or  deprivation,  made 
or  granted,  or  to  be  made  or  granted  by  the  Pope,  or  his  Suc¬ 
cessors,  or  by  any  Authority  derived,  or  pretended  to  be  derived

and  Dignity,  by  reason,  or  Colour  of  any  such  Sentence,  or  Dee- 
laracon,  or  otherwise,  and  will  do  my  best  endeavors,  to  disclose, 
and  make  knowne  unto  his  Maty,  his,  heires  and  Successors,  all 
Treasons,  or  Traiterous  conspiracyes,  which  I  shall  know,  or 
hear  of,  to  be  against  him,  or  any  of  them. 

And  I  do  further  Sweare,  That  I  do  from  my  heart,  abhor r, 
detest,  and  abjure,  as  impious  and  heretical],  this  damnable 
Doctrine  and  Posicon,  That  Princes  wch  be  excomunicated,  or 
deprived  by  the  Pope,  may  be  deposed,  or  murthered  by  their 
Subjects,  or  any  other  whatsoever. 

And  I  do  believe,  and  in  Conscience  am  resolved,  that  neither 
the  Pope,  nor  any  Person  whatsoever,  hath  Power  to  absolve  me 
of  this  Oath,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  I  acknowledge;  by  good 
and  full  Authority,  to  be  Lawfully  ministered  unto  mee,  and  do 
renounce  all  pardons,  and  dispensacons  to  the  contrary, 

And  all  these  things,  I  do  plainly  and  Sincerely  acknowledge 
and  Sweare,  according  to  these  words  by  me  Spoken,  &  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  plaine  and  Common  Sence  &  understanding  of  the 
same  words,  wthout  any  equivocation  or  mental  1  evacon,  or  Se¬ 
cret  reservacon  whatsoever.

The  following  list  of  the  principal  manuscripts  in  the  New  York  state  - 
library,  originally  prepared  by  the  late  archivist,  George  R.  Howell,  has 
been  enlarged  and  a  partial  bibliography  added  by  Charles  A.  Flagg, 
sub-librarian  (history)  The  arrangement  is  chronologic  in  the  order  in 
which  the  manuscripts  were  added  to  the  library.  For  convenience  of 
reference  the  different  collections  have  been  numbered  consecutively  and 
the  titles  given  are  those  lettered  on  the  backs  of  the  volumes.  Where 
these  seem  inexact  or  misleading,  additional  information  is  given  in  a 
note.  In  the  bibliography  each  entry  is  followed  by  the  New  York  state 
library  call  number.  Volume  and  page  numbers  are  separated  by  a 
colon;  e.  g.  6:170  means  vol.  6,  p.  170.  Special  thanks  are  due  to 
Henry  Harmon  Noble  of  the  state  historian’s  office  who  kindly  placed 
his  valuable  notes  on  the  manuscripts  at  the  disposal  of  the  library  as  an 
aid  in  compiling  this  bulletin.

These  papers  cover  the  period  from  1738  to  1790  and  shed  much 
light  on  the  colonial  history  of  the  state  from  Albany  westward 
through  the  Mohawk  valley.  The  manuscripts  in  the  first  22  vol¬ 
umes  were  bought  by  Lieut. -Gov.  Tayler  at  the  sales  of  confiscated

property  during  the  revolution,  and  were  given  to  the  state  by  John 
Tayler  Cooper  of  Albany.  These  were  mounted  and  bound  under 
the  supervision  of  E.  B.  O’Callaghan  about  1850. 

In  1863  additional  manuscripts  and  correspondence  of  Johnson 
were  bought  for  $500.  These  mounted  in  4  volumes  were  in  1867 
added  to  the  22  volumes  already  in  the  library,  and  a  calendar  of 
the  whole  set  prepared  and  bound  in  one  volume. 

In  1865  an  index  ordered  by  a  concurrent  resolution  of  senate  and 
assembly  Ap.  5,  1856,  was  completed.  This  was  bound  in  1870. 

These  manuscripts  must  be  distinguished  from  another  collection 
of  Sir  William  Johnson  papers  which  was  deposited  in  7  bundles  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  Ap.  16,  1801.  Most  of  the  latter 
are  included  in  t'he  volumes  of  “New  York  colonial  mss”  (see 
no.  19).  With  a  few  exceptions  they  were  printed  in  Docu- 
mentary  history  of  the  state  of  New  York  (quarto  ed.)  2  :  315-583, 
with  a  list  of  missing  papers  2  :  584.

These  papers  contain  material  for  a  military  history  of  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  war,  mentioning  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  mostly  within 
the  state,  and  the  counter  movements  of  the  patriot  forces  to  defeat  the 
plans  of  the  British.  The  papers  in  the  first  23  volumes  were 
bought  in  1853,  the  legislature,  on  July  21,  appropriating  $2500  for 
that  purpose,  and  $500  for  arranging,  indexing  and  binding. 

In  1883  a  large  number  of  additional  manuscripts  was  bought, 
from  which  v.  24-38  were  calendared  and  bound  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  George  W,  Clinton,  v.  39-48  are  chiefly  land  papers 
which  have  been  bound  since  as  follows :

This  is  part  of  a  collection  of  papers  relating  to  academies,  bridges, 
counties,  courts,  currency,  insolvency,  lands,  provisions  and  taxes, 
1780-1803.  The  papers  were  formerly  in  the  hands  of  Abraham  B.

This  is  the  original  draft  of  the  first  proclamation  by  Pres. 
Lincoln  Sep.  22,  1862  of  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  in  the 
seceded  states  unless  the  said  states  laid  down  their  arms  within 
100  days.  The  manuscript  was  presented  to  the  Albany  relief 
bazaar  in  February  1864  and  brought  the  sum  of  $1100  to  its  funds. 
It  became  the  property  of  Gerrit  Smith  who  gave  it  to  the  United 
States  sanitary  commission.  In  1865  it  was  bought  by  vote  of  the 
legislature  for  $1000  and  ordered  to  be  deposited  in  the  state 
library.  The  second  proclamation  actually  freeing  the  slaves  was 
burned  in  the  great  Chicago  fire,  October  1871.

Autograph  letters  or  signatures  of  the  signers  of  the  declaration 
of  independence  with  their  portraits,  originally  bought  for  $800,  but 
now  with  later  additions,  valued  at  $20,000. 

The  material  in  this  volume  was  chiefly  collected  by  J.  K.  Tefft 
of  Savannah,  Ga.  After  his  death  the  volume  was  sold  at  auction 
in  New  York  Mar.  4,  1867  to  E.  French  of  whom  it  was  bought  by 
the  state.

Besides 
the  dress  sword  given  to  Washington  by  Frederick  the  Great,  a 
pistol  from  Lafayette,  Washington’s  watch  chain  and  seals  and  his 
surveying  instruments,  there  are  three  papers:  First  draft  of  the 
Farewell  address ;  Opinion  of  the  surviving  generals  of  the  revolution 
(printed.in  Magazine  of  American  history ,  1879,  3:81-88);  Tabu¬ 
lated  statement  of  household  expenses  in  1789. 
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This  purchase  included  also  a  quarto  volume  of  205  leaves: 
Description  of  the  clothing  of  his  majesty's  bands  of  gentlemen 
pensioners,  yeomen  of  the  guards,  and  regiments  of  foot-guards,  foot, 
marines  a?id  invalids  on  the  establishments  of  Great-Britain  and 
Ireland ;  anno  1742. 

The  work,  containing  10 1  hand-colored  pictures  showing  the 
costume  of  the  British  regiments,  was  executed  by  order  of  William, 
duke  of  Cumberland  and  a  few  sets  presented  to  the  most  illustrious 
military  characters  in  Europe.  This  copy  was  given  by  the  duke 
to  John  Pine  who  engraved  it,  and  was  presented  by  his  son  Robert 
Edge  Pine  to  Gen.  Washington  at  Philadelphia,  Sep.  17,  1787. 
Only  two  other  copies  are  known,  one  in  the  British  museum,  the 
other  in  the  library  of  the  Prince  consort  at  Aldershot.

To  the  regents  of  the  University  of  the  state  of  New  York 

For  the  year  ending  Sep.  30,  1898,  I  report  on  the  New  York  state 
library  school  as  follows  : 

Owing  to  the  growth  and  increasing  importance  of  the  work  of  the 
New  York  state  library  school  it  seems  wise  hereafter  to  print  the  annual 
report  separately  as  a  library  school  bulletin. 

The  first  report  appeared  as  Columbia  college  school  of  library 
economy  annual  report,  June  20,  1887.  The  second  report  was  ap¬ 
pended  to  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  chief  librarian  of  Columbia 
college  library,  June  30,  1888.  The  succeeding  reports,  1887-97,  are 
included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  New  York  state  library,  1889-97. 

Classes  1898.  The  fall  term  opened  Wednesday,  Oct.  6,  1897, 
with  12  seniors  and  18  juniors  representing  10  states  and  two  foreign 
countries.  The  following  geographic  summary  covering  the  past  six 
years  shows  the  residence  of  students  before  entering  the  school.

This  year  the  school  has  had  more  college  educated  students  than 
ever  before.  The  colleges  represented  are :  for  men  only,  Adelbert 
and  Bowdoin  colleges,  Colgate  and  Harvard  universities,  and  the 
Polytechnische  school  of  Delft,  Holland ;  for  women  only,  Smith, 
Vassar,  Wellesley  and  the  Woman’s  college  of  Baltimore;  for  coeduca¬ 
tion,  California,  Chicago,  Minnesota,  Brown,  Cornell  and  Northwestern 
universities,  Massachusetts  institute  of  technology  and  Drury  and  Tufts 
colleges. 

Of  the  18  juniors,  10  were  admitted  without  full  entrance  examinations 
as  holding  college  degrees  and  furnishing  certificates  of  required  work  in 
literature,  history  and  foreign  languages.  The  remaining  eight  passed 
entrance  examinations  in  June  in  general  literature,  general  history, 
general  information,  German  and  French,  also  in  advanced  German  and 
French  and  in  Latin.  Seven  other  candidates  who  were  admitted  to  the 
examinations  failed. 

Examinations  and  credentials.  The  usual  library  examinations 
were  held  in  March  and  June.  There  were  issued  369  examination 
passcards,  each  card  representing  a  different  student  or  subject,  173 
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teacher’s  passcards,  n  t:ertificates  on  completion  of  one  year  of  work, 
four  diplomas,  one  diploma  with  honor  and  four  degrees. 

Degrees  and  diplomas  were  conferred  on  five  of  the  class  of  1898  and 
on  four  from  classes  of  1895,  1896  and  1897  as  follows:

Preliminary  education.  Better  library  work  must  inevitably  follow 
more  thorough  general  education  of  library  students.  Of  267  students 
matriculated  in  classes  of  1888-1900,  117  hold  degrees  and  43  have  taken 
partial  college  courses ;  i.  e.  160  students,  or  more  than  half  the  whole 
number  matriculated,  had  full  or  partial  college  courses.  The  proportion 
of  college  graduates  in  each  class  is  constantly  increasing.  Of  32  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  class  of  1900  there  are  only  four  or  12*4%  who  have 
not  had  college  training. 

Among  160  students  who  have  had  college  work,  62  colleges  are  repre¬ 
sented,  Wellesley  leading  with  19,  followed  by  Smith  14,  Cornell  13, 
Vassar  11,  Michigan  10,  Harvard  and  Mt  Holyoke  eight  each,  Nebraska 
and  Northwestern  five  each,  Alfred  (N.  Y.),  Bryn  Mawr,  Chicago,  Syra¬ 
cuse  and  Yale  four  each.  The  48  other  colleges,  including  Newnham 
college  (Cambridge)  and  Heidelberg  university  have  each  had  from  one 
to  three  representatives. 


a  No  credentials  were  issued  before  this  date. 
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Relations  to  other  library  schools.  A  change  of  policy  was 

adopted  January  1898  by  the  following  rule  : 

If  recommended  by  the  faculty  of  a  registered  library  school  as  meet¬ 
ing  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  senior  year  of  the  New  York  state 
library  school,  candidates  may  be  received  without  examination  in  those 
entrance  and  junior  subjects  in  which  they  have  already  passed  equiva¬ 
lent  examinations  with  honor  in  such  registered  school. 

Annual  visit  to  leading  libraries.  The  visit  to  the  libraries  of 
Boston  and  vicinity  occurred  April  6-15.  This  seventh  annual  visit  was 
the  most  successful  ever  made  by  the  school. 

Comparing  it  with  previous  visits,  the  vice-director  said  that  she  was  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  decided  change  of  sentiment  in  favor  of  access  to  shelves 
in  public  libraries.  One  of  the  students  expressed  the  feeling  of  all 
when  she  said  she  was  most  impressed  by  the  friendship  existing  between 
librarians  and  their  hearty  welcome  to  those  preparing  to  enter  the  ranks. 
It  was  well  put  by  the  little  girl  who  moved  from  Hartford  to  Utica,  ar.d 
found  that  a  letter  which  served  as  an  introduction  had  already 
passed  between  the  two  librarians.  “Why,”  she  said,  “do  all  the 
library  ladies  know  each  other?” 

Alumni  lectureship.  Mr  Herbert  Putnam,  librarian  of  the  Boston 
public  library  and  president  of  the  American  library  association,  most 
ably  and  delightfully  filled  the  alumni  lectureship  for  1898.  He  gave  one 
illustrated  evening  lecture  on  library  buildings  and  one  on  the  Boston  pub¬ 
lic  library,  treating  the  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  the  administrator. 

Mr  Putnam  spent  a  whole  morning  with  the  school,  answering  the 
steady  stream  of  questions  which  followed  his  carefully  prepared  lecture, 
and  generously  remaining  till  a  later  train  when  he  found  how  eager  the 
classes  were  to  know  more  of  his  methods  and  ideas.  His  visit  was  full 
of  inspiration  to  the  students  and  probably  resulted  in  no  loss  to  the 
lecturer’s  faith  in  the  future  of  American  librarianship.  It  is  gratifying 
to  the  school  that  their  alumni  lecturer  has  been  chosen  as  the  national 
librarian.

Give  call  numbeFof  the  book 
if  in  the  New  York  state  library,  even  though  the  edition  differs  from 
that  described  in  the  list;  e.  g.  Cap.  914.7  H  21,  Trav.  lib.  20,  bk  13. 
If  the  book  is  in  the  extension  collection  give  class  number  only.  In  other 
cases  refer  to  the  library  in  which  the  book  was  seen  ;  e.  g.  Vassar  e. 

Prefix  lists  of  principal  abbreviations  used  and  of  principal  bibliographic 
aids  consulted.  A  list  of  “Works  cited”  should  include  only  those  to 
which  reference  is  made  for  special  chapters  and  which,  save  in  excep¬ 
tional  cases,  are  not  elsewhere  entered  in  full.

Give  main  paging  only,  if  preferred.  Use  illus.  in  place  of  specifying 
por.  pi.  etc.  if  preferred. 

If  possible  give  size  by  letter  or  in  centimeters ;  otherwise  use  fold 
symbol. 
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Give  surname  of  publisher  as  it  appears  on  title-page  of  edition 
recommended.  In  doubtful  cases  follow  abbreviations  used  in  list  of 
publishers  in  America n  catalogue,  Reference  catalogue  of  current  literature, 
or  New  York  state  library  manuscript  list  of  publishers.  For  the  follow¬ 
ing  publishers  use  the  forms  given  below  :

Selection  of  books.  Book  annotation  has  been  treated  this  year 
practically  as  well  as  theoretically.  Each  student  is  required  to  submit 
a  book  note  which  shall  be  both  descriptive  and  critical  of  each  of  the 
100  books  selected  for  discussion  in  the  reading  seminar  during  the 
year.  The  accompanying  table,  compiled  from  the  Bookman  record 
was  used  in  the  course.  Each  month  the  six  best  selling  books 
are  arranged  in  order  of  popularity.  The  connecting  lines  trace 
graphically  the  growth  of  public  appreciation  as  evidenced  by 
sales;  e.  g.  R.  H.  Davis,  who  was  first  in  September,  held  second 
place  in  October  and  November  and  then  dropped  out  of  the  first 
six  entirely.  Quo  vadis  started  in  September  in  the  third  place, 
held  this  rank  in  October,  and  by  November  had  moved  to  first 
place,  which  it  held  for  six  consecutive  months,  dropped  to  fourth 
place  in  May  and  June  and  then  lost  its  record  entirely  among  the  most 
popular  six.  In  studying  these  changes  our  classes  are  taught  to  take  into 
account  not  only  the  real  merit  of  the  books  but  the  reputation  of  the 
author  and  publisher,  the  timeliness  of  the  subject,  the  influence  of  the 
advertising  and  other  factors  which  modify  sales  and  popularity.

Library  handwriting.  A  pamphlet  discussing  the  importance  of 
library  handwriting,  giving  minute  directions  for  acquiring  it  and  illus¬ 
trated  by  specimen  alphabets  and  figures  was  issued  in  April  1898  as 
Handbook  n  of  the  University.  It  has  helped  to  simplify  instruction  in 
this  subject  and  has  been  in  large  demand  by  other  libraries. 

Other  new  features.  A  consideration  of  library  problems  by  the 
method  of  debate  is  a  new  feature.  Memorial  collections  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  first  debate  which  was  held  in  the  senior  library  seminar;  i.  e. 
“  Is  it  wise  for  a  library  to  receive  a  special  collection  of  books  with  the 
restriction  that  they  be  kept  forever  as  a  separate  collection  and  not 
assimilated  with  the  library  itself?  ”  The  second  debate  in  June  on 
“  Access  to  shelves  ”  was  led  by  five  juniors,  the  rest  of  the  school  and  the 
students  of  the  summer  session  taking  part  in  the  discussion. 

Other  interesting  practice  has  been  in  preparing  picture  bulletins.  These 
are  intended  to  be  posted  in  the  loan  room  and  to  tempt  the  reader  to 
call  for  more  and  better  books. 

The  school  has  also  been  interested  in  the  discussion  of  the  plan  for 
relieving  the  demand  for  the  most  popular  fiction  by  buying  duplicates  and 
charging  readers  5  cents  each  for  their  use,  a  book  being  sold  as  soon  as 
the  demand  for  it  ceases.  The  juniors  claimed  that  the  principle  under¬ 
lying  this  practice  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  a  free  library  supported  by 
public  taxation. 

Library  museum.  Valuable  additions  were  received  from  con¬ 
tributors  to  the  A.  L.  A.  exhibit  who  deposited  with  the  school 
a  part  of  the  illustrative  material  which  proved  so  interesting  a  feature  of 
the  Chautauqua  meeting.  The  collection  of  photographs  and  plans  of 
library  building  has  been  arranged  in  a  case  of  Birckhead  portfolio 
drawers  in  room  54  adjoining  the  other  library  school  collections.  This 
adds  greatly  to  convenience  of  consultation  and  insures  better  preserva-

tion.  The  following  circular  is  used  to  draw  attention  of  inventors  and 
manufacturers  of  meritorous  articles  to  the  advantage  of  exhibiting  their 
library  appliances  in  the  library  museum. 

At  the  World’s  Columbian  exposition,  the  American  library  association 
in  connection  with  the  United  States  bureau  of  education  undertook  an 
international  exhibit  of  library  appliances.  The  work  of  collecting  this 
exhibit  was  delegated  to  the  New  York  state  library  school,  which  already 
had  as  a  nucleus  the  collections  made  during  the  past  20  years  by  the 
American  library  association  and  by  the  school  itself.  At  the  close  of 
the  Columbian  exposition  the  exhibit  was  transferred  to  convenient 
rooms  in  the  fireproof  capitol  at  Albany,  and  is  in  constant  use  for  refer¬ 
ence  by  librarians,  and  others  interested  in  library  administration  who 
find  in  the  comparative  exhibit  of  different  methods  the  best  possible 
means  for  choosing  what  will  best  suit  their  needs.  From  time  to  time 
additions  are  made  to  this  exhibit  of  such  devices  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  school  faculty  have  sufficient  merits  to  entitle  them  to  representation. 
For  our  convenience  we  are  glad  to  have  extra  copies  of  descriptive 
circulars  and  price  lists  to  give  to  those  who  ask  full  information. 

We  think  it  would  be  well  to  exhibit  .  .  .  and  if  you  will  send  it  for 
this  purpose  we  will  have  it  catalogued,  indexed  and  put  in  its  proper 
place  for  permanent  preservation. 

American  library  association.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  library  association  held  at  Lakewood-on-Chautauqua,  N.Y.  July 
1898,  training  in  librarianship  was  one  of  the  two  main  subjects  for  con¬ 
sideration.  The  distinguishing  characteristics  of  each  library  school, 
including  summer  courses,  were  presented  by  a  representative  of  its 
faculty.  The  director  of  the  New  York  state  library  school  reported  as 
follows  : 

The  New  York  state  library  school  is  steadily  raising  its  standards. 
We  have  voted  to  decline  candidates  for  the  summer  course,  unless  they 
have  had  considerable  experience  in  library  work.  We  are  afraid  of 
people  who  come  for  a  short  course  and  delude  themselves  with  the  idea 
that  they  are  professional  librarians  because  they  have  attended  a  library 
school  for  a  few  weeks. 

We  have  one  single  object  in  view,  to  contribute  the  most  possible  to 
the  advancement  of  American  librarianship.  My  message  from  the 
New  York  school  is  that  we  shall  try  in  various  ways  to  do  the  work  that 
some  of  the  other  schools  may  not  find  it  practicable  to  do,  so  that,  all 
together,  the  different  agencies  for  training  for  librarianship  shall  accom¬ 
plish  the  maximum  amount  of  good;  and  if  it  seems  that  elsewhere  they 
can  do  better  work  than  we  are  doing,  so  far  as  lies  in  our  power  we 
shall  aid  their  work,  regardless  of  our  own  comfort  or  of  the  selfish 
interest  of  our  geographic  vicinity.  To  the  extent  of  the  large  facilities 
placed  in  our  hands,  we  will  contribute  the  best  that  we  can  to  librarian- 
ship  as  a  whole. 

In  many  things,  all  the  library  schools  are  doing  much  the  same  work 
on  similar  plans,  but  the  special  characteristic  of  the  New  York  school  is 
its  desire  to  do  the  work  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  do  anywhere  else.  In 
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this  direction  we  are  constantly  thinking  of  what  the  other  schools  can 
do  with  their  equipment  and  trying  to  supplement  rather  than  duplicate 
their  work,  so  that  together  we  shall  cover  the  field. 

First  in  the  work  of  the  school,  the  rooms,  fittings,  and  physical  facili¬ 
ties  for  doing  the  work  must  be  considered.  Our  recent  removal  to  addi¬ 
tional  rooms  gives  us  now  a  suite  of  300  feet  in  the  fifth  story  of  the 
capitol  building,  with  abundant  room,  so  that  the  sessions  of  the  two 
years  course  and  the  summer  course  can  be  held  at  the  same  time,  and 
there  is  no  longer  necessity,  as  heretofoie,  for  an  absolute  limitation  to 
30  desks.  Previously,  however  good  the  material  available,  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  take  more  than  that  number  of  applicants,  but  hereafter  that 
limitation  will  be  removed. 

•Second,  our  recent  laws  and  the  last  action  of  the  regents  give  us  an 
authority  and  a  financial  support  that  we  have  not  before  had,  so  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  strengthen  the  work  in  many  directions.  The  faculty  of 
the  school  is  being  enlarged.  There  should  be  certainly  one  school,  and 
as  many  more  as  can  be  afforded,  where  there  shall  be  means  and  room 
and  time  enough  to  do  the  work  that  clearly  ought  to  be  done  without  being 
handicapped  by  the  lack  of  any  essential.  In  future  we  can  take  more 
students  and  have  a  larger  faculty  and  more  means  than  ever  before. 
We  feel  keenly  the  danger  of  putting  into  the  library  profession  people  of 
inadequate  training.  The  popularity  of  the  library  movement  has  drawn 
to  it  many  people  who  have  had  no  basis  of  preliminary  education.  The 
educational  experience  of  the  world  is  that  you  can  not  turn  out  good 
practitioners  from  a  professional  school  unless  you  have  a  good  general 
education  as  a  basis  on  which  to  build  when  thky  come  into  the  school. 
If  there  is  to  be  good  grist,  you  must  put  good  grain  into  the  hopper.  I 
tell  our  classes,  “  The  greatest  service  you  can  do  the  library  school  is  to 
keep  out  people  that  ought  not  to  go,  and  the  next  best  service  is  to  send 
there  the  people  who  have  natural  qualities  and  previous  education,  and 
perhaps  library  experience,  that  together  promise  to  make  them  useful  in 
this  great  work.”  We  are  entering  on  a  more  active  campaign  than  ever 
before.  There  never  was  a  time  when  there  was  so  large  a  demand  for 
trained  librarians,  but  training  for  librarianship  without  a  basis  to  begin 
on  is  of  little  avail.

Summer  course.  The  following  announcement,  signed  by  the 
director,  was  issued  in  March  : 

The  second  summer  course  of  tne  New  York  state  library  school  will 
begin  Monday,  May  30  and  continue  five  weeks  closing  Friday,  July  1, 
1898,  in  time  to  allow  ah  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  American  library 
association  at  Chautauqua.  By  this  plan  the  summer  course  students 
will  see  the  state  library  and  all  departments  of  the  University  in  full 
operation  instead  of  in  vacation,  and  will  make  the  personal  acquain¬ 
tance  of  the  students  of  the  two  years  course  whose  work  ends  only  one 
week  earlier.  The  completion  of  new  rooms  makes  it  possible  to  have 
both  courses  in  session  at  the  same  time  and  secures  many  advantages 
impossible  for  a  July  and  August  course. 

The  members  of  the  regular  faculty  will  give  certain  lectures,  and  for  other 
instruction  will  select  graduates  who  from  their  library  training  and  experi¬ 
ence  seem  best  adapted  to  this  peculiar  work.  The  state  work  has  been 
so  arranged  that  Mr  W.  R.  Eastman  of  the  public  libraries  division  will 
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be  at  the  school  during  the  entire  five  weeks,  that  his  unique  experience 
in  studying  the  problems  of  the  hundreds  of  libraries  throughout  the  state 
may  be  constantly  utilized  in  the  summer  school.  Full  opportunity  will 
be  given  for  submitting  questions  and  practical  difficulties  for  discussion 
and  solution.  At  the  close  of  the  course  regents  examinations  will  be 
given,  and  certificates  that  the  summer  course  has  been  completed  will 
be  awarded  to  successful  candidates.  Obviously  five  weeks  will  allow 
study  only  of  the  simplest  methods  and  most  elementary  work  included 
in  the  76  weeks  of  the  full  course,  which  is  found  hardly  long  enough 
for  the  work.  Simple  cataloguing,  classification,  accessioning,  shelflist¬ 
ing,  loan  systems  and  some  elementary  work  in  bibliography  and  library 
economy  will  be  taken  up. 

The  summer  course  is  intended  for  librarians  of  the  smaller  libraries 
and  library  assistants  who  can  not  leave  their  positions  for  the  full  course. 
As  the  number  of  desks  is  limited,  application  should  be  made  as  early 
as  possible.  Only  those  who  hold  credentials  for  the  completion  of  a 
full  four-year  academic  or  high  school  course,  or  its  equivalent,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  summer  session.  For  those  engaged  in  library  work  in 
the  state  of  New  York,  who  meet  the  requirements  for  admission, 
instruction  is  provided  without  charge  as  part  of  the  work  of  the  public 
libraries  division.  To  all  others  meeting  the  conditions  for  admission 
the  fee  will  be  $20  for  the  five  weeks  course. 

The  session  was  held  under  favorable  conditions  for  effective  work. 
The  largest  of  the  five  roqms  recently  fitted  up  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the 
capitol  served  as  class  and  lecture  room.  Miss  Harriet  Howard  Stanley, 
a  graduate  of  the  school  in  1895,  with  three  years  experience  in  charge 
of  Southbridge  Mass,  public  library,  gave  her  entire  time  to  the  work. 
Lectures  were  given  by  the  director  and  eight  oiher  members  of  the 
faculty.  Mr  W.  R.  Eastman  met  the  class  every  week  for  seminar  work 
and  in  addition  gave  an  hour  each  day  for  personal  consultation.  The 
advantage  of  securing  instruction  from  the  full  faculty  makes  it  highly 
desirable  to  give  the  summer  course  before  the  work  of  the  two  years 
course  closes.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  list  on  p.  141,  17  students  were 
enrolled,  12  of  whom  had  previous  Jibrary  experience.  10  students 
received  the  certificate  of  completion  of  the  course,  three  certificates 
being  granted  with  honor. 

It  was  voted  unanimously  by  the  faculty,  June  30,  to  admit  hereafter 
to  the  summer  course  only  those  already  doing  creditable  library  work 
or  under  definite  appointment  to  a  position.  The  next  session  will  be 
held  May  23-July  3,  1899.

Positions.  Of  a  total  of  642  positions  filled  before  Oct.  1,  1898, 
292  have  been  in  New  York  and  335  in  24  other  states,  12  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  three  in  three  foreign  countries.
